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PREFACE 


® Hat our firſt Parents were framed and 
Created by the Divine Power, in Per- 
7F dEQN f{cCtion, ſtrong in Body, bleſſed with an 
OS PI equal Temperament, Impregnated wir 
7 CI. O1- 
Done He nous natural Moiſture, and Abſolute all 
manner oi ways. This preſſing Argument ſeems to con- 
vince, That in the State of Innocency they had powcr 
to Regulate thcir Bodyes without any fear of Death, and 
fully to reſtore, in the ſame goodneſs, their Radical Moj- 
ſture, at any time waſted with heat; and to continue it 
even to immortality,if they had not been deceived by the 
Craftineſs of the Serpent, and taſted of the forbidden 
Fruit, whereby they were afterwards obnoxious to death, 
and their Poſterity like unto them. 


Thoſe alſo who lived before the Flood, and were not 
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at ſo great a diſtance from their Original, by the Hol:- 
neſs of their Life, and their Innocent and Simple Diet, ta- 
ken only from Vcgetables; ſome of them lived neer a 
thouſand years, and others protracted, and extended 
their term of Lite to many Ages; but after that, when 
Gluttony, and Intemperance provoked mens appetites, 
with divers ſorts of Diſhes, and the unlawful uſe of Ve- 
nery did by degrees debilitate their Bodies, and exhauſt 
their Spirits; the length of their days was very much 
ſhortned, and their Lives were terminated in an hundred 
aid twenty years: for as a thick Cloud doth imbibe and 
obſcure the Rays of the'Sun, ſo a vitious habit of body 
doth Cloud, and Obſcure the Light. of our Body, and 
Lamp of Life : andithts gaily neceſſity gave a beginning 
to the Therapeutical part of Phyſick, whilſt circumſpect 
Fathers of Families were obliged to procure ſome Dome- 
ſick helps, and eaſily acquired Remedics to ftop, or re- 
tard the too haſty rigour of Death, 

But though many Diſcaſes may extirpated by the 
ſtrength of Nature, alone, by the due obſervance of the 
{1x Res non Naturales, and the Alternate uſe of thoſe two 
great helps, of Altering and Purging Medicines; yet 
there are ſome ſo obltinate as not to yield to any of theſe, 
or to be remedicd any other way than vy Chyrurgical Q- 
perations, by dividing wnat is united, by uniting what is 
disjoyned, and by extirpating what is ſuperfluous, ac- 
cording to the true ſaying of Hippocrates. Diſeaſes which 
Aedicines cure not, the Knife cureth , what the Knife cures 
not, Fire cureth; what the Fire cures not, they are to be e- 
ſteemed uncurable. | 

In which Operations of Chyrurgery, both in former 
times, and at preſent, almoſt an infinite number of indu: 
ſtrious Promoters of Phylick, c Egyptians, Gracians, Ara 
bians, Latines, Jtalians, French, and of moſt Nations 
by reaſon of the neceffity of them, and the benefit accr 
ing to mankind from them, have ſo diligently tak 
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pains all their life-time, that they wonld Jeave nothing 

unattempted, till they could add a perfeCtion to this 
part of Phyſick, and by their Writings conſecrate it to 
Poſterity. Theſe following forty three Chyrurgical Tas 
bles, for the accurate dclineatiomof the Inſtruments, ther . 
Form, and Magnitude, the faithful Demonſtration of the 
manner of Working, and the uſeful Obſervations added 
to them, nat gaworthy, perhaps, to ſee light, I have ga- 
thered together, for the common good of Mankind , de- 
livering what with my owneyes, and hands, I have of- 
ten payed, and experienced : that according to the ſign-

HE 1, Figure is an Iron Inftrument, which Heron, Fa- 

britins ab Aquapendente,concerning a Fontanel in the co- 

ronal ſuture, calls a ſmall Pipe, and the place*o* the 

Fontanel being found and marked with ink, he torct> 

bly thruſts it on with his left hand ; that by the impreſ- 
fion, and the natural coldneſs of the Pipe, the heat of the red hot 
iron, ( Figure Il. following ) and the pain thence ariſing, might 
be palliated ; and the parts adjoining might bedefended from the 
injury of the fire. 

The Il. Figure isa ſolid and uniform iron inſtrument, without a 
handle (yetone of bone or wood may be fitted for it, as the be- 
fore-mentioned Pipe hath) which being well fired, and with the 
right hand thruſt into the aforeſaid Pipe, burnsa fontanel. Wirth 
theſe twoiron inftruments Fontanels are made only in the mem- 
bers of mans body ; namely, when the ſick are not fearfuil of 1 red 
hot iron, grthe Chyrurgian hath not the capſula of Tulins Caſſeri- 
&s Placentings, to hide bis actual cautery with. 
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The Il. Figure is alſo an iron Pipe, yet ſomewhat deeper then 
the former, to receive the inſtrument that tolloweth next. 

The IV, Figure is an inſtrument plainly hollow and cutting; 
by which, being made red hot, and thruſt into the Pipe preceding, 
we makea fontanel, where the coronal and ſagittal ſutures meet ; 
not only burning, but cutting alſo by the sharp point of the inſtru- 
ment, at the end thereof. This when it toucheth the Skul mult be 
turned about, that it may make ſome print upon the Skul- bone, 
Many diſlike the uſe of this inſtrument , not only for the pain they 
fay itcauſeth, but for fear of the dangerous inflammation 1n the 
Pericranium , which afterwards may eaſily be communicated tothe 
Dura mater which is under jt, by theafinity of the ſutures ; where- 
fore modern Chyrurgians rejecting this, uſe inſteadthereof one 
that is ſolid and uniform; ( whoſe form you $hall find in the II. Fi- 
gure of this Table) yet in my judgment the hollow ini{trument 1s 
to be preferred , becauſe that ſolid inſtrument may far more eafily 
bring the foreſaid inconveniences : 1 add that burning of the ſu- 
tures with a ſolid inftrument proceeds too ſlowly, by reaſon of the 
thickneſs, hardneſs , and denſity of the skin of the head : But ma- 
nual operations, chiefly thoſe that are performed witha red hot 
iron, muſt be done moſt nimbly. 

Figures V, and VL. are iron tools not fimply cutting and hollow; 
but the firſt hath a ſtar at the end, and the latter is made with teeth; 
of theſe two,that by reaſon of the ſtar cannot at all be turned about; 
and this by reaſon of the teeth doth not cut ſoreadily : Wherefore 
modern Chyrurgians, and amongſt them almoſt the chief, Hierom 
Fabritius ab Aquapendente , reje& theſe two inſtruments as unft 
for operation. 

The Figures VIT, VIII, IX, X, XI, XII, XIII, taken as joined 
together, make the capſula, an inſtrument to burn Fontanels in 
parts placed without the head, the beſt of all, and the moſt abſoaJute 
in all reſpects; which was invented by Iulive Caſſerins Piacentinus, 
to avoid theſe three inconveniences; namely, heat, pain,and fight 
of the fire, which fearfull men, women and children are afraid of. 
This invention of Placentinus hides the atual cautery ; which ( be- 
cauſe it moſt ſuddenly cauſeth an Eſcar, ſo that the Patients can. - 
ſcarce obſerve it ) if it be not tobe preferred before potential cau= 
teries; yetIthink, inall right , it ought to be uſed in theirplace ; 
For no pain is perceived atall, or burning underneath , by reaſon 
of the end of the caſe , and the harder lying upon it by depreſſion , 
and the wonderfull ſwittneſs in the operation; for which cauſe 


there is not any oftence , in the leaſt , tobe feared of the parts near 
unto it. Az The 
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The VIT. Figure is a hollow plate of iron, round, and immovable 
(2.b.) tothis, and to the former plate of iron likewiſe , that is 
round witha hole in the middle, and movable toward the lower 
parts , (c ) fourlittle wheelsar2faſtnedin, which are carried about 
with a wier ot braſs, ( 4) that the Style ( Fig. VIII. ) thar is ſolid 
made of Copper, being made red hot , and thruſt jn-o the foreſaid 
Plates, ( as you ſee Fig. IX. ) and laid afide into ths wooden cap- 
ſula , Fig. X. maybe hid by the cover that hatha hole in it, Fig. 
XI. and by the help of a ſmall pin with a broad head ( Fig. Xl. and 


X[1I.) may be preſſed down.

Tp.1. is an inſtrument which H'ppocrates bib. 2. de morb. cap. d* 
ſuppnrata peripneumwonia , calls (gu245 Falys ; but Celſius 
and Pauly call it commonly Spatha 3 namely , adouble little 

knife sharp on both des, and in the upper part ſomewhat broad, 
which at theend united in one point; with this the wounds ofthe 
head aredilated croſs wiſe or triangularly, and Paracente/is is ſafely 
made in the Thorax, 

Fig. II. isa shaving knife , or ſtraight pen knife, that cuts but of 
one {ide, and is blunt on the other, which is uſed when there is no 
fear of the parts underneath; namely , in dividing the ſcalp of the 
head as faras the skul, and in opening nodes of the French pox, 
eſpecially upon the $hin bone or elſewhere; again where both edges 
may do hurt , as1n cutting thedead child in the womb into many 
parts, anddividing the caruncles of the matrix ; and therefore is it 
called Scodeghino by the Italians, 

Fig III. is the maleTrepan, or an inftrument made of the þeſt 
ſteel, hollow , round , at the utmolt brims nicked likea faw, and it 
hath four shoulders; namely, that part of the Trepan that mult be 
turned about the bone, the Greeks call it x9gizcor , but Celſr lib. 8. 
cap, 3. calls it Modiolus ; which hath a pin in the midile, that when 
it firſtbegins to be turned , it may itand faſt upon the cranium, 
made bare of the Pericran;um; and that the parts about it , name-

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Iy the lips of the wound , and the Pericranium, which are parts moſt 
#::fible, may be preſerved the more ſafe from hurt Bur if the 
Trepan to be uſed had no pin at firſt, the trepaning of the sKul 
would be performed with the greateit danger , and with vehement 
pain. 
Fig. V. and VI. are female Trepans, of the ſame bigneſs with 
the precedent male; and there is no other difference betwecn theſe 
andthat ; but that theſe want a pin , and ſo are called temales. Be- 
fore we uſe theſe females we mult make ſome print upon the skul 
w:th themale, that the females may ſtand the falter upon it. Now 
for to trepan the 5Kull, the Chyrurgian muſt have at hand ax leaſt 
three Trepans exactly equal one to the other ; namely , on: male 
and two females, that he may oft-times change them , and dip 
them into cold water or oyl of roſes, leaſt being full ©f duſt they 
should hinder the operation ; orelſe being heated by frequent tur - 
ningabovt, they might inflame the skul and the membranes that 
lie under it. 

The invention of shoulders that hinder the Trepans from ſink - 
ing down into the membranes of the brain, or into the ſubſtance of 
it , isan argument of the excellent wiſdom of Hierom Fabritius a5 
Aquapendente; for though ſome of the modern Chyrurgians , as 
Vid. Vid. lib. Chyrurg. 4.c:; 10, and Toan. e Andreas a Cruce lib. 7. de 
Inſtrum: makealſo ſome mention of the shoulders in Trepans , yet 
none of them took care to have them ſo exactly and acurately made 
as Fabritius did: I uſed theſe Trepans never but with good ſucce(s; 
and at this time they are uſed (all the inſtruments of the Antients 
being reje&ted, which they formerly invented to terebrate the 
skul; the figures whereof are tobe ſeen in the Authours now quo- 
ted, and in Pare [ib. g.cap. 18. ) by the Chyrurgians, eſpecially 
thoſe of Padua, and by the ſucceſſours of Fabritius in his Practical 
and Chyrurgical profeſſion; amongſt whom yet lives that molt 
famous Phylitian, Chyrurgian, and Profefſour at Padua, Petrus de 
Marchettis, Knight of the Order of Saint Mark, of the Venertians ; 
who was formerly my much reſpeCted School-fellow , for many 
years, in Anatomy and Chyrurgery ; at whoſe wonderfull dexterity 
in operation (whereby he almoſt ſurpaſſeth all the Chyrurgians of 
Italy*) not only all Italy , but Schollers coming from all parts are 
altonisched ; and innumerable perſans , being thereby cured , extol 
him to the Heavens. 

Fig. VI. is the other part of the Trepan, which is called the han- 
dle, orpurtto turnit with ; and there isa holecutin it, by means 


whereof the ends of the Trepans, wrapt about with cotton , are ea- 
fily 
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fily putin and taken out, ſo often as need requires to change theſe 
round ſaws. By this means a Trepan is madeofa round ſaw and the 
handle,wherewith theskul is quickly, ſafely and eafily perforated. 

Fig. VII. isan inftrument compounded of a ſcraping tool ( be- 
cauſc of th: lentel at the end of it called a Lenricular ) and a Levt- 
tor. Attheend of the perforation of the skul, this Levitor 1s, 
thruſt in betw:xt the lips of the bone cut forth, to move the imall 
bone up and down, that it may grow looſe, and may betaken 
forth by the toothed part of the Pinchers, ( Table IV. Fig. I.) alſo 
it is ulcd toraiſe up mean depreſſions of the skul, and harh its ſta. 
bility oaly in the Chyrurgians hand ; the Lenticular ſerves for all 
roughnets ro ſmooth it, and to ſcrape itoff ( which is lefr behind 
after terzbration, and cutting forth of the bone removed ) leſt 
thatthe membranes of the brain , by reaſon of their continual mo= 
tion, 5hould ſtrike againſt ic and receive ſome hurt. 

Fig. VIII isa Lenticular inſtrument alone, which levigates the 
brims of the hole made as I faid before, leſt pricking themem- 
branes they might cauſe pain and inflammation. 

Fig. IX isaplate of filver, ( for it muſt never be made of iron, 
becauſe of the imbred cold thereof , which is hurtfull both to the 
duraand pia mater that cover the brain ) firm , ſomewhat crooked, 
and ſmoouth on the outſide, which we uſe in greatdepreſſions of the 
Skul, andin fraftures, where it is neceſſary to perforate the skul - 
bone three or four times with the Trepan, and ta cut forth the ſpa- 
ces between the holes; for then the Plate is let down between the 
Skuland the dura mat:r, thit the outward part of it may be neareſt 
to the brain, leaſt by the sharpneſs of pincers and ſaws , ( the Fi- 
gures whereof are to be ſeen underneath, Table V. and VI. ) the 
membranes of the brain should either be pricked or cut unawares : 
Hence Cel/ts , who indeſcribing iron inſtruments for Chyrurgery 
was very diligent, 76. 8. cap, 3. calis it the preſerver of the mem- 
brane, in Greek peu; 19 PvaAgg. 

Fig, XR. 15a croſs dividing inſtrument, whereby the dura mater 
meanly preſſed down, is exatt!y applied torhe skul , that rhe puru- 
lent matter, coll:&ed betw-en theskul and the membranes, - may 
eaſily come forth by the hole made with the Tre»ans. 

Fig. XI. isa leaden mallet, which men formerly uſed when they 
would ſeparateany part of the cranium wita ſcraping inſtruments 
that cut, (whereof there are divers ſorts preſentzd in Parews 1.9.6.5.) 
to avoid the noiſe, and to hinder the comm; otion ofthe brain The 
modern and more cautious Chyrurgians of this age, uſe forthis 
operation pincers and {ina'!! ſaws ; of wAich a little underneath, Ta- 
bleIV.and V1I.

three divers ſorts of Trepans, the uſe whereof is neceſſary in 

the pricking of the skul , that doth not penetrate both the 
Tables , that with them the print made upon the 5kul may be taken 
away, 'Che triangular part of this inſtrument may be uſed alſo for 
the {mail Trepan, with which Guilhelmus Fabri;ius H /annus , perfo- 
rated almoſt the firſt table before he applicd the Triploides , with a 
ſcrew. 

Fig Il. isaLevitor which I uſe in depreſſions of the sKul , this 
raiſeth with more force then the other deſcribed Table 1] Fig. V 17, 
becauſe it hath its firmneſs, not only in the hand of him that raijeth 
it, but alſoin the head. 

Fig. III. 15 an inſtrument called a Triploides, from the threefold 
baſis that it hath: if the depreſſion of the skul- be {> great that the 
precedent Levitors are tvo weak toſerze the turn, I let down the 
Levitor of the Triploides (6) ifthere be room enough , and I raiſe 
the bone preſſed down, upright perpendicularly ; butif there be no 
place for this Levitor, the middle depreſſion mult be perforated 
with the piercer of the Triploides ( a, ) beyond the Diplois, and be 
clevated the way mentioned, taking eſpecial care that the wimble 
perforate not both Tables of the skul, and ſo prick the dura mater. 
See Guil, Fabritius Hildanus, centur.2. obſ\ 4, where he molt acurate- 
ly deſcribes the manner of raiſing the depreſſions of theskul, yet 
with other inſtruments that I never uſed; but with this Triploides 
I have reduced one or two depreſſions with good ſucceſs, 

Fig. IV. isaLevitor which is uſed by others in the greateſt im - 
preſhons upon the $skul, imitating Coopers who are wont toareduce 
the bords of their wine veſſels that are crusht in, with thelike in - 
itrument, Wherefore putting in the crooked end of the Levitor (a) 
under the bone preſſed down, the other arm of the Levitor(b)which 
is ſtreight , muſt lean upon the ſound bone, that whileſt the handle 
1s thruſt down with the right hand, that bone which is preſſed down 
may be raiſed with the crooked part of the inſtrument. Alſo Ambroſ, 
Pare l.g,c.5.deſcribedand shadowed forth this Levitor.

which Paulus Eginera lib. 6. cap. 23. calls «49170200, and 
C: Celſus I. 7. c. 30. calls Yolſella, a Puller, with the double and 
toothed endefit. (A) they take forth the peece of the bone which 
is corrupt and movable, alſo darts and bullets and the fragments 
of them 3 andall tents and hairs, and all extraneous things of that 
kind, which are found 1n wounds. The fame thing 1s performed 
with inſtruments printed Tab. X1, Fig. Il. and VI. either of which 
is to be uſed as opportunity ſerves. Alſo this part of the puller 
ſerves ſingularly well to pv)l out hairs from the ey-lids, which prick 
the eys. Beſides the foreſaid uſes it is good, for it ſerves forto 
wait on Phylſick, that is to make women fair ; for with this women, 
eſpecially that belong tothe Court, pull out by the roots hairs in 
their ey- brows, and from other parts of their bodies. Norte that if 
a ſma!l bone, or ſomething that is accidental inthe throat, is to be 
taken forth ; this part of the inſtrument muſt be made twice as big 
as it is here printed. The broader part of it (B ) ſerves to ſpread 
plaiſters upon linnen or leather, for want of a ſpatula; as alſofor 
a ſafe ſeparation of the Pericranium from the bone, befoxe the Tre- 
pan and ſcraping inſtrument be applied tothe skull, when there is 
a defect of nailsof the hands of the thumb and fore- finger a little 
roo short ; or there wants a haft of that pen-knife printed under» 
neath Tab, XII.

1 teeth, anditis moſt uſefull to cut out the diſtances of two or 

three holes made with the Trepans. For where the Levitors 
above deſcribed and printed, by reaſon of the narrowneſs of the 
chink ( which is almoſt alwaies joined with Jate impreſſions made 
upon the ckuls of perſons that are at full years)have not ſpace ſome- 
times, there is nced that two or three holes be made in the skul with 
Trepans,the diſtance between them is cut forth withthis ſmall ſaw, 
without any danger of hurt, whereby the Levitor may be the more 
com modivuſly put down, and the tmall peece of the bone , which 
oft-times pricks the membranes, may be taken forth. The parts of 
this inſtrument which I invented, where they are joined , they 
_ marxzed with ſmall letters ; where they are parted, with great

Fig. 1]. is aplate of iron 4 cut forth in the middle long waies, 
which above hath the handle B, and the hole C in the bending of 
the plate; but beneath on both ſides a sharp edge D, whereby it 
ſtands nrmly on the naked skul. 

Fig. 1}I. 15a ſmall pin with a broad head, which is marked with 
an Aiteriſm , andpaſling through the hole C, Fig. Il. it is faſtned 
in the caplula E. This capſula E, is faſtned regularly to the iron 
plates hole A, Fig. II. by the means of a ſmall latten plate Fig. IV. 
by two ſcrews , which the capſula hath on the back fide, thatare

Fig. IV.isalattenplate, with two little mothers, which I called 
before little knots. 

Fig V is2 ſmall wheel bait toothed P; and the half capſulaQ, 
together with thre. holes R: wherewich it reccives three ſcrews , 
Fig. Ii. faltned with three Knots or little mothers, 

Fig, V:.15a key whereby the inſtrument 1s di 7ided into its parts, 
and 204in 15 {et rogether with the ſame.

ſcraping inſtrument to cut out, the figure whereof we ice above 
Tabie Il. Fig, IX. another which in the lower part of it repreſents a 
Jenticular,wiich he calls @axwny; the uſe and deſcription where- 
of we find in the Table new]y quored, Fig. VIII, exactly printed ; 
the third fit toralp away , which the Greeks call Zv5zex; and the 
Latines ſcalprum raſormm , or paring tool, and theilliterate a raſp, 
The modern Chyrurgians make uſe of this third ſort of ſcraping 
inſtruments, in proving and ſcraping away the fiſſures of the skul 
as {mall as hatrs,or for ſuch that is doubtful whether they penetrate 


ornct; andtiey haveinvented divers forms of it, according as the 
ou 
place 
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piace or chink may hapven to fail out. As for example a hollow 
one, as you fee Fig. III, IV, V. 2nd VI, a halt moon, as Fig, VII. 
Sharp pointed as ÞV:g. VIII; laſtly a plain oneas Fig. IX, and X, 
The Chyrurgian mult have four i{craping tools at lealt, of each 
form, alwaics ready , leit for want of them he be conſtrained to Ge- 
fire them from others ; or may loſe the occalion of his operation, 
which every man knows to be deſperate to the danger of his Pati- 
ent, and loſs of his own reputation. When a rotten bone 1s to be 
ſcraped in the extream parts, as the thigh, the shin bone, the shoul - 
der bone, or the arm bone, greater and ſtronger raſfping too]s mult 
be provided for them. Now every raſping inſtrument 1s made of 
moſt pure tec], that it may have an edge that will perfectly raſp 
away. The Ancients did fit the proper hatts to every raſping in- 
itrument; butthe modern Chyrurgians take a contrary courſe yet, 
in my judgment not ſo right as it ovght to be, forthey provide but 
one handle of wood or bones, atthe bottom whereof the hole hath 
a ſcrew, whercwith it receives al! the ends of the raſping tools that 
are turned with ſcrews equally ; as you may ſee clearly by Fig.I1I.

ſervant, which may deliver to him the needle very red hot, tv make 
a ſeton in thenape of the neck. 
Fig. Il. js a patr of Pincers which above hath the like cavity; but 
for want of a ring , itts not cloſed of it ſelf, but by the Chyrurgian 
1o much as it ought to be. They uſe theſe pincers when behind 
the neck that 15 to be perforated, the part is very flesby and fat ; 
by which the skin laied hold on, when tit isthick, goes within the 
eircle that it cannot Mlip away.

and fo being made very red Lot , it paileta through molt nimbly, 
and makes a ſeton almolt w:thout pain. 

Fig. V. 15a Jong narrow poirt, that hith faſtned to it a ſeton 
or round line, of purple fiik, which dr:ws to the middle is ltr in 
the hole; tothe point is faltned a ſmall button of wax, that ic n:ay 
paſs through withovt delay or pain. 

Fig. VI, VII, VIland IX are variovs ircen infiruments without 
handles; with which, being made very red hot, i©fanis and chil- 
dren are burned behind the neck, in whom there appears any to- 
ken of the Epileplie, Apoplexy, or Vertigo. The 11me burning 
ſometimes isa remedy for people grewn in years, waen they are 
affected with the ſame diſcaſes.

Fig. VII, isan inſtrument by which the Uvulais cut away ; it is 
made of jatten, which in the upper part hath a circle ſomewhat 
hollow, A, inthe lower part thepips B, through which the end 
of the thread C, (after that it is placed into a half knot turned about 
'E, andinto the concave part of the ring , that it may not remove 

here and there ) is drawn by -means ot the ſtile D perforated 
above ; the other end of the thread is drawn through two rings an= 
nexcd to the circle, and is faltnud tothe lower ring of the pipe. 
Guill. Fabritins Hildannys Cent. 2. Obierv. 21. was the firſt that 
found out this inſtrument, and deſcribed it; with which , b:1ng 
correc , I eafily ticd the Uyula of one of the Emperour's Soul d1- 
ers, that was infe&ed and corrupted with the French Pox, andI 
cut it oft with good ſuccels , at 1/izza June8. in the year 1637. 

Fig. VIII isan inſtrument to beapplicd to the Uvula which is 
fallen ; that is likewiſe of lattea , nainely a ſmall ſpoon, bur ir 
muſt be mad: half ſo much greater as it is here ſet forth , whoſe 
handle mult be hollow , and nine inches long, and 1s joined tothe 
lower part ofthe ſpoon: This ſpoon is filled with powders that are 
dryingand digeſting mingled together, and it is put under the 
Uvula relaxed: thenthe Chyrurgian takes the low-r end of the 
pipe in his mouth, and by biowing 1-atters the powders all about 
upon the Uvula and the Palate. 

Fig. IX, isaninſtrumest to oyen the mouth wide with a ſcrew ; 
and 1s printed out of Parts his Lib,g, Cap. 25. wherewith the 
reeth, faftned and joined forcibly tugerher, are drawn afunder, thar 
meat may be given to the ſick, leaſt he Should perish by hunger. 

Fig. X. 454 Cranes bill with teeth, and directed to an obtuſe 
angle ; fir to take forth ſmall bullets, and ſtrange bodies, and to 
draw them forth of wounds.

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{emicircle with tecth ,” and a ſmall button at theend; wherewith 
ſmall bones , thorns, and other ſtrange things thar flick at the bot- 
rom of the throat , are wont to be taken forth, When the moſt 
famous Hierom. Fabritjus , ab Aquapendente , makes mention of this 
inſtrument in his Chirurgery concerning thejaws, he underſtands 
ſome kindof inftrument that is long and flender, which is twofold, 
one ftreight, shadowed forth Table I% Fig. X. another crooked, 
as this is ; yet both of them for their faculty of taking and drawing 
forth , may well deſerve the name ofpullers. 

Fig, IL isa pipe of filver, crooked , that it may be pat into the 
throat ;z itis as thick asa Swans qual, and one foot long anda half, 
or thereabouts: it is all full of holes, and at theend of it, it hath 
a ſponge that is new, and as great asa ſmall nut, firmly bound to 
it. Which Guill. Fabritivs Hildanus , Cent. r. Obſervy. 16. uſeth 
with happy ſucceſs to draw out thorns out of thejaws, and middle 
of the weſand pipe; where he teacheth the manner of the operation 
by the pipe here printed. Thefollowing iron inſtruments are uſed 
for hollow teeth, or ſuch as are looſe, or that are very painfull 
ſometimes, to take them forth when people are in the molt bitter

Fig. IV. is a common pur of pincers forthe teeth, the Italians 
call it cagnolo, becauſe it holds as falt asa dog bites, 

Fig. V. isa pair of pincers that repreſents a Crows bill , with 
which the roots of the tecth are drawn forth: Of which Cornelius 
Celſius ( whom, as being admirable in all Chirurgical operations, 
Fabritius ab Aquapenaente counſels us to ſtudy in both night and 
day ) Lib, 7: cap. 12. concerning tceth , wrices thus; as oft as 
wh:natooth is taken forth, the root is left behind, that muſt 
forthwith be drawn out allo with a pair of pincers, the Greeks call 
"01Cx 09.9, 

Fig. VIand VII. arethe patterns of toothed pincers, that ſerye 
topull out teeth , which neither the Pellican nor common PInCers 
can draw forth. ? | 

Fig. VIIL and IX, are Levitors divided in three parts, becauſe 
they commonly have three ſpears to thruſt forward and to take our 
the cutting teeth , and the dog teeth which are faſtned in the holes 
of the gums with one rootalone,

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Fig. X.ts a tooth-picker, with which the gum is ſeparated from the 
teeth,that they may be pulled out with leis danger and trouble, Thar 
therefore the drawing out ofa tooth may fſuccecd well, obſerving 
what muſt be obſerved,placethe Paticaton a low place, with his head 
lying between the Chirurgian's legs; then the Chirurgian shajl cut 
deepround about the tooth to be pullcd out, parting the gum from 
it with his Tooth-cutter; and if the tooth shake whea ir is parred

long and ſomewhat crooked at the end like a Woodcock's bill ; with 
this incifion knife wounds of the Thorax that are too narrow arc 
dilated , and great impoſtumations are opened. Fab;irius ab Aqua- 
pendente, commends the ſame for opening the Abdomen of hydro- 
pical perſons under the navel, to let forth thewater, Note, that 
this Pen-Knife, for the opening of wounds of the Thorax, requires a 
ſmall button, (like to that the Pen knife hath of filyer, Table 
VIII. Fig. VIII. ) of iron at the pvint, for fear the luogs should be 
offended with the point of the knife. 

Fig. IL, and IT. fare Pen-knives crooked at the point, and like 
to the Woodcock's bill knife of the Greeks, wherewith mean Fi- 
ſtulaes n the habit of the body are conveniently cut 3 whence alſo 
they are called uſually ovg995774ge.

| "horn I. 182 crooked knife, which upon the inſide { a) hath an 
edge, andon the outhde (b) it is blunt, namely a Syringoro- 
mi ; whichat one end {c ) pricks and cuts; this we uie in any 
fiſtula that hath but one paſſage, thatthe end of the fiſtula may be 
vci:orated ; andafterwards the ſpace betwcen one holeand another 
may be cut aſunder ; at the point hereof we mult faſten a button 
made of white wax , wherewith the pen- knife thruſt into the fiſtula 
may come tothe bottom , without any hindrance, pain or hurt, 

Fig. il and III. arepen-knives ro cut fiſtulaes ; both of which are 
blunt atone end, and have a bullet of iron well poliished at the 
other end. With theſe the whole paſſage of deep fittulaesare to 
be cut, 

Fig. IV. isa knife tocut fiſtulaes, wherewith the wounds of the 
abdomen are dilated, that the inteftines {lipt down and ſwoln with 
winds may be commodiouſly thruſt back again. It hath a button 
at one end far greater then thetwo former knives have, Iz& betwg 
thruſt into the wound it should hurt the inteſtines. 

Fig. V. 15a needle, or iron inſtrument, with a double edge ; 
which they of Nur/ia, in my time in 7raly , in this part of Chirur- 
gery ( which cures Herntias with cutting forth theteſticle ) being 
excellent well killed, and in that reſpe& the moſt famons gelders, 
thruit the wound of thegroin to the bottom of the ſcrotum ; which 
with the point ofthe inſtrument ( to which alwaies men ought to 
faſten a {mall buttonof white wax, forthe reaſon aboveſaid) they 
perforate; whereby the corrupt matter , which by the wound of 
the groin deſcends to the ſcrotum, may be purged forth. This 
operation becauſe it is feartull enough, and isnor without the grea- 
teſt danger of life ( which the Authours of it ;nexy well ; andthere- 
fore they take onthoſe they avould cure, but as dead men, ) I will open 
toſuch that are (tudious of Chyrurgery , another uſe of this inſtru- 
ment which is veryſafe, Namely, with thisare cut the ſloping 
ends ot finuous ulcers; for which cauſe fiſtulaes cannot be cleanſed, 
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unleſs the Patient be ſo ſciruated that his head be downwards and 
his heels upwards , aud the corruption may run forth of ts own 
motion, Foritis known that ſuch hollow ſores which have not 
yet contracted a callous , whercof alſo we here ſ;eak, can be cured 
only by glutinative medicaments, and convenient ligature. So 
the marter culleed in the hollow finews may find a daily paſſage 
out. But fince that ſciturtion with the heels upward and head 
downward is trovbleſom enough, with this inſtrument , to whoſe 
Sharp end a {mail button of wax mult be faftned , the bottom of 
the hollow vlcer is perforated ( leaving the partition berween the 
holes untouchcd ) that the matter may run forth by the lower 
hole , and the partitions between the tinuous ulcers may be glu- 
tinated, 

Fig. VI. isa Catheterora Probe; by which , being thruſt in'o 
the paſſage of the yard , and intothe bladder, we prove the inner- 
moſt turnings of the bladder , wherein the ſtone uſeth tolte hid, 
wherewith oftcntimes man's nature is tormented. The Greeks 
call it x974s ; and itis uſed to make the urine come forth when it 
is ſtopped. Ir is made of ſilver that it may be bent, and it is free 
from all roughneſs, leſt the part that is moſt exquilite in feeling , 
Should be afte&ed with the Catheter in the paſſage, and that it may 
enter into the bladder without pain: it is perforated with many 
holes at the end, that the pin being drawn back , the urine con- 
tained inthe bladder may freely come forth by the pipe without 
any difficulty. Note that thepin is not thruft into the pipe , that 
25 it were by force of vacuum it might draw after it the urine ſup- 
preſied , but that the urine should not preſently run forth , whilcſt 
thecutter for the ſtone, or the Phyſitian ſeeks after the ſtone that 
lies hid.

Fig. IX. 1s an inſtrument the moſt fit to take forth bui!ets out 
of awound. Itis made of the beit ſteel, and it conliſts of three 
parts; namely, of two ſmall pipes and a piercer. The outward 
pipe (a) canshutin the innermoſt pipe; whichat one end is d1- 
Vided into two ſpoons of iron (b) thatir may faſten the bullet,

*%k G. I, TlandTlI. is an inſtrament calledan A!phon//ze, made fit 
ro take out bullets our of wounds; which A.phonſus Torrins , a 

Phyfitian of Naples, Lib, 2. de wilner [copet, cap, 3. deſcribes 
in theſe words. Yet that inſtrument which men call the Cranes- 
bill > muſt not be forgotten , for that it is alſo an excellent inſtru- 
ment to draw forth any thing, and commended by all both old and 
new Chyrurgians; wherewith not only ſmall bullets are taken out 
of the moſt difhcult places, but alſo pieces of Armour, and many 
other things. To this we (thar it may be more commodiouſly 
and firmly held in the hand, and fo bullets and other ſtrange things 
in wounds may be found out more certainly ) have added rings for 
pincers , after this fashion. Thering A of the firſt Figure, thruſt 
to the formerpart of it, shuts the inſtrument; thering B of the 
ſecond Figure being drawn back to the handle, the inttrument is

Sernertus deſcribed this cataplaſm; and the Anceſtours of Spjge- 
tins, inthelow Countries, held it for a ſecret, becauſe it excel- 
tently well takes away all Eſcars. When the Eſcar was gone, I laid 
upon theulcer the unguent citrinum, which hath a force to d igeſt, 
attract, to ingender flesh, and to refit puiſon ; about the ulcer 1

Fig. 11. isthe-inftrument called 4zbi, divided into its parts, 
(namely the pillar A ; the wooden ſpatha or 4nbi, properly ſo cal- 
led, Bz andthepin C ; which holds the turning eAmbiB, in its 
pillar A) Ambi is thus deſcribed by Hippocrates, Seftione 6 De 
Articults. : 

Let the peece of wood B be almoſt five or four fingers broad , 
and two fingers thick, ore}ſe not ſo thick ; but in length two cu- 
bits, or fomewhatleſs; whoſe one end D mult be round and very 
narrow in tharpart, andexceeding thin ; but it muſt be very high, 
and in the uppermoſt part of the roundneſs jt muſt a little flick out, 
wherewith it reaChes not the fide þut the trop of thearm, that rhe 
arm-pit ſet under it, it may be fitted tothe fide: I add that this 
piece of wood Muit Have three ho)cs, through which thongs of 
leather may be put , wherewith the arm mutt be faſt bound to the 
wood.

The 
deſcription of this Gloſſocomon found in Galen, comms. 1;b. Hippocy. 
de Frafuris, is thus: This inſtrument called Gloſacomon was in- 
vented by the latter Phyſittans to hold faſt , when the thigh or leg 
is broken; the making of which, and the uſeof it, I $hall an- 
nex hereunto. And indeed this ſeems not to me to be invented to 
no purpoſe ; andif either thigh or leg be broken, it is moſt con- 
veniently applied, where the callous may compaſs it about. It 
hath at the lower part the Axis A, ro which muſt be tied the ends 
of the ſtrings that extend divers waies ; let the ſtrings be faſtned 
upon the utmoſt parts of the bone that-is cured; and make them 
Jo of two bands BandC, that both of them may have four ends, 
two on the right fide F, andas many on the left fide G. From 
thoſe ends , thoſe things which are belonging to the lower ſtring B, 
mult be drawn to the axletree, by the holes made in the lower 
part of the Gloſocomon D ; and thoſe things thar belong to the 
uppermoſt ſtring , muſt firlt proceed to the upper parts; then they 
alſo muſt be put through .the perforated fides of the Gloſſscomon , 
whereby they are faſtned in the holes of the ſcrew F ; but on both 
ſides , onthe outlide of the Ghoſjocomen F and G , the ends of 
the upperſtring C muſt be carried to theaxis, For theſe things 
being ſoordered , one turning about of the axis, will equally ex- 
tend both ſtrings, that downward which is bound to the lower 
part of the broken bone; but the other vpward 10, that where the 
leglieth you may afterwards daily correct this ſtretching of the 
ſtrings divers waies, by extending more or leſs forcibly.

Fig. V. isa drawing inſtrument called Plhntheum Nilei; and it 
is made after the pattern of thoſe which are called long and ſquare 
wind-laſts. This inſtrument hath two fides (4) four hands 
breadthlong , and a finger thi:k oyerthwart, .which at buth ends 
are compacted together with two croſs buardi (6b) which havein 
themiddlethe hole ( c ) through which the cords (+) are put, 
The thickneſs and breadth of rh: Tranſorus , is equal to the fides ; 
but the length of them is a full hand breadth: wheretfore rightly is 
ſuch a joining together made, that the ſides (4) may be four hands 
breadth long; and the Tranſorus (b) but one. The whole initru- 
ment is made long waies; yetifa man w:ll, he may make the hides 
Shorter then I have ſaid, fince the inſtrument performs its operati= 
on by one axletree: Therefore the fides in the middle, are perfora- 
t:d with round holes, through which the axlctree (d) palles, whoſe 
left end , where it paſſes without the ſide . hath a wooden handle (e.) 
Alſo in this inſtrument there are fouriron rings (f) faſtned to the 
fides, with as many leather (trings hanging down , two at the lower 
part, and two at the upper part, that it may be faſtned to the ladder 
Fig. 11!. To both ends of the axletree there are wheels added (z ) 
and totheir (tops (i) that they may hold firm the axletree turned 
about by the handle. So rlzat if the arm, out of joint, cannot be re- 
duced either by a tana pur under the arm-pit, (Tab. XXII Fig. II.) 
nor yet by alinnen cloath wrapt on a heap (Table XXIV. Fig I. )this 
inſtrument mult be tied to the ladder; and thearm muſt be exten- 
ded ifter the fame fashion and manner , as it is found tobe done in 
Oribaſeis lib. de Machmament, cap 14. 

Fig. VI. is along, hollow trunk, wherein the leg or thigh, being 
broken or out of joint 1s Jaid;it muſt be filled with Towhards, for the 
whole part muſt be laid 1n the hollow trunk, rather than half, Hippoc. 
de offic. medic This Capſula hath the hole G ar the bottom to receive 
the heel , and at the cad along board for the ſole of the foot toreſt 
again(t. | 

Fig. VII. repreſents the beſt reducing of the sRoulder fallen be- 
neath rhearm pit; thatis, which Fabrizius;ab Aquapend. deſcribes 
thus, The end of the /pa:ha mult be ſet underthe arm-pitof the 
Shoulder out of joint, between the fide and the top of the shoulder ; 
the reſt of the plank !mutt be bound placed all at length, with the 
arm on the inſide ; firſt, immediately under the top of the shoulder 
disjointed ; next abovethe elbow,and laſt upon the wrilt, This being 
done the Patient muſt be ſet upon a ſeat E., and his arm bound to

For wiitettthe Clyrurgian pulls the arm downward , the 
piank , tog2ther with thearm , is drawnio the fides; but when the 
lower ead of the plank is brought to the ſides , the upper part which 
is roun! makeza contrary motion, and ſomoves the h-ad disjoin- 
red to the fore-part; which motion being made, the muſcles after 
that draw eaiily; or eſe the Chyrurgian,, by force, doth thus reduce 
the head of the shoulder bone. This manner of uſing the plank; dit- 
fers from that which Parews deſcribes, bb. 11. cap. 27. How the 
Shoulder may be reduced by the ladder and the /parha together , 
Parewus Shews the figure [iþ. cis. cap. 26, The other wates of redu- 
cing the 5houlder our of joint ; namely, by the Theflalian feat; the 
double door ; the croſs veam, and the Peftle , are found deſcribed

Fig, 11. is alittle girdle ( wherewith the arm 15 compaſſed in 
above the wriſt; the thigh above theknee; and the leg aboye the 
ankles) with two ſmall hooks. 

Fig. I, isan inftrument called a Remora , whichin diſlocati- 
ons of the shoulder toward the lower parts, is put under the arm- 
pit, thatthe knot of the shoulder may be anſwerable tothe head, 
andthepin B may faſten the Remora; although this inſtrument 
which Guill, Fabritms Hildans ſets farth and deſcribes Cent. 5. 0b/; 
86. with the way to uſe it, be highly commended by the latter 
Chyrurgians; yet the laxations of the shoulder are far more happi- - 
ly reduced by Hippocrates his ſpatha, if they cannot be ſect withthe 
hand , than by the Rewora or any other inſtrument.

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Fig. IV. is Hippocrates Form, which is mo{t convenient to reſtore 
and ſet again limbs broken or out of joint. The Board A is prepared 
fix cubits long, and twoin breadth ; it hath nine fingers overthwart 
in thethickneſs A,where it is to be turned upward, This board hath 
four other boards, which are round in the upper parts ; namely two, 
and again two at both ends B : Hippocrates calls ſuch timber boards 
Mias ; in the breadth they are perforated , andin the holes the axle. 
trees C paſs through, which at the ends have handles D to turn them 
about ; the whole plank, from the middle to the end, hath hollow 
places E, thatare 4. Gngers 1n breadth diſtance one from the other; 
whoſe breadth and depth is equally three fingers broad overthwart, 
in which a round piece of woods ſet F. Hippocrares calls theſe holes 
that go not quite through #77785. This Form, belides the four Pai 
G at the end hath two other Polts in the middle, which contain the 
croſs piece of timber H, in the upper ho!e to reduce the thigh flipt 
forward in the hinder and external part ; whereof ſee Oribaſeres l1b.de 
Machin.cap.37 ©& 38, The Form ſtands on fix feet, that it may be lif- 
ted up with mens hands, and removed from place to place. To the 
little wheels of the Form, Remoras may be fitted which may keep 
the axle-trees ends unmoveable. I shal declare the uſe of this Form 
of Hippocrates, underneath Tab XXV. left young Practitioners may 
have the ſame miſchance that I knew , in wy time, at Pad#abefel a 
Chyrurgian and a Phyfitian , who was otherwiſe moſt famous for his 
$kil. This man when he had need of this Form to extend a fracture 
of the leg ; but having borrowed it knew not how to uſe it, ro his 
preat diſgrace, was withshame conſtrain'd to learn the uſe of the 
Form, from one of whom he had borrowed it,almoſt againlt his wil

Of the ſetting of 4shoulder broxen; and the reducing of the 
Shoulder, arm and thigh bones, put out of joint, 


1G. T. teaches how to extend and to ſet the shoulder bone that js 
broken ; which Hippocrates Seft,6.de frattur,text g deſcribes ox- 
ecllently. Wherefore the moſt exact diſtance of the arm is this. A 
piece of Timber of acubit long A, or ſomewhat $horter, asare 
the handles of ſpades , muſt be bound on both tides with the cord 
B, and hangedup; but the man placed upon ſome high ſtool, muſt

ſolean upon it with his hand. that the handle may be ſo placed 


under 
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under his arm-pit, that he can hardly fit down, but may remain 
almoft hanged up. Then ſome one firm boiſter or many C, being 
laid under and above it, at that height which may anſwer to the 
arm placed at arightangle ; it were better to hang by a broad and 
ſoft thong of leather, or a broad band ried about it D, ſome heavy 
weight E that may gently ſtretch it, or clſe ſome other ſtrong 
man may forcibly draw the arm downwards at the bending of the 
arm Fig, II. but the Phyſitian ſtanding and placing one foot on a 
higher place, muſt attempt the cure, and with the palms of his 
hands ſet the bone; which truly will beeafily dove, for this way of 
extendingis commendable if a man uſe it rightly, - Others com- 
mend the way that Cel/4 uſed to extend the shoulders , which he 
deſcribes very darkly, Zb.8. cap. 10. but Foſs hath clearly ope- 
ned the meaning of his words intirely , 1a his comm. upon the for- 
mer words of Hippocrates; to which I think fit alſo to ſubſcribe. 

Fig. II. isthereducing of the arm out of joint, according to 
Hippocrates his mind, where the elbow ts {lipt forth to the inward 
or outward part; the diſtention muſt bc fo ordered that the arm 
may be placcd ata right angle with rhe shoulder. But it behooves 
us to lift up the arm-pit with the band F put under it; and to lay 
the arm upon ſomething , and about thejointto hang ſome weigh- 
ty matter Fig. 1. or elic to preſs it downwards with the ailiſtants 
hands, as in this Figure, But wrhileſt the joint is hanged up , 't isne- 
.ceſſary to thruſt hard with the forc part of the palm; of the hands, This 
Figure is convenient , Whiteſt the arm is bound, hanged up and placed, 
When it ſlips forth on the hinder hde, 1t muſt be ſuddenly extens 
ded, and with the fore-part of the palms of the hands forced into 
its place again , which aiſo muſt be obſerved in reducing other 
bones. When it lips forth into the fore part, I:ying a linnen cloath 
upon it, wrapt upin form ofa ball, it ts neceſfary at once to bend 
and reduceit, Table XXIV. Fig. 1. But if it flip into the other, or 
hinder part, when it is reduced , both of theſe alſo muſt be done: 
See Table X XIV. Fig. [. : 

Fig. Iii. shews Hippocrates his way of reduCing the shoulder ſlipt 
under the arm-pic. Forthough thar be the molt excellent way of 
reducirg, which was commended alittle before, Table XXI1. Fig. 
VI. yet this wkich follows comes next to it, which our old man 
ſzemsto commend in theſe words. Wherefore they whoſe shoul- 
ders flips often forth, may for the moſt part reduce it themſelves. 
For thruſting under the arm-pits the knuckles of the fingers of the 
other hand , they thruſt the joint upward , and they draw the bun- 


ched part of the arm to their breaſt. Alſo after this manner the 
- Phyfitian 
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Phyſitian shall force it into its place; if the inward part of the joint 
be il;pt forth, putting his finzer vader the arm. pit, he shall ſer 
his head tothe top of the shoulder and bring it back from the fides ; 
but tetting his knees to the binding of the elbow with his arm, he 
hall thruſt it tothe fides. But it is neceſſary that he who reduces 
jitshould have ſtrong hands, or elſe he muſt do it with his hands 
and his head ; and ſome other that aſſiſts him , mult bring the bun- 
ched part that ſticks forth unto his breaſt. 

Fig. IV. is the reducing of the thigh out of joint, which Hippo- 
crates deſcribes as it here follows. But the hip is thus reduced, whe- 
ther it ſlip forward or inward. - A ladder is fer in the ground, 
whereupon the man fits with his ſound Jeg lightly extended, and 
bound about it with the beſt convenience ; but to his leg out of 
joint G, there is hanged a basket H full of tones, or ſome carthen 
veſſel full of water : See the Figure of it in Galen, comm. 4. m Hip- 
pocr. de artic. texts lib, 4.

Of the cure of the diſlocation of the elbow , of the hand, and 
of the neck bone. 


1G, I. repreſents another way of reducing the elbow out of joint, 
Feccordiagts Hippocrates his opinion. But it is expedient to put 

aſwathe band wound up together, or a linnen cloath folded 
hard, yetnot very great, laid athwart on that part where the ben- 
ding of thearm is, then to bend the arm ſudderly, andas much 
2s poſſibly yuu can, to bring the hand to the head of the shoulder ; 
for this way 1s very ſufficient for thoſe who have it ſlipt forth for= 
wards 01 backwards, 

Fig, Il, the hand out. of joint is reduced. Now the hand ſlipt 
forth, either to the inſide or outſide, but moſt commonly to the 
inſide. It is a certain ſign when 1t is {1:pt into the inſide, for it 
cannot be bended ; and whento the outlide the fingers cannot be 
extended, In reducing of it place the fingers upon a Form, or up- 
ona Table. andlet them be ſtretched divers waics by two perſons 
that are aſſiſtants. That part of the bone which ſticks out , muſt be 
repulted either by the upper part of the Chyrurgians palm of his 
band, or with his heel alfo » and be forced into the former and

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lower part - but from underneath nzar the other bone, ſome ſoft 
ball muſt be put , with the hand downward, where the laxation is 
on the upper part ; but the hand upward , where 1t is on the lower

F Fig. HI. shews the reduction of the neck bone, which Galzy 
deſcribes, comm. 2. in Lib, H:ppocr. de artic. text. 72. If that part of 
the cavel bone, which is joined with the brea!t bune, break forth 
fide waies, or toward the lower part, then H ppecrates ſaith it will be 
conveniently reduced, if a man belaid on his back, laying apil- 
low between his shoulders near the back: bone, or elſe a boultter 
or ſome ſuch thing , that by this means the whole breatt may bend; 
this he expreſſed by the word aEgendts ; which the Poet uicd alſo, 
aEppudyy drrogmegn Kore rear, 

Wherefore a man lying in that poſture, he commands that the 
Chyruargian , with one hand, shall thruſt back the top of the shou]- 
der which is removed 10 the fide, toward the outward part; for ſo 
the parts of the neck bone drawn away, will much retire amongſt 
themſelves, the b=nded poiture of the breaft conducing very much 
thereunto; and with the other hand he s$hall {ct and bring toge- 
ther, the parts of the neck bone that were diſlocated: But the 
Shoulder to be thruſt up near the ſide, ſometimes it ſufficeth to be

Fig. IV. be removed with the Priapiſcvs F, and into the hole of 
theright Poſt A, ſome hollow picce of wood B be let down, which 
may receive the Spatha C to be made faſt with the pinD, thatit 
fallnot our. This being done let the Patient be laied with his face 
d1wnwards vpon the Form; then Jet two cords be put about his 
T1:idle, on:abuveE, and the other below F the bunch of rhe 
bick, whoſe ends mult be carried oppolicely to the axletree, that 
being 71: nec about they may equally extend the back bone.

516.1. repreſents the thigh broken extended by bands, when 
F: canndt be extended with the hands, and Hippocrates his Form 
isnot at hand: Let the Sick be laied on a common Form , with 
his face upwards ; let the band be tied under hisarm-pits , and put 
another band in the ſpace that 15 between his privitics and his tun- 
damenr: Laſtly, another band muſt be bound above-his knee, 
and hisankle ; theſe bands muſt be drawn by ſtrong ſeryants, the 
gppermolt upward A, tae undermoſt downward, till the Chyrur- 
11n hath ſetthe fracture. In the ſetting of the knee ont of joint, 
when extenſion cannot be made with the hands, let the upper 
bands be bound alike, and the undermolt above the ankles. 

Fig. JI and II. shews the mean figure of the;members and 
muſcles of the arm and the whole toor; which is neceſſary in the 
extenſion, ſetting, binding and plicing of a part either broken or 
diſlocated. But I therefore cauſed the figureof this configuration 
to be printed here, that young Chyrurgians, when tt shall be of-

Þ'*: T. repreſents the corruption of the bone, andof the marrow 
of the shin bone, of Mr, Ayguſtine Mertzen, whom I cured by 
the following means. The firit day, tkree fingers breadth beneath

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Shin bone, T cut the leg long waies , with a ftreight pen knife 
( deſcribed Table II. Fig 11.) as far as the lower end of the hi" 
bone : I found the bone covered with a movable and brawny ſub- 
ftance; and l bound the wound with medicaments which ftench 
blood : Secondly , when the blood was ſtopt, I perforated in three 
places the callous or grifle, which grew upon th= shin bone, with 
Trepans, (repreſerited Table 11T. Figure [1I, IV and V.) and pre- 
ſently 1 cut through the ſpaces between the three holes, hy the Pin- 
cers ( deſcribed Table XX, Figure II. ) and I found the shin- bone 
all rotten and corrupt ; which trom the knee, as far as the end of it 
below, was parted from the ſound bone, and I drew it forth with 
my Pullers; then binding the leg with thirteen bands crols wiſe , 
T laid it in a Capſula or caſe filled with hards, as Figure XR, of this 
Table shews you. But I provided thirtcen bands that were difte- 
rent in length ( for the thinner and lower part of the leg needs 
shorter {wathes, bur the thicker part requires longer ) but they 
were all three overthwart fingers breadth, which I ſo fitted for 
the Capſula, which was to beſet under the leg, that part of every 
lower band, shovuld cover about half the upper band. This being 
done, I laid the leg which was to be bound into the ' Capſula co- 
vered with bands; then iturned the ends of the lowermoſt band 
croſs waies upwards; afterwards the ends of the band which was 
next to the ſowermoſt, and fo on till I came to the uppermoſt , 
whoſc ends 1 faſtned with a double knot ; ſa Table XXIX. Fig. 1, 
We have nced of bands of this kind, when the part aff<ted re. 
qniresoften looking into, and to be defended from a flux of hu- 
mcours running to it, 

Fig. II. repreſents a shin bone wholly corrupted and rotten ; 
as it was after the cutting off of the callous , it was covered 
withall. 

Fig. III. repreſents the place where the corrupt bone was ſcitua- 
ted,and was now pulled forth with the pincers. It 5hews alſo the hole 
wherein the head of the minor foſti], is ſeen more corrupt than the 
Shin bone which 1 cut forth with Trepans. 

Fig. IV. is that shin bone corrupted , which the Patient laid up 
for a memorial. 

Fig. V. shews another fracture in theleg now cured; whereof 
underneath I have obſerved a whole Hiſtory, 

Fig. VI. isthe bone of the right arm corrupted, and (like the 
former leg)covered witha certain griſle: WhereuponlT cut the skin, 
on the outfide of thearm likewiſe witha pen-knife,from the wriſt to 
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the shoulder ; and. I dilated the wound laying aftringents to it. 
The next day I rwice perforated the callous or grifle with Aqua- 
pendent*s Trepans : L cut out the ſpace berween the h'les with & 
pair of cizers, Table XX, Figure It, and uncovered the band un» 
der it. 

Fig, VII. repreſents the bone of the arm totally corrnupred and 
shirp; which I alſo pulled away with the pullers, bur by pr. ces, 
without any noiſe or pain, 

Fig VIII. shews theplace where the corrupt bone of the arm 
lay, which was now pulled forth, which Nature filied up witha 
callous ; fo that the Patient could perform couantry buſineſs withe 
out any impediment. The Patient was a Country man of t appa- 
tavia, whoſearm a Souldier broke in four places , without any 
wound, Anno 1636. This fracture of the arm was (et by me and 
Nicolas Renten, as well as it could bez and in our judgement alſo it 
was well cured; but we ſuſpeRting no harm, the arm began to 
ſwell again , and was in great torcure ; at laſt it was a little ulcera- 
ted, with a conſumption of the whole body, ſo that we began to 
think of rhe corruption of tke bone that was ſo often broken , which 
we alſoafterwards found when we had cut the skin, and cut forth 
the callous with Trepans; at length we bound the arm about with 
bands croſs wiſe ; an41 we cured it by remedies which were applied 
to Mr. Auguſtine Mertzgn. 

Fig. IX, 18a fracture of the shin bone with a wound, and laying 
the bone naked , ſo that the ends of it break forth withour the sk1inz 
which if they belong, they neither can nor ought to be {et by ex 
tending only, for fear of pain, convulſion and inflammation '1at 
arelike to follow; but either ( ifit can be) by putting an inſtru- 
ment between the ends of the bone, which 1s like ro + cutrirg chi- 
z2l, that they may be joined whileſt the leg 1s extended w huut 
violence; or if any of the ends ſo ſtick forth , that it cannot beet 
by the cutting chizel A; but rather ir tears the parts adjo'ning , 
and cauſes pain , according to Hippocrates tert'o de FrafFur's: it 
mult be cuc off with the P:ncers {Tabic XX Figure l.) and aft-r- 
wards the broken bones mutt be ſet in their places, when the bone 
Jetting out 15 cut off. that the bone is made shorrer, they mult tell 
the Patienr before hand that thc leg, or other parts, will be shorter : 
Which pred:&tion out of Galen and Hippocrares is true, when the 
thigh or shoulder hath loſt a picce of the bone ; but when a bone is 
cut away from the shin bone or arm broken, { the other bones ad- 
Joining not being hurt) the shortneſs of the limb is not alwates to 
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be feared ; for the bone keeps the found member ſtretched out, un 
till Nature recompenſes the defect of the part loſt with a certain 
cal!ous. 

Fig. X. is the bone of the shin with a wound, bruken, with bones 
Nticking forth, and bound with bands not croſs-waies , but circularly 
brought about , and laied within the Capſula as it ovght tobe; this 
hatching ligature which is aſcribed to H:ppocrazes,shall be explained 
underneath inthe cure of a fracture with a wound, in molt plain 
words. 

Fig. XI. is a hand affected with a ſecret Canker,which ts cut off in 
the ſound part; namely,at the ends of the radi/z and cubit bone : But 
the fleshy ſubſtance is cut off, with a crooked knite B, as faras the 
bones ; which afterward: are cut off with one drawing of the moſt 
Sharp ſaw C. Note that the arm is not tied with a band upon the 
Place to be cut off, that the infeQed blood may run out of the veſſels; 
leſt, being reſtrained, it should extend the arm. 

Fig. X11. is a hand that is ſphacchated, which being laid upon the 
block D,is amputated in the ſound ends of the radius and arm: bone, 
witha chizelE, contrary to Hildanws, with good ſucceſs. The arm 
is bound,above the wriſt, with a band ; not only that the feeling may 
be abated;but alſo that the arteries may be bound after the amputati- 
on of the mortified part, without any great effuhhon of blood. 

Fig. XIII. is a baſon filled with oxycrar, in which ſwims a bladder, 
which being wet muſt be applied to the mutilated part. 

Fig. XIV.are twoſwathe bands wrapt together F and G ; where- 
of each hath two ends, to bind the arm, whereof the hand at the end 
is cut off. 

Fig. XV. repreſents a foot that is ſphacelated, which is taken off 
in the mortified part (according to Hierom. Fabritius ab Aquapendente 
lib. 1, Pentateuch.cap.19, and ib, oper. chyrurg:titul. de Sphaceli Chy- 
rurgia ) near tothe ſound part, with a pair of pincers, Table XX. 
Fig. I The mortified part being removed, the reſt of the putrifa&i- 
on is conſumed with red hot irons ( Table XXVIII. Fig. IV. ) untill 
the Patient feels the force of the fire. After this two Plagets are 
anointed with Hildanus his unguent Egypriac, whichare applied to 
the Eſcar; laſtly, long plaiſters 1. being laid upon it, the foot mu- 
tilated is bound with a wet band K as far as the knee ; as the hand is 
(Table XXVIII. Fig. IIandllL.) unto the middleof the arm. 

Fig. XVI. aredivers ſorts of iron inſtruments (Table XIX.) and 
made red hot , beth to conſume the remainder of the putrified part, 
and are alſo fit to ſtop the flux of blood, 
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Fig. XVII. are two veſſels with repelling medicaments ; namely, 
filled with red wine, whites of eggs, and oil of roſes , wherewith the 
ligatures are made wet; whether the part be cut off ina ſound or 
2 mortified place, to hinder inflammation.

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R's; [. shews how to bind thearm bands,after the hand is cut off; 
or how the band {F Table XX VII, Fig. XIV.) is applied to the 
bones of the arm ( Table XXVII. Fig. XI and X11. ) cut off in 
the quick. Afthat the arteries which bleed, are either drawn forth 
with a pair of pincers, and bound with a thread, orare touched with 
red hot irons; there muſt be an aſtringent medicament appliedto 
the wound with Piagets; and upon theſe there mult be laid plaiſters 
wet with oxycrate, and preſſed forth ; then the arm muſt be rouled 
with a ſwathe band, the ends whereof muſt be brought croſs wiſe 
twice or thrice, and one mult aſcend as far as the middle of thearm. 
Fig. II. firit shewsa bladder wet with Oxycrate , and laid over the 
aforeſaid band ; ſecondly,another band{G Table XXVII. Fig. XIV.) 
which,as the former was often brought croſs wiſe, shall aſcend with 
cneend to the bending of thearm , to hinder a flux of humours. 

Fig. [IT. isanarm , whoſe hand was cut offat the end, and it was 
cured with aſtringent medicaments laid upon Plagets ; plaitters bes 
ing applied to it croſs waies, bound with the firſt band was a bladder 
wet in Oxycrate, then it was bound with a ſecond band. This binding 
maſt be obſerved in every member that u mutilated, whether the opera- 
tion be made near the quick, or inthe quick it ſelf. 

Fig. IV. isa foot, which by reaſon of a ſphacelus, was amputated 
inthe mortifiedparr; in which the putrifaCtion remaining , is con- 
ſumed by iron inſtruments made very red hot, untill ſuch time as 
the Patient come to feel the heat, Z 

Fig. VI. isa Baſon filled with water and vineger, wherein the 
Plaiſters are wet, as alſo the firſt band and anew ſponge. 

Fig. VII. wherewith almoſtall the arm is moiſtned,to hinderthe 
flux of blood, 

E 3 Fig; 
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Fig. VIII. is a fractyre of the right thigh, with a wound on the 
outſide. This befell Katherine Bohn of Gien, concerning whom 
underneath is found a fingular obſervatiun. It shews moreovers 
how upon aleg that is broken with a wound, a hatching ligature 
' (Table X X1V, Fig. X. brought round about ; and whercot more 
Shall be ſaid in the cure of the frature ) mult be laid under it, 

Fig. IX, isa piece of the thigh taken forth of the wound, and 
printed both on the left and right fide of it, that the rottennels of it 
may be better ſeen and conſidered. 

Fig. X. is a broken thigh bound with a hatching ligature 
brought croſs waies, and 1s to belaid in the long Trunk, Table XX1, 
Fig VI. For ifany man putsa hollow caſe under it, that goes not 
higher than the ham, he $shall do more harm than good. For it 
will not hinder the moving of the body norof the leg, without the 
thigh moving ; but being appliedto the ham it wil] bring trouble , 
and force one to that there 1sno need of. For there 1s no need for 
the knee to bend, Forif any man when his thigh is bound or his 
leg shall bend his knze, he $hall put all the ligatureout of order ; 
and thenit is neceſſary that the muſcles should change their pos 
ſtures, and the broken bones muſt be moved out of their places. 
Waerefore, firlt we mult indeavour toextend the ham, Therefore 
a hollow Trunk will be uſetull, which being put under from the 
hipto the foot, may holdit likewiſe; and principally , if a looſe 
ligature be put about to che ham with the Trunk, as children uſe 
to be \wathed in their Cradles, For when the thighshall be wrinch- 
ed either to the upper or the lower tide, ( either whileſt the Patient 
#aſleep, or when he goes to ſit doxwn,, or ſlaies whileſt his bed s made) 
in ſuch caſes it will be better contain'd ina hollow caſe, ,Wheretore 
a hollow caſe muſt be made for him from the topto the bottom, or 
elſe none at all. Moreover great care muſt be had for the bottom 
of his heel , that it may be fitly ſcituated both in fractures of the 
legandthigh. For if the foot hang , when the reſt of the leg is fa(t 
bound, of neceſſity the bones mult appear in the fore-part of the 
hin, in the part where it bunches forth; and that the more, the 
Ereater a man's heel naturallyis. Hippocrates de frafturis femoris , 
ſee Table XXVI, Fig. II. 

Fig. XI. is an Arm mutilated, in which the artery is drawn forth 
with an inſtrument that it may not bleed. 

Fig. XII, is the Thumb of the right hand, which, the wriſt be- 
ing firſt bound with a ſwathe, is cut off in the quick, by reaſon of 
2 Sphacelis: Sec Table RX. Fig. I. 


E 4 Guil- 
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Guillielmus P abritius Hildanus hath written a moſt learned work, 
concerning the cure ofa Gangrene and a Sphacelus , which young 
Chycrurgians muſt read carefully oyer and over again very often, 
{ beſides the way of ligature by ſwathe bands about mutilated parts, 
which 1 have here ſer down for their ſakes ) they shall find there 
all things neceſlary for the cutting off ofa Limb. He , indeed , 1a- 
bours to prove, by many reaſons, that a mortified part cannot be 
taken off quickly, ſafely, and without pain, if any corruption be 
left behind , to be conſumed by red hot burning irons: Yet in 
my judgment all thoſe reaſons do not prove that the amputation of 
the part affeed , that is tavght by Hierom. Fabritins ab Aquapen- 
aente, doth never ſucceed well: And farleſs do they demonttrate, 
that this amputation should be of leſs value, than that which is 
perforated in the quick part; conſidering, that amputation made 
in the ſound part, cannot be perforated without pain ; whether the 
fleshy parts be cut with a raſour, or with a cautery witha sharp 
Kknifc : Nor yet ſafely , becauſe the quick part , bound with a band, 
eaſily mortifies; alſo amputation upon a ſound part , cannot al- 
waies be acurately performed ; but thar ſometimes the parts that 
lie deeper. $hall be left more corrupted than the outward parts ; 
which if it happen, than we muſt either atremprt to cut again, 
which were horrible; orelſe the remaining corruption , muſt be 
conſumed with red hot irons, according to the latter Prad&itio- 
ners, Not quickly, becauſe a longer tine is required to draw 
forth the Arteries with an inſtrument, and to bind them with a 
thtead ( andif the Ligarure be removed, ſometimes ſuch a flux of blood 
Follows, that unleſs the veſſels be touched avith afual Canteries, it be- 
comes the cauſe of rhe Patient's death) than to cauterize the wound 
preſently with red hot irons: That 1 may not ſay the operation is 
the more prolung'd, if after the amputation taught by Hildanu 
and the Ancients, any corruption remains. Wherefore, relying 
upon reaſons and happy experience, I determine that the way of 
Hreron. Fabritits ab Aquapendente, to cut off any , is to be prefer- 
red before the operation of other Ancients. 

| But ifthe ſtrength of the Patient, by reaſon of putrid vapours, 

anda precedent flux of blood, is ſo weak that we are ſure he will 
faint in the operation ; for that time we muſt abſtain from ampu- 
tation , becauſeit is moreexcuſable to leave the Patient ſo, than 
to kill him knowingly. But when there is no hopes left, unleſs 
thepart be cut off , what muſt the Chyrurgian do? Let him touch 
the mortified part, morning andeyening dayly, with very red hot 
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irons, todcink up the putrid humours, that the ſphacelus may 
not creep up higher ; alſolet him give to the Patient , totake down 
Medicaments againſt poiſon , which may drive the corrupt vapours 
from his heart, and reſtore his ſtrength by refreshing his ſpirits ; 
andalſo ler him apply ſuch things to the external Region of his 
heart. When his forces are ſomething refreshed (tor his former 
forces are looked for with certain danger of his life ) foretelling the 
danger, ler hiun procced to his operation defired, For it is better , 
the forces thus remaining, totry this doubtfull and moſt miſera- 
ble way of cure , rather than noneatall, WhileſtI ſtudied Phyſick 
at Padua , acertain Lord of FYincensium, broke both the bones of 
hisrightleg in the middle, witha flux of blood till he fainted, and 
a ſphaceſus was coming upon it. The ſphacelated foot, the moſt 
$kilfull Pezris de Marchet:tis refuſed tocuroff, becauſe of his want 
of forces, by reaſon of his great loſs of blood ; but withred hot 
irons often applied, he hindred the corruption from ſpreading , 
and with Medicaments outward and inward he did corroborate him , 
and refreshed his ſpirits as much as poſſibly he could : At laſt, the 
Patient being 1gnorant of it, he cut the mortified part round about 
witha knife. When that fell down, he conſumed the reſt of the cor- 
ruption with aQtual cauteries; and to remove the Eſchar heapplicd 
Vnguentum Fgyptiacum ſimplex. The third day after the amputation 


,of the lower part of the foot, as far as the fracture, the Patient 


complained of an extream pain of his great toe of his right foot ; 
the Chyrurgian ſmiling, ſaid that he wondred that heshould com- 
plain of the pain of that toe which was buried above three daies be- 
fore; with theſe words the Patient was ſo frighted , that he fell in- 
toa grievous ſwound, When the Eſchar was taken away , and the 
muſcles, as they uſe todo, were drawn upwards, the bones ſtuck 
out four fingers breadth ; which being daily covered with dry thin 
rags, anddrying powders, in two moneths time they were ſepara- 
ted from the ſound bones. That the precedent Tables}, and that 
which follows next , which treats of the cure of fractures and diſ- 
locations,may be better underſtood, I shall briefly ſet down the 
general cure of them out of Hreron. Fabritizs, and his Maſter Falls» 
pie ; for he that hath thoſe two hath all,

| be 15 done by fave Intentions, r1. Extenfion. 2. Repofation. 
3. Deligation. 4. Depoſition of the part diſlocated. 5. Reli- 
gation 
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gation of the part. Now Extenſion will be eaſily 'made if four 
things be obſerved : Firſt, Time. : Secondly, fit Inftruments ; 
Thirdly , Manner: Andfourthly , the quantity of the extenſion, 
The time is propounded by Hippocrates, ae Artic. 64. namely,that 
it should be done preſently after it 1s put out of joint , whilett the 
part is yet hot. But if extenſion cannot be made preſently, for 
want of a Chyrurgian or Phyfitian, we mult do 1t the ſecond or 
thirdday ; unleſs we be forced to delilt, by reaſon of the inflimma- 
tion that comes firſt uponit, But onthe fourth day, by reaſon of 
great pains, nothing muſt beattempted ; forit is obſerved, that if 
weattempt then to reduce it, it will not ſucceed well, but many 
inconveniences will follow it, Whence Fallepius de Luxationibus, 
Cap. 3, faith, Iadmonish you that you alwaies have a care tothe 
time; which,at moſt, muſt not exceed three daies; and if the third 
day be paſt, the term of inflammation muſt be expected ; and the 
time when there is no danger of inflammation , and that is the (e- 
venth day, as Hippocrates warnsus 4. de Artic. 65. untill which 
time the fick man isto be kept very low, with fatting , or rather 
witha very thin diet. Wherefore if extenſion cannot be made the 
firlt three dates, we muſt waittill the ſeventh day. The time when 
you may reduce, is the firſt, ſecond,or third day; orelſe the ſeventh, 
eighth, or ninth day ; but on the tenth, eleventh, twelfth and 
the reſt itis not ſafe 3 becauſerthen the callous is bred. Bur before 
we come to extenlion, the jotnt muſt be prepared to prevent pain, 
and to make the reduction eaſie, by heating , faſtning and looſe- 
ning the parts of the joint; namely, the Muſcles, Tendans and 
Ligaments; forif they be ftaſtned, they will be drawn the more 
ealily and without pain. But heating and ſoftning of the joint, is 
made either by rubbing, or by pouring on much hot water, or 
water and oil; or the decoction of Mallows, Marish-Matlows , &c. 
Weule chafing conveniently, upon thoſe places where water can- 
not be poured caſlily; but it muſt be done with the hand, ſmeared 
with ſome oils or fat matter, as with common oil, or Hogs-greaſe 
that 15 not ſalted at all. Spigelims in his publick LeCtures ſaith, that 
for tocure a diſlocation, a Bath of ſweet water can do ſomuch , 
that there is nothing better than ir. 

The Inftruments for Extenſion, are Hands, Bands and Engines ; 
Hands are uſed, if the diſlocation be ſmall ; Bands, if mean ; En- 
ginesy, if great. The hands muſt be the Chyrurgians or his aſſiſt- 
ants, as there needs a {mal} or ſomewhat greater extenſion ; but 


bandg where it is requiſite, by reaſon of the greater contraction of 
the 
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the muſcles, to make a more forcible extenſion. In which things 

ou mutt obſerve firtt the figare 3 namely , how it muſt beroled ; 
whereof ( becauſe it cannot be expreſſed in words ) ſee Or:baſiius 
his book of bands. 2. The matrer wh» h muſt be ſtrong, fofrand 
tratabie; ſuch is Buck skin ſotr and dreſſe1 , of which they mike 
breafts ; then they are ſmeared: with unguent Pomatum, thar they 
may be tractable. Som: uſe, for want of leather, linnen cloath 
alirric ruv2:d 3 Waere rhey mult be bound; namely , on the 
placethar is ra*th. it uit from the joint diſlocated, Jeſt the muſcles 
Should be bou'.d, or elſe rorn in more violent extenſion, where 
under the diilo. ation where are tw» jo nts; betides Hippazrazes ties 
a band abour burb rhote joinrs. Sce Table REVL Fig. I. Mecha- 
nick Engines, which are chiefly nec. flary in old diilocations » or 
{uch which arc not reduced rhe firit three daies , are 1 the Ladder 
(Table X X[. Fig. li]. ) 2 The Gloſſacomum or Ambi ot Hippocrates, 
(Table XL. Figurel. ) 3. Hippocrates Form ( Table XX 11. Fr- 
gure IV. ) 

H ppocrates shews th= manner ofextenſion,, 1. de fra#. 1. when 
he ſaith rhar the «© hyrurgian muſt make extenſions ( which by 
drawing are made divers waies) the mutt ſtreight thar puſlibly he 
can: Wherefore he mult obſerve a 11ght line, both by reaſon of 
the bont's, as allv of the ligaments and muſcles, in r2{pect of the 
Fibre: For keeping thele parts in arighr line , as they lic natural- 
ly, extenſion is made without pain or d(fheulty. 

Alſo th: Chyrurgiin shall excellently wel! know the quantity of 
extenſion, when he is not ignorant our of what place it fell; which 
way it{liptforth; ro what place it is fallen, and woere it relts: when 
exrenfhon isalmo't made, the (wounding of the Patient , or of the 
ſtanders by, muſt not hinder the operation. 

The bone is ſet into its place, by th. hands of the Chyrurgian or 
his ſervants, which muſt be moderately anointed with ſome ſoft 
unguent , or withoil of roſes. Reduction 1s made either by cir- 
cumgyration, or by forcing it back tothe oppoſite part to which it 
is fallen, Theſe motions are not alwaies necefſary , for ſometimes, 
when extenſion is made, if the muſcles that were before contrafted 
be only relaxed, the joint will eaſily of its own accord return into its 
natural place. | 

Now the figns of a part that are well ſet, are theſe : Firſt a natu- 
ral shape of the part, when there is no hoJlownelſs nor {welling that 
appears about the joint, as there did before it was ſet; but in all 
things it muſt be like the ſound part, or not far unlike by reaſon 

of 
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ofa flux of humours, Secondly , there muſt be abatement of pain, 
which isan inſeparable fign , tor alwates when the pain is ended, it 
isa ſign that the bone is reduced ; but it follows not on the contra- 
Ty , the bone is reduced, therefore the pain is ended ; for ſome- 
times the pain may abide, becauſe the muſcles were very much 
hurt at firſt, Thirdly, as ſome ſay, the crack that is perceived by 
the Patient, and the ſtanders by, when the bone falls into his ſocket; 
but this isa falſe mark, and never to be wished for , becauſe that 
crack is ſometimes made, when the juints are extended and drawn 
too far; ofttimes alſo the crack is made, when the brims of the 
bone are broken by the mutual clashing of the bones, after which 
there ſucceeds difficulty in motion. 


In the firſt binding and all the reſt , two thingsare principally to 
beobſerved; namely , the figure of the part affected, and the liga- 
ture it ſelf; which will preſerve the joint in its ſocket”, and will hin- 
der inflammation that is near at hand. 


In the figure we muſt obſerve the fashion of the joint , not only 
that is reduced, but alſo of the: whole part; for as ſome figures 
arenatural and without pain, ſo ſomeare unnatural and painfull : 
The figure of thearin without pain , 1s bended, as of the foot ex- 
tended right forth, Table XXVI. Figure Il and HI. Brz note 
that the ſaid Figure muſt be ordered to the part before it be bound : 
namely, that the bands be not too looſe, or bound too hard. 


The Ligature muſt be made with linnen bands, becauſe they 
bind better than thoſe that are made of woollen ; they mult be 
ſoft, that they may cauſe no pain : they wuſt be cqual , that 
they may bindequilly every where; and they mult be clean, that 
the humours which iſſue forth of the joint, may be known by 
the colours. The latitude of the bands doth vary according ro 
the parts that mult be bound ; for the thicker parts require the 
broader bands; and the thinner thoſe that are narrower. In the 
thicker parts (namely, the thigh and the Knee) they muit be 
four fingers breadth of the ſick party, broad ; in the thinner 
parts ( as the lep, shoulder, arm and hand) three; in the moſt 
ſlender parts (as the fingers) they mult be , at the leaſt, two fin- 
gers broad. 


Bands are diſtinguished by Galen into inward bands, ſuch as 
bind the joint under the plaiſters, and are called under-binders ; 
and outward bands that are put above the plaiſters : Hippocrates 
uſeth two outward bands , and two inward ; though ſometimes 
one 
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one band ſufficeth ;z namely, when the joint is not eaſie to ſlip 


out. | 

The length of the bands 1s divers, in reſpect of the variety of 
parts to be bound ; upon the arm thelength of the bands muſt 
be three cubirs ( by a cubit I underſtand the ſpace from the top of 
the middle finger of the ſick party, ſofar as the joint of the elbow ) 
for the legs, they mult be four cubits ; for theshoulder, nine; for 
the thigh, twelve; and for the fingers , leſs by two fingers length. 
The bands, that beſide their binding they may hinder inflammation, 
muſt be wet with sharp Wine and oil of Roſes mingled together 
becauſe , being dry » they will not ſtick long faſt together. Others 
moderately anvint the bands , very happily , with the moiſt cerat of 
Hippocrates, which Galen deſcribes Lib. 6. de compoſe. med. per Gen. 
Cap..4. It 1s called Ceratum, from the wax that is mingled with it ; 
and moilt, becauſe it is ſoft by reaſon of the oil. 

The proportion of thewax and oil, 15 this: To take one part 
part wax, andtwoofoil; or take one ounce of white wax, and two 
of oil of Roſes. Here we muſt avoid thoſe medicaments that are 
made of aſtringent powders, and the white of an egg; becauſe 
they either cool and dry the jointtoo much, that the bending of 
itis hindredz or they hinder the humours, that are flowed into it, 
tocomeforth. The binding of thejoint diſlocated , is common 
to fractures ; but after jwhat manner it muſt be made, I shall 
$hew underneath, in the cure of a ſimple frafture , and Table 
XRXIX. 

The Depoſition of the part is threefold, Alligation, Suſpenſion, 
and Collocation : Alligation as according to Paulus, the Arm is 
bound to the Thorax, ina laxation or fra&ture of the shoulder or 
arm. Suſpenſion , as when thearm is hanged, by a linnen cloath 
put about the neck, Collocation, as when we place the part affe- 
Qed , upen any part of the body, as the Arm upon the Thorax, or 
upon ſome furniture laid into a capſula. We uſe Alligation and 
Suſpenſion for the upper parts ; but Collocation forthe lower parts. 
But the Depoſition muſt be after the mean figure of the part ; ſoft 
( therefore the caſe is filled with hards,, that the Patient may be at 
eaſe ) equal ( for agreat inconvenience may ariſe out of a ſmall ine- 
quality ) andit muſt lie upwards, that the humours may not run te 
the aff-ed part , and cauſe inflammation Table XXVI. Figure IE 
and III. After good binding, andjdepofition of. the part, there 
isrequired retalſo; for that the Ancients were wont , when the 
thigh was out of joint or broken, to make a hole in the bed and 
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blankets, that the fick might void their excrements through

Wherefore unleſs the ligarme be ill nade, 
or itching, be t:oubleſom , let the pait remain unbourd until! : he 
ſeverthday, But r1ftheligity e be made roo (trerght you muſt 
let it looſe the ſecond day, if it be too looſe the th i.1 day ; bur if 
there be an itching , you muſt Ict it lovſethe third or fourth day 
at furtheſt, On the ſeventh day, which is the rerm of the int] 4me 
mation paſt, the ligature mult be let looſe ag? n; and [uke-warm 
water muſt be poured on 2gain (not coo ho:, which might looſen 
the ligaments ) but the bands arte not any mrnre to Þe made wet 
it the aforeſaid liquor,nor to be ſmeared with cerat ot roles, be- 
cauſe the inflammation 1s over ; but the ſeventh day shews the 
corroboration and conſolidation of the joint, and therefore there 
is need of a medicament that is drying and very aſtringent, Yer 
if onthe ſeventh day there is yet ſuſpition of '1nflammarion , then 
until the cleventh day we muſt forbear theapplic tion of ſtrength- 
ning medicawents. Such are: xn, Medicamentun Catapmaticum 
Moſchionis, the deſcription whereof Galen hath Lib. z, de comp. 
med, ſec, gener, cap. 9, 2. Cerat, Diapalma, 3. Oeratum Barba« 
rum, Which 15 excellent in winter time, 4.

Tho cure of the firſt joints of any finger,is performed 
in fovrtcen dares ; of the ſecondjoints of any finger ortoe, at the 
end of the foctor hand , intwenty daies ; but of the third joints 
of thercſt in forty daies: Wherefore the joints of the ſingers are 
ſoddered rogerher in fourteen dates 3 and therefore in the diſlo..

JF inflammation urgeth us before the part be reduced, there

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and the part muſt be placed in a mean poſture, that is not painful[ 
atall, Table XX VI. Fig, 1] and III. premifing univerſals, and 
things preterratural being well diſpoſed ; and the belly being 
kept looſe withglyſters, we muſt lay an the part affected fat woo], 
and we muſt continually pour on hot water and oil, wherein

For 
ifit be not reduced , inflammation will come upon it, convulſfion 
and ſometimes death, 2, There will be a filthineſs of the part 
itſelf. 2, Anincurable ulcer, and if perhaps it bebrought to 
cicatrizeatall, it will eaſily be diſſolved by reaſon of the ſoftneſs 
ofit; but ifit bereduced , it bringsextream danger of conyul- 
fion,gangrene and death.

N joints that before or after the reduction are 1ll handled, 2 

callous eaſily grows ; eſpecially in thoſe that are nor compal- 
ſed about with much flesh, as the elbow, knee and foot ; other 
joints ſometimes , bur not fo eaſily, are troubled with a callous, 
becauſe they are more fleshy, and they ealily diſcuſsthe ſanguine 
humour, which falls down for thenourishment , and more facile 
motion of the joints. Now the callous is either hard, or as hard 
2s a ſtone, orelſenot ſo hard and tony, There are four marks 
of a ſtony callous, x, The joint isſeen to be moſt flender and 
moſt dry. 2, The Patient cannot move the joint, nor yet the 
forcible hand of the Chyrurgian, 3. The flendernefs and thin- 
neſs of the part is continual, 4. There were applied medica- 
ments that were too cold , very aſtringent and drying , whereby 
the aforeſaid humour was turned into a ſtony matter, Alſo 
there are four marks of a callous fimply hard : 1. If the diſeaſe 
be new , for when it grows old , it becomes like a ſtone, 
' 2, Though the Patient cannot move the part , yet the Chyrur- 
Gian Can, 3. I fit remedies were applied co the joint, 4, There 
will be ſome tumour inthe part which is hard , but not ſo hard 
as a bone. 

The ſtony callous will not be cured by Celſus his way without 
danger , wherefore it muſt be lefc as ic is. But the cure of a 
ſoft callous, ornotſo hard , is this: Firſt, Empty the body by 
purging and bleeding, 2, Let there be ordreda good rule for 
diet, and other not natural things, 3. Let the part be ſoftned 
with oil, or with this medicament following : 

Take Marshmallow roots 3 eunces. 
Of wild Cucumbers 2 ounces. 
Leaves of Mallows, 
Marshmallows, alike two handfulls, 
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Linſced, 

Fcnngreek. 
Fat Figs, of each 3 ounces. 
And one Wethers head. 

Boil all theſe in a ſufficient quantity of pure water, untill the 
fcsh of the head part from the bones ; aud with the ſteem of this, 
Jet the juint, with a callous, be fomented tor ſome daics ; after fo- 
mentation, let the part be chafed for a third part of an hour long , 
the hands being firſt anointed with oil of ſweet almonds and fresh 
pooſe-greaſe mingled together. After the chafing, lay on the plai- 
iter of Niles, ſpoken of before ; or Oxycroceum Nicolai, tempered 
with gooſe-greaſe. After three or four daies, for the ſoftning and 
diſcuſſing of the callous , the fume of vineger is commended : 
Wherefore Galen takes a Fire ſtone (or for want of this,a Mill-ftone) 
which he makes red hot in the fire; afterwards he pours vineger 
upon it, wherein ſome piece of gum Ammoniac 1s ſteeped , that 
the ſteem riſing trom,it , and received fora third part of an hour, 
may not only attenuate the callous, but alſo ſoften it: Attenuation 
being made, a Cataplaſm mult be laid on ; either this that follows, 
or one that is ſtronger. 'Take Barley, Bran and Oxymel ſample, 
what is ſufficient tomake a Cataplaſm., Note that the (1. k Patient 
(if rhe joint be reduced ) muſt move his joint as much as poſſibly 
hecan , betwcen the uſe of emollients and diſcutients ; for by this 
motion the callous is digteited. It the joint be not yet reduced , 
anda calious ariſes, this mult firſt be cured, and th-n, the joint

Joint ſlips out for three reaſons. 1, When, after a violent diſ+

2. When {ome tumour that ariſes from inflammation, and is ill 
cured , hinders it, that the joint cannot be contained in its place, 
2. Whena humourruns totize joint which relaxes the Ligaments. 
The firſt cauſe requires greater driers : The ſecond shews emolli- 
ents and diſcutients, of which 1 ſpeak before : The third is worſt 
ota!l; which (after that the body is purged by medicaments, a 
vein ozencd , and a good diet uſed ) requires aduſtion, than which 
tNere £8 nothing beitcr, For this cauterizing firft conſumes all 

2 hoſe 
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thoſe moiſtures by a hard cruſt, which makes a hollow uſcer, which 
being covered with a cicatrize , contratts the part relaxed ; for'by 
cauterizing we heat, dry and digeſt the humours. But we muſt 
note: r. To burn the place to which the bone falls ; as if the shoul- 
der fall under the arm-pit, the burning muſt be made under the 
arm-pit. If the head of the thigh be out of joint to the fore-part, 
the fore parts muſt be burned in many places. 2. The nervous 
parts, ligaments , veins, arteries and glandulous parts muſt nat be 
burned , for fire is an enemy to them ; for by reaſon of their drineſs 
a wonderfull conyulfion follows. 3. The burning mult be made 
with iron tools, which make no great Eſcars ; wherefore ſmall 
Iron inſtruments muſt be choſen like to Olives , with sharp points, 
and well fired red hot. 4- That after this burnirvg the joint may 
reſt for many daics, for it it should ſlip out again , the diſcaſe were 
incurable. |

namely, Extenſion and Conformation , either by force, or by fitting 
the parts together. X 
Alſo in Extenſion we muſt confider: r. where. 2. when, 3. the 
manner. 4.the inſtruments. 5. the quality. 6. the quantity. 
Where there needs Extenhon; namely, when the parts of the 


broken bone do not yet lic right. but one lies over another. 
The 
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The Time is beſt, if we extend preſently, ſo ſoon as we know 
the fractore ; for if that be netdone, there is preſently a great 
flux of humours, by reaſonof the vehement pain, and the muſ- 
clesare drawn toward their beginnings , and ſo extenſion becomes 
difficult ; and it we go about it, the broken bones do prick the 
fleshy parts thatlie near unto them , and inflammations, convul- 
fions and other evil accidents follow, Yet extenſion may be at= 
tempted beto'e infl,mmation come; namely, on the ſecond or 
third day; on the fourth day and the daies following ( until ſuch 
time as tear of inflammation be over ) Hippocrates forbids to make 
extenſion, But the latter Chyrurgians, that they may leſſen in- 
fammation , caſethe pain, and may ſoften the muſcles thatare 
contracted toward their beginnings, do moiſten the broken part 
-with hot water: Others take oil and water, or the decoction of 
Mallows, Marsh mallows, &-c. and with the vapour of theſe they 
do foment the part, for a whule hour together, Where you 
mult note that at the beginning of this fomenting , the part affe= 
Red will ſwell extreamly ; but when you have fomented a while; 
not oniy the tumuur raiſed by the ſteem , but alſo that which was 
before w hich hindred the extenſion, will vanish alſo. Alſo the skin 
of 2 Calf, newly killed, is an excellent remedy ; or any other crea- 
tures skin bound about it whileſt it is yet hot, and kept for ſome 
hours about the part broken, for it hath a notable digeſting force 
ſoftning and caſing pain. |

Conformation will be made well ; it, whileft the inſtruments that 
extend, are lackned by little and little, and the part 1s kept in a 
m-an poſture, the parts of the broken bone, which do not yet lie 
right one againſt another , are ſet exactly right , andthe prominent 
parts of them are hid 1n their proper cavities, by the hands of the 
Chyrurgian, {ſweetly and gently without any violenceat all. 'Tablc 
XXVI. Fig. L This operation ſucceeds excellently well , when the 
member made conformable, is like to the ſound member in figure,

Conſervation of the fracture now reduced, conſiſts in binaing 
and hindring of indammation, by topical mcans; binding 15 made 
with Bands, Splents and Ferulaes, 

Bands, Tab. XXIX, E F G, are provided of old linnen rags, 
and ſuch asare worn with uſing, that they may be the more tracia- 
ble ; yet they muſt be ſtrong, leſt being extended they should rear; 
they mult have no ſcams or knots, that they may bindequally and 
without pain. But the breadth of the bands is known by the mag- 
nitude of the part: for the thicker part requiresa broader band, and 
the thinner thoſe that are narrower. 

The length muſt be as much as is needfull : namely, that the 
binding may comprehend a great part of the ſound part, both above 
and beneath the fracture , made with requiltite circtinvolutions , 
which muſt be as many as are requiſite to ſtrengthen the broken 
part. 

Splents, Table XXIX. LetterT. are linnencloaths (the Anti- 
ents madethem of hards kembed out ) often folded together ; and 
they are calleo Splents, becauſe they arelike the Spleens of brute 
beaſts, which ule to be long and narrow ; others call theſe cloaths 
Piagets : The Ancients calied them Plumaceolos or Pulwilles, ſmall 
feather bolſters or cushions, becauſe they made them of feathers ſew- 
ed between two linnen cloaths. Theſe ſplents muſt be ſo long, that 
they comprehend all the ligature; for if they should be 5horter, 
they would not defendall the circumvolutions of the ligature: But 

the 
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the breadth of them mult be the breadrh of three or four fingers os 
the Patient. As for theirthicknels , they muſt be three, andalfo 
ſometimes four double, where there is need of more ſtrengthningt 
And when they mult compais the whole part about', ſo many muſt 
be taken as can go round about the part. Wanence Hipporrares lib. 
de offic. medic., Let the lenzth of the Splents, breadth, thickneſs and 
mul:itude be thus. For 'cngrh let them be equal to the Igature ; their 
breadth muſt be three © "1:1 fingers broad ; their thickneſs muſtbe three 
or four- fold double; rhur nulitude that they may goround about, ans 
they muſt be neither more nor feauer. AndGalenin his Comment up- 
on this place, intl:i. ſpeech which Hippocrates now makes of fra« 
ures, tirithe mentions Plagets and Splents , ſo called fromthe 
likeneſs of their form) to opleens; which he commends to be made 
ſolong, that they may equal the ligature, tor that they are uſed 
todefend that 3 namely, that they may hold that firm and unmo= 
ved ; ſo broad, as that they may equal three or fourfingers breadth

The Antients, amongſt whom Hip- 
pocrates was the chief , made theſe Ferulaes of the bark of the 
woudy shrubFeniel gigant,orclfc of the boughs of it divided in the 
midele, whence they came to be called Ferru/z. For this wood is 
moſt fit for this purpoſe, and becauſe it is moſt hard, and there- 
fore the Antients made walt.; 19 {tavezof it tolean upon: We, for 
want of this shrub { becauſe in Germany and colder Climates it 
cannot be had ) provide, with excellent ſucceſs, Ferulaes of the 
lids of Chetlts which Apothecapics and Merchants uſe to put their 
Merchandize in : Andit we cannot get thoſe covers neither, ex- 
cellent Ferulacs are made of old fcabbards for ſwords, which be- 
cauſe they are covered with leather, they are hard and ſmooth. 
Hippocrates bib. de offie. Medic. ſets down the good conditions of Fe- 
rulaes: Moreover it #5 neceſſary ehat Ferulaes be ſmooth and equal, and 
crooked abous the ends, and on both parts of thelipature a little shoxter: 
vut thickeft of all where the ſraFure breaks forth. He will not have 
them to be sharp bur ſmourn, that they may be drawn ſometime; 
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upwards, and ſometimes downwards, ſometimes right out, ſome- 
times obliquely as need shall require; not wreſted aſide, which 
may turn aſide the ligature and the part ; but equal, that they may 
equally compaſs it about ; they mutt be flat upwards about the ends, 
that is atthe lower ends lightly.pared away , that they may bind rie 
morein the place of the fracture , rather than upon the ſound pats, | 
which being preſſed will feel pain and be inflamed : Ar both ends 
where the ligature is made, ſomewhat shorter ; for the ſame rea- 
{on , that they may not preſs thoſe parts which are ſound atthe 
ends, and ſo cauſe painand inflammation. Galen conm 2. deChy- 
rurg. offic. text, 11. writes : But it chiefly concerns a fraQture, that 
the Ferulaes be neither sharp nor wreſted afide, becauſe both waies 
they preſs ; but thoſe that are wreſted, have this over and above, 
that they wreſt aſide the ligature 3 which being wreſted, the part 
broken is wreſtedafide alſo. He alſo counſels to make choice of 
ſuch Ferulaes which are flat upwards at the ends; for thoſe that have 
alwaies the ſame thickneſs even to the end, and are eqnally bound 
on that part , are better than all others are: But this is not expe- 
dient at all to be done, when he will that the Ferulaes 5shail bind 
faſter in the middle of the Ligature ; and from thence , unto both 
ends; they should be more looſe, and at the ends looſcit of all. 
He will alſq that they shall be shorter, for length, than the binding 
is, that they may not touch the skin beyond the Ligature ; which, 
becauſe it receives ofttimes the humours preſſed out by the bands, 
becomes more ſwoln. Alſo he will have the Ferulaes to be thicker 
where they lie upon the fracture ; becaulſc that place, above all the 
reſt, ſtands in need to bepreſſed down by them.

E F called /udl;gamina; and I prefs it out again, 
TableXXIX, H, according to the admonition of Avicenna ; who, 
Lib. 4. Fen. 5.traG. 1,cap.5. concerning the cureof adiſlocation, 
commands that we should be cazefull, that they be not laid on hot 
anddry, For when they are hot, they heat, and by heating draw out 
bymours ; and being dry , they donot ſtick faſt together, | 


Where- 
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Wherefore Extenfion being made , and the frature compo= 
ſed , all things provided neceſſary to bind withall , the pare 
which is yetextended divers waies, muſt immediately be roled 
about with (wathes drawn upward and downward, But at firſt 
we muſt make three circumvolutions of the firſt band above the 
fracture» and make fo great a compreflion, as may fuffice to 
ſtrengthen the bones ; then toward the ſuperiour parte, namely 
theſound part, the Ligature muſt be brought, by little and lit= 
tle drninishing the compreſſion. Table X XIX, Fig. I. When 
wehave taken inſufficient of the ſound part, there we ought 
toend the binding of it, * Then we muſt take another ſwathe 
band , that 15 longer thar; the former, thar it may come to that 
place where the hiſt band ended; and one or two circumyolu- 
tions muſt be made (the contrary way ; forif the former were 
toward the right hand, this muſt be toward the left hand ) upon 
thefracture ; and from thence roward the lower part, the bin= 
ding mult be brought ; diminishing likewiſe the compreſſion , 
by degrees, as we did before, Burt thecircumvolurtions of this 
ſwathe muſt not be ſo m2ny, becauſe we do not here fear the 
extream parts{o much ; and when we have taken in ſufficient of 
the ſound part, we mult then leave off to make any more cir- 
cumvolurions toward the lower part, Table X XI X, Figure II, 
the bands return by the frature, with more ſeldom circumvo- 
Jutions, untillchey comelo faras the end of the firſt band, But 
becauſethele two bands , nov roled about , are too weak to hold 
the fracture, Splents muſt beapplicd abour the fracture, and the 
whole part ; namely, according to thelensgth of it ,tobelaid on 
long waies ; not that one $hall be put upon another , but that 
berwixt one Splent and another, there be ſo much diſtance as a 
tingers breadth of the Patient himſelf ; theſe mult be made faſt 
witha third ligature froma doubleend, ſo that the firſt circum- 
yolution muſt be made upon the fracture ; rhen the other end 
muſt be broughttoward the upper parts, with more frequent 
circumvolutions 3 and theother end toward the lower parts,and 
the circumvolutions muſt not be ſo many; then again from the 
lower parts upward , untill we come to that place wherethe 
other end of this {wathe came toanend. Yet beth ends muſt be 
ſo often roled about , that the ends of the Plagets may ſtick 
forth alittleat each end. Table XXIX. Fig, 11, It shall be 
tuc ſignof convenient ligature , when the Pacient reports that ic 
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is bound firmly ; butnor preſſed , and more upon the part hair , 
thin upon the found part, and leaſt of all coward the extream 
parts. 
After convenient Ligature there ſucceeds good Depoktion; 
which is the middle figure, ſoft, equal and rending upwards. 
Whereforelet the part thatis bound, belaid ina wooden Cape 
ſala that is filled up, being wraptin kembed hards andlinnen, 
2nd ſolet it remain untill the third day ; tf the Patient that day 
he is bound , and the night following, ſeems to himſelf to be 
bound more ſtreight , and on theſecond day leſs ; beſides this, 
»herc will bea ſofr and (mall tumoux on the extream part; forz 
erfatand hard tumour Shews that the Ligature is naught, and 
too ſtreight, and that there 15at hand fear of inflammation and 
of agangrene ; whereupon the lick muſt bepriefently unbound , 
20d be bound a32:n, but tnore gently. 

ifonthe third day , after binding the part, the bands ſeem 
to be too looſe, they muſt be unbound again ( but we muſt ob 
ſerve that when we muſt unbind the Ligarure, before the bones 
be 2t all knit, the windings about of the bands, are not to be 
unbound by little and little, bur the part muſt lie ſtill, and the. 
linoen and bands muſt be cut , untill fuch time as the upper part 
being uncovered , you may take all things away, the part not 
bring l:fted fromats proper place. For there is noneed to litt 
vp the part, andtoler it ie pendulous, and foto handle it, fer 
H0 good can comezrio the Paticnt by that , untill the Medicament; [3e 
applied, 2uithe partbeap2in roled about with bands ; and the 
part thaticcheth wuſt be often (ſprinkled with warm water , that 
the ſmoky vapours detained in tt mayevaporate: After that the 
part muſt bebound with a Ligature which is moderate, yet a 
little ſt-eighter 3 andletit be laidintothe Capſula untill the ſe- 
venth day » at whichtime the bands muſt again be unbound , 
and the part muſt be ſprinkled with water, and bound again 
with bands, yer ſtreighter drawn together ; but ſo that they 
may ſuffer life and nourishmentto paſs to the extream part ef che 
member. Whereforeapply to the broken partthe cerat Diapal- 
ma, or Emplaftrum Catagmaticum Renod#!, either ſpread upon 
one broad linnen cloath , orupon many narrow pieces; and upon 
this bands having but one end, and wet with Sharp wine, and 
preſſed forth again ; and aboye theſe muſt be Plagets, firſt wer 
int inc and preſfied out, and then wet in the white of an Egg 

beaten ; 
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beaten ; and laſt ofall, muſt bearoler with twoends wet in the 
{ame wine Theſe thirgs being duly performed, becauſe at 
this 1: molt commonly , the fear of inflammation ceaſeth ; 
the more to it-engthen the frafture, Ferulaes (which cannor 
. fafely be buuinu vnto preſerve the Lignure z untill thefeventh 
day ve over, for fear of inflammation) with Plagets round a- 
bout that ſtick forth ir eacnend of the Ligature above, muſt be 
laid on all the lengrh of the part, with bands L roled abour 
them exccediug lovely ; lo this 1: der , that firſt they muſt be 
bound on the up! part : Secondly, on the Jower part 2 TT hird- 
ly, up+-11 che fracture , leſt the binding should be more forcible 
upon the t:acture, an Should cauſe pain, Table XXIX, Fig, 
IV. Ail-, 19 applying Fe: ulaes, care muſt be had ro any bones 
that may ſtick forth, and out of rhe flesh ;, for laid upon them , 
they will caule pin and exulceration 2 Wherefore , let then be 
Jaid on the ovthides of them , or let them be shorter. The part 
ſo bound muſt Dc cept unmoved in che Capſula , untill the ewen= 
ticth day 3 &:4le f Itching, Excoriation, Pain or other accidents 
require the ba: ds to beanbound, and a convenient application 
of Me.licaments tbe male. Notwithſtanding, the Chyrur- 
g14n 5hall , every third day , come to ſee his Patient ; and $hall 
gently taſtenthc looke Feruizes upon rhe frafture ; having al- 
waies that: before hiseys , that Ferulaes are put round, not to 
preſs, but that they may detead and ſtreogthen thebinding thar 
15 under them, 

Bur wt.en this cerm 1s paſt, the Ferulaes and Bands muſt be 
bound haid ; and theparr affected, forthe generation or nutri- 
tion of the callous, muſt be fomented with hot water ( untill it 
ſwell, and no longer) then applying a plaiſter for broken bones, 
the Ferulzes and Bands muſt bz bound more looſely ( that hu- 
mours that breed and nou-ish a callous may increaſe) and the 
part laid inroa Caplula, muſt remain there for tio daies, and 
th:n muſt be bound hard again, to try the quantity and quality 
of the Caillous. The bands muſt be bound every fifth day after 
this , and the part being ſprinkled with hot water, muſt be 
dreſſed with a Gerat, Bands and Ferulaes, looſer than before , un= 
till ſuctftimeas rhe fracture may be confirmed with a moderate 
callous; which is wont to be done in bones of the Arm, for 
the moſt part, inthirty dates ; in the bones of the shoulder and 
leg, inabout forty dates ; and for the thigh, in about fifty daies : 

yet 
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Yetnone of theſe is certain ; for nature differs much from nature, 
and age from age. : 

The Callous is bread of blood , which muſt not bedrawn li1cfore 
the ſeventh day; wherefore Emplaſirum Oxycroceum is dangerous 
the firſt daies, by reaſon of inlammation preſent , or near at hand, - 
To breed the Callous , others give broths, wherein the leaves of 
Agrimony, and the roots of Comfry have been boiled. Others pive 
more glutinous meats. The new Practitioners abuve fixty years 
fince , have found a ſtone, which grows in the Palatinate , which 
is much commended, by the inhabitants of that place, to breed a 
. Callous; whence they call it 952919 aa0y, Concerning which read 
Guillielmus Fabritins Hildanus Cent. 1. Obſerv. 90, 91 & 92. and 
Sennertus Lib. 5. Inſtitut. part, 2. ſet. 1. cap, 7. Outwardly not on- 
Iy Ceratum Barbarum , and Diapalma Galeni are ſaft<] y applied ; but 
alſo Emplaftirum Oxycroceum Nicolai, and Catagmaticum Renod. zi : 
Barbarum and Oxycroceum mult be laid on in Winter, Diapalma in 
Summer, and Emplaſiram Renode; Spring and Fall. Sometimes 
fome ſymptoms follow fractures, as Itching , Excoriation, a Cal- 
lous greater or ſmaller, pain, ſmallneſs of the parts, or winding 
aſide of it ; all which things require the Chyrurgian's help. 

Itching will ceaſe if the part bound be fomented with warm wa- 
ter untill it wax red; anda little more, thic the matter attracted, 
may be againdigeffed. When the part aff:-&zd doth not conveni- 
ently admit the pouring on of cold water, it is with prof enough 
held over the fum2of the water. Note that the ſcratching must be 
forbidden the Patient, whenit doth :tch, becauſe it is the worſt thing ; 
and befides Excoriation Will attraf7 humours, ani raiſe viry grieve 
pains, 

Excoriation which oftenariſes , when the unloofing of the band; 
is deferred longer than it ought tu be ; andagain when the Patients 
arc impatient and ſcratch, is cured by the pouring on warm water, 
as I ſaid for the cure of itching ; and by applying unguent dc Ceru('s, 
which cools and dries. : 

Pain is mitigated by fomenting with Water and Oil, or with the 
decoction of a Wether's head with Camomile lowers. 

The Callous is bred greater than it should , when the Patient 
uſesa fuller diet than he ovght to do, or the Phyſitian is more neglt- 
gent in the cure; if he do not feel his Pulſe, and if he bind the bands 
roo looſe. This 1s prevented if you take away from his diet, and 
the quality of the callous be ſometimes tried, andthe bands bound 
ſomewhat ſtreighter, Itis diminished , firſt with emollient Medi- 

CAaments; 
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caments; andnext, with emollient and diſcutient mingled toge- 
ther (ſuch as were propounded for the cure of a diſlocation with a 
Callous) untill it come to a mediocrity. A Callous that is too 
ſmall , hath contrary cauſes, and therefore it is to bepreſerved by 
contraries. It is augmented with a more thickning diet, andat- 
traction of thealiment tothe part aftcRed, by pouring on hot wa- 
ter (yet with that moderation, that whileſt the part is yet lifted 
up, wedo deſiſt before it fall down again) and by the more looſe 
ligature of the bands. 

Extenuation of the part proceeds, . either from the too hard 
binding ofthe bands, or for want of glutinous nourichment, If 
binding cauſe Extenuation, the bands mult be bound looſer : If 
want of nourishment be the cauſe of ſmallneſs, let nutriment be 
attracted by fomenting with hot water, untill the part wax red; 
and then lay on ſome Pitch plaiſter upon it , ſpread upon a broad 
linnen cloath ; and let it beoftentimes duly drawn off, taking heed 
afterwards that we bind not the bands too hard , which might again 
repulſe the nutriment drawn thither, 

Diſtortion , or ill conformatien of the part , proceeds either from 
thenegiett of the Chyrurgian , when he makes leſs extenſion, joi- 
ning togetk..ror binding than he ought to do; or it is the fault of 
the Patient, when he flirs the broken part before the Callous is 
grown ſtrong, or ſtands upon it ; orelſ{c it1s the fault in the fracture, 
eſpecially when the thigh is Broken. For the bones of the thigh, 
though vou do araw them out by force of extenſion, cannor be held ſo by 
any bands ; but when the firft Intenſion ſlacks, they will run together 
again ; fer here thethich and ſtrong flech are above binding , and binding 
cannot heep chem dvwn, Hippocrates de fratt. which Cel/5 ſeems to 
confirm, Lb. 8. Cap. to. where he writes of the cure of thelegs 
and thighs. - For we muſt not be ignorant that if the thigh be bro- 
ken , that it will be madeshorter, becauſe it never returns toits 
fornier ſtate: And eAvicema Lib. 4 Fen, 5. ſaith that it 15 a rare 
thing for the thigh once broken , to be pertectly cured again. 
Thele words ad monish us, that we should never promiſe a perfect 
cure of the thigh ; but rather, uſing all diligence, we should fore- 
tell, thatit 15 doubtfull that the Patient will be alwaies lame ; leſt 
when this shall happen trom the nature of the frafture, or which 
moſt frequently talls ut, fromthe impatience of the ſick perſon , 
it may be imputed to our miſtake ; and initcad of areward , bring 
usa diſgrace. Allo ul] conformation may came by reaſon et the 


iracture, when apeece of the bone is contained between both the 
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bones that are broken, which may hinder them to touch one the 
other. The bones that are diſtoca ed, either by the Phytitians or 
the Patients fault, mult not be broken again ( unleis it cannot be 
helped, by reaſon of the great hurt done to rhe part 1n its operations) 
if the Patient be old and weak, the Callous be of ;ong ſtinding and 
hardned , and the bone be great, as are the shouider and tjgh 
bones. But if the hurt be great , the Patient be yuung and itrung, 
the Callous new , notabove fix moneths tlanding ; ler che Callous 
be ſoftned for fifteen daies , with pouring on of 1I19qv1d marter, with 
baths and emplaiſters; then let the part be drawnat both ends, ct- 
ther with mens hands, cords or engines , divers waies, as need 
requires, untill ſuch time as the Callous shall be broxen , and the 
parts of the broken bones can be fitted tugether with the palms of 
the hands : After this, the fracture mult be cured as 1 ſaid bctore, 
If any piece of the bone wreſt afide the whole part, there mult be 
inciltion made with a sharp knife, Table 11 Fig. 1, a> far as the 
broken bone; and the ſplint of the broken bone, which hinders 
the joining together, muſt be pulled out with the Pullers ; and 
then the fracture mult be fitted by extention , bound and laid down, 
as we deal with anew fracture. In the ſaid Diitorlion of the thigh 
the bone mult not be broken ; for it is better for a man to live and 
be lame, than to indure a dangerous operation, with great tor- 
mentsand fearof the ſame milſchictf. 

But the Diftorfion of the thigh ts prevented, if the part be kept 
extended in the inſtrument called GYoſſocomura , Table XXi Fryure 
IV. ( whichis appointed for this uſe in the next place * 1n. betore, 
and after the binding of it, untill ſuch time as the fracture be per- 
fectly cured. 


Of the Cure of a Shingle Fracture, 


JN a Shingle Fracture, or that which is made according to the 
length of the bone, the bands muit be bound ftreighter than in 
other fra@tures; that the bones broken, which arc departed broad 
wales one from the other, may be brought again toa mutual and 
cloſe touching one of the other , that they may not fall back again. 
Galen. Lib, 6. Mech Med, Cap. 5. Beſides we mult doall things which 
are to be done in an oblique or overthwart fracture, as I ſaid. 

And theſe things shall ſuffice to have been ſpoken of the cure of 
imple fratures, where the bones donot Rick forth, nor yer any 
wound is joined with them. Now I will briefly declare how a fra- 
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&ure, with a wound, muſt be cured. There are divers kinds of fra- 
&ures with wounds; for either the bone is made naked of the Pz- 
rioFinum and theflesh; orelſe it is yet Covered with them ; in both 
again we expedt that ſome great part, or ſmall, orno partof the 
Doneshall come forth.

JN which , neither the bone is made naked of its coverings, nor 

any part of the bone is come away + It is cured asa frafture with- 
out a wound; namely 1. With convenient Extenfion, 2. With 
due joining together, and this is followed by a mutval touching 
together of thelips of the wound ; and by keeping them ſo, when 
they are thus brought together , by linnen cloaths that are Plaiſters 
laid croſs waies upon them , and by bands. 3, By Deligation. 
4. By. Depoſition. 

Yet here about the cure we muſt note: 1. That Extenſion be 
preſently made, by a Chyrurgian, on the firſt, or at furtheſt on the 
ſecondday; namely, betore any great inflammation falls upon the 
part. If the Chyrurgian be not called ſcaſonably ; but on the 
third , fourth or fifth day , in which the inflammation 1s near at 
hand, or elſe is begun, then cxtenfion muſt not be attempted until 
ſeven ora few more dates be over ; andin the mean while, the Phy- 
fitian shall uſe all the force he hath to prevent inflammation ; both 
by removing the antecedent cauſe, by diet, and Chyrurgery , and 


 Phyfick ; as by taking heed to the part afteRed by Anodyns, Re- 


pellers, and convenient Depolition of the part as much as may bez 
and by covering the wound with ſuch things as shall cauſe ſuppu- 
ration. When the danger of inflammation 1s paſt, thefracture 
muſt be ſet either by Extenſion alone, or elſe by help of the Levis 
toralſo; then it muſt be bound with three bands, and aſufficient 
number of plagets, and fo laied down eafily- 

Secondly , The Extenſion mult not be 1o violent, as ina fimple 
frature, becauſe the fleshy, muſculous and nervous ſubſtance, is 
already torn , bruiſed aud hurt ; for if we dootherwite, extream 
pains and convulſions will follow, with tne greateſt danger of the 
Patient's life. 

Thirdly, The firſt band muſt be ſomething broader than the. 
wound it ſelf; eſpe-ially ar the beginning, from whence we begin 
towind it about , that it may comprchend the lips of the wound on. 
both Gides. For if the band be too narrow , then it would hold the 
ter bonnd in, and would cauſe pain, | 

Fourthly. 
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Fourthly, The bands alſo muſt be bound leſs cloſe than for a 
frafture without a wound ; leſtthe wound being preſſed , pain 
and inflammation should ariſe; and for the ſame reaſon, let 
them alſo be more ſoft than for a ſimple fratture, Letthe Part 
be untied the third day after extenſion and direction, and be 
bound again', yet ſo that the ligature may preſs it ſomewhat 
more ( to make the part more ſlender ) ſo long as the fear of in. 
flammation remains , unleſs pain perſwade to do otherwiſe, 
But in the ſecond binding let not the ligature be mare ſtreigh. 
ter, but racher looſer, that there may be paſſage left for the 
blood to come forth, which muſt be the matter of the callus, 

Fifthly , Ferulaes muſt not be 1a1d to the wound ; and if they 
muſt be laid on , they muſt beplaced on che ſides of the wound, 
and the oppoſite part, untill ſuch tme as the wound is cured. 
But it ſeldom falls out, that a ſiwple wound in ſuch a fracture is 
not covered with a cicatrize , at the ſecond or third drefling , or 


at leaſt nor filled up with flesch, When the wound is healed, if ! 


the bone be not yet ſtrengthned, we muſt do as we did for afim- 
ple frafture. But if in the mean time, namely onthe eighteenth 
or twentieth day, cr upon any other day, the wound grows 
worſe, and the frature of the bone threatens an impoſtuwation 
( for the ſeparation of the bone cannot at firſt be foreſeen alwaies, 
unleſs the frature wants its conformation , or the bone lieth a 
long time uncovered) ( whichis shewed by much atter, which is 
not proportienable to the greatneſs of the wouna, by the lips of the wound 
turned inwards, and by the dull flesh brcd in the <yvound) we muſt 
conſider whether thepiece of the bone be greator (mall? If it 
begreat , tne ſigns propounded are greater ; if ſmall , they are 
ſmaller. 2. Whether that piece which muſt part from the bone 
be yet parted , or remain upon it ſtill? That is known, when 
the Patient,minding of it, finds aſecret motion; or not minding 
of it, perceives a pricking pain: This, when the Patient finds 
neither ſecret, nor yet open motioy, 
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A Frafture with a wound , in Which the bone u not made n«- 
ked; yet a great piece of the bone , or many pieces ( a5 tt 
wounds made with gun-shot ) are known that they will come 
off preſently, or elſe afterwards. 


þ they will come off preſently , this requires a ligature that is of 
another fa;hion , and far different from the former, according 
tothe moſt ſudden ſeparation of the bone, that the part may be 
daily bound and unbound, without any moving of the fracture. 
The moſt approved way of binding, is that of Hippecrates, where 
by the matter is not ſtoptin, the trafture is ſtrengthned , inflam- 
mation is hindred , pain is not cauſed, and the moſt ſpeedy ſepa- 
ration of the bone is procured, To perform all theſe things, let 
double Plagets be provided, made of linnen cloath, not narrower 
| than that they may ſufficiently cover the lips of the wound ; as for 

length, let them be ſomewhat longer then to go onceabout the 
part; and let them beas many in number, as shall ſufficeto make 
a hatching ligature. Table XXVII. Figure VIII. Theſe muſt be 
wet with a mixture of sharp wine, and oil of Roſes, to eaſe pain, and 
to hinder inflammation ;; they are laid upon a broaderlinnen cloath, 
in that order thatthe middle Plaget may cover the next to it, and 
theſe the middle of thoſe that are further off. Theſethings being 
provided, and the fracture being joined, anda ſuppurative medica- 
ment being laid to the wound; namely , Galer's.Tetrapharmacum, 
that linnen cluath with the Plagets ſo diſpoſed, mult be laid under 
the part to be bound, ſo that the middle Plaget muft come under 
the fracture, Table XXVIII. Figure VIII. Then the Aſſiſtant 
Shall hold oneend of the middle Plaget ſtreight, and the Chyrur- 
gian shall hold another , which muſt be ſo brought about , tut far 
from the ends they may cut one another circularly, and may bind 
the part that is hurt cloſely, as far as it is lawfull, rather than ne- 
ceſſary , for fractures witha wound, and whereapiece of the bone 
is tocomeaway. The middle Plagetbeing brought into a circle, 
let alſo the firſt of the upper Plagets be brought about, then the ſe-. 
cond, then the third, and ſo forward untill we come unto that 
part, to which the firſt band, Table XXIX. Figure [. should aſ- 
cend if there were no wound. Theſe upper Plagets being fitted, we 
muſt likewiſe order the firſt of the lowermoſt, then the ſecond, 
then the third, then the fourth, and ſo forward deſcending as far 
23the ſound part , Table XXIX. Figurell. Thele medicaments 
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with their Ligature mult be applied (daily wetting the bands only 
with wine and oil) untill ſuch time as the term of the inflammation 
beover; then by all means we muit ſtrive that the bone which iz 
coming off, may be thruſt outſo ſoon as poſſibly it may be, helping 
n:'urebyan injeRtion of deceFum divinum, and laying On ceratum 
fSacrum of Galen, upon the wound ( that it may only comprehend 
the |-ps of it) and a Diapalma about the affected parr. Note, lay 
on the plaiſter Diapalſma with ſeven ſingle Splints ( be they more or 
fewer ) and let their ends be brought round about , beginning at 
the middle one, and afterwards aſcending and dcſcending , as we 
uſe todo, with double Plagets. The Splints with the cerat being 
laied on, lay on the Plagets madeof double linnen clcath , and wet 
in ſour wine,, thar they may ſtick the faſter together. 

The bone being thruſt out into fight, and it being drawn forth 
with the Pullers, if it can b: done without violence , the wound 
muſt be healed with cerarum drvinum. But when the wound is 
brought to cicatrize, the partmuſt be kept in reſt, untill the fra- 
&ure may grow ſtrong, Ferulaes being laied round about it. Note 


farther, that if it be needfull toremove the bands, cither for their | 
foulneſs or hardneſs, the part mult. be lifted up ; but it muſtbe | 


preſently Jaied down again upon a broader cloath of linnen ; upon 
which thoſe ſmall linnen cloaths doubled were already laid , Table 
XXIX, Figure VIII. 

If the bone appear that it will not preſently part , but will come 
away afterwards, the Ligature ( which is made with three Rands 
and Splents) muſt be changed intoa hatching L'gature, deſcribed 
even now , untill the bone do ſeparate. The bone that is great 


enough (ſuch asarethoſe printed Table XX V11, Figure IV and ' 


Table XXIX, Figure IX.) being parted, the circular dr-fling, 
with the plaiſters ( Table XXVII1. Figure VIII. in theleg ) muſt 
be changed into a croſs form ( Table XXVII Figurel ) and the 
Ligature muſt begin from the loweſt Plaget,and muft end 1n the up- 
permoſt ( Table XX VIII. Figure X. ) that the moiſture, colleed 
inthe cavity of the bone ſeparated, may be prefſed out of the wound 
{ which being thruſt down, by the Plagets deſcending, would make 
a large bollow place ) when the wound is brought to cicatrize , Fee 
rulaes may be laid on to confirm the frafture. 
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A Frature with a wound , wherein the bone is made naked of 
the Perioltium, yet it doth not ſtick without the wound. 


His is cured: Firſt, By moderate extenſion of the part. Se: 

condly , By convenient joining together, Thirdly , By fitting 
thelips of the wound to touch one the other. Fourthly, By fir 
Ligature, Fifthly , By fitting depoſition. In binding we muſt 
conſider , whether any part of the bone will come off or not ? 
None will come off, if the bone that was made naked, be reſently 
covered witha skin again. Some will come off, if the att bone 
be long expoſed tothe openair. Ifnone, or but a ſmall bone, will 
come off , the binding muſt be made with three bandsandplaiſters, 
as ina fracture with a fimple wound, and wherein there is expected 
a ſeparation of ſome ſmall bone. If a great bone be to come off, 
the partaffected muſt be bound with a hatching Ligature; asI ſaid, 
even now, for a frafture where a great bone was to comeaway.

ome it bereduced , we muſt conſider whether the bone, tic- 
king forth, can be brought again to its own place , by help of 
due extenſion ornot , without violence and danger of convulſion ? 
And if it can be reduced without danger, let it be reduced; but if 
not , let it n6t be reduced. The ſigns of dangerous reduCtioa are , 
great ſticking forth , inflammation, and the part grown hard by 
contration of the muſcles : But eafic reduCtion appears by a ſmall 
bone ſticking forth , when there is no inflamed tumour, and the 
part isfoft. If therefore it cannot be reduced, of two evils the 
leaſt is to be choſen ; the naked bone ſticking forth (with predi- 
ion of the shortneſs of thepart that will be afterwards , leſt that 
Should belaid upon the Chyrurgian as his fault ) muſt benipped 
of with a pair of jPlncers, Table XX, Figurel. and afterwards the 
fracture muſt be joined by moderate extending of the part. For 
it is better to make the part ſomething shorter , than toleave the 
bones not join'd together, or tocxrend them violently; both of 
which would bring convulfion and death to the fick Patient. . 1f 
the bone diminished cannot yet beſet , by-the moderate extenſion 
ofthe hand ; that extenfion muſt be helped, according to Hippo- 
erates , witha levitor or ſome cutting chizel , put in between the 
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broken{ bones , Table XXVII. Figure IX. The fracture being 
compoled, the part muſt be bound as we ſaid for a fracture witha 
fimple wound. But we muſt cut a hole in the bands and plaiſters 
juſt over the wound, that we may daily Jay on medicaments upon 
a great wound. Thereafon why the bands muſt be raade with this 
hole, is this, becauſe agreat wound, and therefore to be cured by 
the ſecond intention, breeds plenty of Atter, and therefore re- 
quires often looking to; but the bone that is diminished, for fear 
of a new contraction of the muſcles, forbids us to lift up the part 
. often , or to unbind the bands ; wherefore we mult take the middle 
way, that we may fatisfie both the fracture and the wound. 


I have cured very many with this way of binding ; amongſt the 
chief of them, there is a young man yet living, who about the 
twentieth year of his age, fell from a high place in the night, and 
broke both' rhe foſtils of his leg in the middle, with a great ſticking 
forth of the minor foltil; which unleſs 1 had cut it off with a pair 
of pincers, TableXX. Fig,l. I could not poſhbly have joined the 
broken bones. This Patient, in four moneths time, began tro walk 
withaitaff; and he went afterwards as if he had never broken his 


leg, or had loſt nopart of the bone ; which muſt be well obſerved, | 


for it ſeldom happens that the Patient, with a double fracture, with 
a wound and loſs of the bone, should not halt afrer he is cured, 
This kind of Ligature, though it require great diligence of the 
Chyrurgian, yetoftentimes the Patienrs cured shew themſelves 
ungratefull: Wherefore it muſt not alwaies be charged upon the 
Phyfitians, that they are Mountebinks , who ſometimes begin 
their cureas Hippocrazes dictates, from taking a reward, andre 
quire that firlt, 

Whileſt the pain laſts, that when the ſick man's well, 

What he paid for it he may others tell. 


when a ſmall bone ſticking forth can be reduced , without danger 
of convulſion and violence: firſt thepart mult be extended mode- 
rately : then the fracture muſt be compoſed ; And if the bones can 
| hardly be united by extenſion only , forfear of great pain and more 
dangerous convaliton, let not ſo ſtrong extenſion be made ; but 
Jer there beput, between theparts extended of the divided bone, 
the broader and the narrowerend ofa Levitor, that it, lying un-

thatis Sharp, that there is no convenient place for the Levitor , 
they mult be taken off with a sharp chizel, Table VI.

in theſe words deſcribes the cure of broken bones; then at length.

that it may hold the traQture firm , but yet not preſs it violently.

anomt the parts, that are next, with aſtringent oils made hot , to 
prevent inflammation;and let l.im apply convenient ltgature,thar 
which 1s called Cancer (Table XX X1,Fig, IX, X.)with a three 
double linnen cloath, that the parts hurt,be not more hurt by the 
ambiene air , which isan encmy to wounds ef the head; or that 
the medicaments laid on upon the wound may not fall off: Con. 
cerning the band note here , that theendsof it D, to be faſtned 
behind the head, muſt be ſewed; becauſe otherwiſe the not will 

do much harm, and make pain with watching, T 
he 
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The ſecond day after the hurt done , Jet the Chyrurgian take 
off the hards , andall other things that are accidevtai ; and the 
blood bcing ſtopt, and the h.ir shaved away roun:; about, he shal 
dreſs the wound with lint made vp into little peliers , and anoin- 
ted with adigeftive medicament; applying uron it Emplaſizum 
Diapalma with ahole cut 10 it with a pairof ciz's, and ipread 
over with uguent [iniments fimplicis ; wita a Plagect of three 
doublelinnen cloath , anda roler , nor nevlecting alſo the anoin- 
tings ſpoken of before ; ani thus we muſt proceed ril! ihe quitter 
appearto be good, which is white and not ſinking, 

When that appears, to cleanſe the wound ; he mult daily mine 
gle ſome detergent medicament with the digeflive , until itbe 
throughly well mundified, - continuing the uſe of the three dou- 
blecloath, and cf the band with unCtions, When the wound 
is cleanſed fiom filth, he muſt labour ro ingender flesh ; where- 
fore he muſt lay upon the lips of it a ſarcotick ointment ſpread 
upon dry lint ; and not oil of Roſes as ſome 1gnorant Barbers 
uſe ro do; vpon that he muſt lay only the Cerat Diapalma, then 
a three double cloath, wet tnred wine, or \-meaſtringent deco- 
&ion, and preſſed forth again,and next the band abour it, Theſe 
muſt be uſed untill ſuch time as flesh is perfe&ly generated, But 
if the bare bone be bur only altered by the ambient air, ( ifitlie 
but open to it fortwo hours) orif it alſo grow black; (if it lie 
longer open to1t ) thenwe muſt {crape off all round about, ei. 
ther till che colour be changed , or ull blood comes forth of it, 
Namely, when the quitterappears to be good , and the wound 
to be cleanſed, If the Chyrurgian obſerve this time , he shall 
find that the bone which was but once ſcraped, and cephatick 
powders ſtrewed uponit, and dreſſed with dry lint, will be c0- 
vered withflesh the next day, For Iacob Berengarins Carpenfis, 
isnotto be heard , who, lib. de fr.ur. cran, cap. 42. commands 
thar every day we should pare away, with a raſp, what is ſuperfi- 
cially altered ofthe bone; becauſe that pai ing away, performed 
at the time ſpoken of, is ſufficient; bur if it be done before that 
time, it muſt beofren repeated , and that not without danger of 
the Patient ; for by this reaſon the paring inſtrument will, by 
degrees, come tothe Diplois, They that are more fearfull, 


| leave the bone altered to Natures ſcaling of it , but they prolong 


the cure, 
The wound filled with flesh , muſt atlaſt be covered witha 
CiCa- 
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cicatrize, either with dry linaments only , orelſe by laying cn alſo 
ceratum drvinum, By this way of curing , which is both the moſt 
fafe and molt certain , yet univerſals being premiſed, and the re- 

iment of things not natural being well obſerved, I have recovered 
multitudes of Patients; of which number there is yet alive 1ohan. 
Petrus Wils of Vima, who, Anno 1643. on the 1 3. day of March, be- 
ſides ſome fractures of the skul, received three wounds in the Pe- 
ricranium with clubs ; D. Iohan. Rudolph. Straus of Kafenburg, Stew- 
ard io the moſt generous Count of Waln/tem, whoſe Pericranium 1 
found cutathwart near to the coronal ſuture. Anno 1645, Anguſt 
the 13. day, Melch. Frick aFuller of Yima, was wounded the very 
ſane year and day : 1ohn Buchera Country man of Ach#tet,who,neac 
tothe temporal muſcle, Anno 1642, onthe 13. day of March,recei- 
veda wound on the Pericranium: And Erharaus Vilſeher of Bam- 
berg, Steward of the Lord Governour N. Sals, who, «Anne 1645. in 
lune, had a wound on his head, was by me at length cured, where 
he was with the Provolt Martialat Vina, Matihers Stalz'inus wal- 
ting upon me toalliſt me. 

The ſcat of the inſtrument appearing , mult be preſently pared 
away with aknife, as ſoon as the wound is dilated: after that the 
wound dilated and the skul pared away with paring touls , mult be 
drefled with convenient medicaments.

F thata prudent Chyrurgian be called to cure a short wound of 
tne head, with the skul laid bare, he mutt preſently shave away 
the hairs of the head, moiſtned with common o1l ; and he mult moſt 
diligzntly ſearch how the bone doth, either with a Probe or with 
his fight,or with buth together; and ithe find a fracture or a chink, 
or by the antecedent and preſent ſymptoms he have a fuſpicion of a 
fracture, or elſe doubt whether there be a fracture or not , bd £hall 
immediately dilate the wound , contrary to the common cultom 
of Barbers, with aſtreight pen knife ( Table Il. Figure ll. ) croſs 
waies ( Table XXIX. FigureIX ) orelſe after the torm of a Tri- 
aogle ( Table XXX. Figure 11.) namely where the ſutures and 
muſcles, eſpecially the temporal muſcles,willnot ſuffer us to make 
acroſs ; that the bone, being laid naked, may admit the nece{ſary 
manual operations, by paring tools or Trepans , ſafely and without 
2 any 
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any hurt to the ſenſibleparts, But yet if paring or trepanning of 
' the sKul be needfull, and may be performed without any dilating 
of rhe wourd by an iron inſtrument, then we 5hall totally abſtain 
from ſetion. The wound being artificially dilated, the Chyrur. 
gian {hall forthwith part the lipsof it, and the Pericraninm alſy 
withit, with the vails of his fore finger and thumb of his right 
hand, from the ſubſtance of the skul, and $hall lay dry1:nr vpon 
the bone, and 5hall ll up the reſt of the wound with balls made of 
hemp hards, wet in the white of Eggs, and {trtwed over with aſtrin- 
gent powder ; not only to ſtop the blood , but alſo that the wound 
may not fall in, and rhat the next day it may lie wide oj en with no 
labour; upon it let himv lay nimentum ſimplex , ſpread npon a fine 
linnen cloath (that it may only comprehend the lips of the wound | 
and above this let himapply the Plaiſter or Cataplaſm of H/ppocrazes 
with a decent Ligature; namely , by that which is called the Can- 
cer; and by anointing the partsthat are near vvith aſtringent oils, 
to prevent inflammation. 

'The next day , the hards being taken off, the blood being ſtop- 
ped, andthe wound being cleanſed from all unnatural things, let 
there be, with a pen , writing ink drawn upon the chink, by the 
Chyrurgian ; and let him dreſs the skul with dry lints but the 
lips of the wound being firſt anointed with ſome digeſtive, he muſt 
lay upon that lnimentum fimplex , and then Hippocrares plaiſter, 
and the Ligature called Cancer, together with the aforeſaid an- 
ointing. 

At the third viſitation , the wound being bound , and the Þ- 
tient*s ears, according to ſome mens advice, ſtopped with wool, 
and his head being well placed, and underpropt with a boltter , he 
hall ſcrape off the chink which hath drunk in the writing ink, or 
rather printers ink ( which Iuhus Ceſar eArantius comm, in Hippoc. 
ae vulneribu capitis , prefers before writing ink , by reaſon of the 
vitriol init, which is biting) with raſping tools, Table XXX. 
Figure XR. according to the length of 1t, beginning with the lar- 
gerraſÞ; and by degrees proceeding to one that is leſs, and ſoto 
_ one leſs than that, untill ſuch time as the chink be quite gone, 

and the bone under it appear white and ſound; which is a moſt 
certain and demonſtrative ſign, that the chink pared away did not 
penetrate theskul, When the Chyrvurgian uſeth this operation, 
he shall often take away the duſt from the raſping inſtruments ; 
and let him be carefull that he hurt not the 5kin or the Pericranium 


with them ; which may beayoided , if the Patient's head lie firm 
whilelt 


— 
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' whileſt heuſeth his operation , and the lips of the wound Leall co” 
yered with ſmall linnen rags, Table XXXI. Figure V. Others 
dooftentimes wet their raſping tools in oil of Roſes, that they 
may run the ealier. But becauſe this anointing 1s wont to dull the 
edges of the raſps, I uſeto changethem. When the bone is de- 
cently and ſufficiently pared, yuu mult lay dry lint uponit (for 
when the skul is bare and pared , a digeſtive is not convenient , nor 
an unguent , nor any fatthing) and ro the lips of the wound we 
mult apply a digeſtive ſpread upon lint, and upon that linimenium 
implex , the Cataplaſm of Hippocrates, and the band called Cancer, 
with the uſ{ual anointing with oils that keep of defluxions. 

When the quitter appears good, we muſt mingle ſome deter- 
gent with the digeſtive, untill tne wound grow perfeRly clean ; 
when thewound is cleanſed, then we mutt ſtrew cephatick pow- 
ders upon the pared bone , and we muſt apply dry linttoit; bur to 
the lips unguenrum ſarcoticum , with the cerat Diapalma, with a tre- 
blelinnen c!oath wet in wine of the decoction of corroboratives, 
and preſſed forth, and with a band, leaving out the ouls. The 
wound being filled with fleseh, muſt be brought to cicatrize by no- 
ted Epuloticks. After this manner was lohan. Rudo!phus Straus of 
Kafenburg drefſed and cured; and Caſpar V:rtha Miller of the Ho{- 
pitil at /ima, who both hadaritt like a hair,that did not penetrate, 
near to the coronal ſurure. 


A wound of the head,wwith a frature of the skul no bigger than 
a hair, that dothpenetrate, 


Rv: when the. Chyrurgian works with theſe raſps, fo try the 
wound, and he finds achink which penetrates the ſecond Table, 
he mult not go about to take that away with his raſps ( becauſe 
withthzm the membranes, which coyer the brain, may eaſily be of- 
fended ) but laying aſide all Chyrurgery, he shall proceed with dri- 
ers, with which alone ofrentimes the Patients are cured ; nor is it 
to be feared, if we timely begin to pare away the skul, but that Na- 
ture may reſolve the matter ( which doubtleſs deſcends in a ſmall 
quantity) tothe dura mater; for after paring of the skul, the 
dura mater recelves in nothing by the chink, which remains in the 
ſecond Table; becauſe the excrements uf the wound, which are 
aptto run forth , are continually dried up. by the dry lint. 


H 3 Some- 
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Sometimes the bone pared and dreſſed with driers, will caſt offa 
ſcale, that the way for the quitter , colleed about the membrane, 
may be open enough for it to come out. 1 obſerved this ſeparation 
in one George Stuzzel, who, Anno 1639. had aſmall crack, like to a 
hair, on the right fide of his fore-head, yer it penetrated through 
both Tables; atter that the chink was ſcraped away as far as the in- 
ward Table, and a ſcale came off of it ſelf ; he was moſt Happily cu- 
red in the Hoſpital there. 

But if great ſymptoms do accompany Aa crack in the ſecond Ta- 
ble, which shew that there is much matter collefted between the 
auramaterand the skul; laying afide the Rafps, the skull muſt be 
preſently bored through with the Trepan, according tothe words 
of Hippocrates text. 2. de rulneribus capits. When you have pared 
the bone with a raſp, if you find neceſſity to cut the skul open, you 
muſt cut it ; and not ſuffer three daies to paſs before you do cut it, 
but within that time you muſt do it.

Hen we are certain that the crack goes through, both by rea- 
ſon of the ſtroke, the guality of the inſtrument, and the ac- 
cidents that come upon it ; then truly , the Chyrurgian muſt try, 
with great diligence , and conſider whether the chink be wide 
enough for the matter ro come forth, which ran down throvgh it 
tothe hard membrane of the brain, or not? If it be not broad 
enough, the Trepan muſt be ſet on. Wherefore, the Chyrurgian 
firſt of all muſt foreshew the danger , that the prating of idle people 
may beprevented. For narrow fra&tures of the skul, have more 
danger than thoſe that are broader ; for a narrow cleft hinders the 
matter tocome forth. Then he hall preſently dilate the wound 
that is too narrow, either croſs waies or with three corners ( as the 
place hurt willacmit) with a knife, that he may come at the skul 
to d5 his operations there ; he shall pull away the lips of the wound 
and the pannicle of the skull, with his nails, from the bone ; which 
being performed, heshall lay to the bone dry lint ; but tothe lips 
of the wound, lint wet with deſficcatives, and then proceed with the 
reſt, as in the cures of wounds in the Pericranium. 
The ſecond or, at moſt, the third day after the hurt perceived, 
( where the dura mater is pricked by ſome ſplint of the bone ) the 
skul 
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«&ull muſt be opened with Trepans, whileſt the forces of the Pati” 
ent yet remain; for after three caies, and ſolorgas inflammation 
is preſent or near, the uſe of the Trepans is dangerous. Neither 
arc they to bz hearkned to, who, according to the opinion <f Paulus 
Lib. 60. Cap. 90. in Summerexpect the ſeventh day, andin Winter 
the fourteenth ; beciute Trepanning, at that time, brings help too 
late ; for the forces are then weak, and we may ſuſpedt that the 
pannicles Lf the brain are already infected by the matter. Where- 
fore the Chyrurgian , ſlo ſcon as he is called, shall make haſt {only, 
according to ſome mens opinion avoiding the full Moon, becauſe 
then the brain is augmented , and comes near to the skull ; ſo that 
the Chyrurgian , whois not acquainted with Trepans called Aba- 
ptiſioi, may eaſily hurt that with the membrancs thereof ) with 
his operation, (eſpecially where the membranes are pricked and 
preſſed ) becauſe Impoſtumes ſoon follow thoſe things, and ill ac- 
cidents ( as Guido de Cauliacadmonishes us concerning the wounds 
of the head ) when things to be removed are removed out of the 
wound; thehrad being laid unmovable, and the lips of the wound 
being artificially covercd with lint, Table XXXI. Figure V. ( zhat 
they may not tahecold by the arr that comes to them, or be offended by 
the touch of the inflrumints)) the skull muſt be opened with a Tre=- 
pan nearto the chink, Table, XX X11. Figure lIl. in that part that 
is more declining ( unleſs the ſuture hinder it , which for certain 
reaſons mult be avoided as much as may be) for the more eafie co- 
ming forth of the matter colle&ted upon the hard membrane. Bur 
firlt we muſt uſe the male Trepan, in the middle whereof there is a 
pin, andthis muſt be duly turned about, untill ſuch rimeas it hath 
made ſuch a print upon the skul, zhar the female Trepan may ftand 
faſt uponis. Then the male Trepan being taken off, the female 
Trepan muſt be fitted ro the handle, which mult be ttrong!y and 
equally turned about ( until it come ro the thinTable ) andit muſt be 
changed now and then, leſt it should grow too hot with often turning 
abour. New Practitioners find fault with dipping the Trepans in 
oil, which the Antients uſed , becauſe unctuous things are ene- 
mies to the bone, and dull the edge of the inſtrument, When the 
Trepan comes to the glaſſy Table, it muſt nor on!y be preſſed more 
warily and gently, but 1t muſt be taken off, that we may conje- 
Qure how much remains of the bone yet topierce through. Nor 
mult Glandorpius be followed , who proceeds in piercing, untill 
ſuch time as the part cut. forth cleaves to the Trepan ; but if the 
| bone atmoſt cut forth begins te shake, the Chyrurgian muſt, with 
H 4 the 
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the ſmalleſt and weakeſt Levitor of all, Table IT, Figure VJI- 
( putcing that between the bone that shakes, and that which is 
firm) moveit up and down , and pull it forth with the toothed 
end of the Pullers, Note, that the operation muſt not be differed by 
reaſon of the blood that runs forth of the Diplois , but muft be awanly 
haftned, For the blood, after terebration, and taking forth of 
the bone that is fallen down upon the membrane , mutt be gent. 
ly wiped away with cotton wrapt about the ſpindle of the Probe; 
and the hole made with the Trepans, muſt be ſtopt with dry lint 
wrapt cloſe together, and that flux muſt preſently be ſtaied, 

When the Trepanning is over, and the blood well ſtopped, 
the roughneſs of the hole muſt be made ſmooth with a lenticular 
inſtrument , Table XXXI. Figure VII. IF one hole made 
with the Trepan ſeems not to be ſufficient, we muſt make ano- 
ther; as it shall appear afcerwards in the Hiſtory of Happelius, 
Hebichius , and Schneiderus. Theſe things being rightly perfor. 
med , we muſtler down, through the hole , a little ſilken red 
rag, upon the hard membrane ; or eiſe a white linnen rag, round 
as a globe, faſtned toa thread, ( that it may be drawn our again) 
and dippedin compleat oil of Roſes made hot, Table XX XI. 
Figure IX. thatit may turn the matter, which. falls down, into 
quitter ; and may defend the membranes,by reaſon of their mo- 
tion, from being hurt by the bone, The linnen rag being put 
in, we muſt puc into the hole a round pellet of dry lint, that | 
the quitter bred in the wound, may not deſcend to the mem= 
braneof the brain ; upon the naked bone we muſt lay dry lint , 
the lips of the wound being anoinred with ſome digeſtive ; and 
upon this we muſt Jay linimzentum ſimplex (that it may not ſtop in 
the quitter ) with a hole in the middle of it; then a cataplaſm, 
anda band, with anointing the parts next tothe wound , with 
repelling oils ro hinder inflammation, This way of cure muſt 
be exactly obſerved , untill all fear of inflammation be paſt ; and 
the Patient muſt be admonished , that he muſt daily, when the 
wound is bound up , promote the coming forth of the matter, 
that is runto the membranes of the brain, by breathing out at 
his noſe, keeping his mouth $hut, 

When good quitterappears upon the hard membrane ; inthe 
place of oil of Roſes, melroſatumcolatum muſt belet down upon 
the membrane, witha linnen rag tied toa thread : upon the 

 bonemuſt be laied dry lint , and upon the lipslint wet w ithſome 
deters 
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detergent digeſtive , ro mundifie the hard membrane and the 
wound alſo outwardly, we muſt continue the uſe of limentum 
ſimplex , Hippoerares plaiſter, a band , and aſtringent oils, 

[fche wound be clean, and the membrane is ſeen tobe clean= 
{cd from filth, omitting the filk or linnen rap , and honey of Roſes, 
we muſt put into the hole , a round pellet of dry lint ; and the 
naked bone muſt be ſtrewed with cephatick powder ; alſoto the 
bone we muſt lay dry lint, and ro the lips lint anointed with 
ſome {arcot:ck unguent , and above theſe ceratum Diapalma 
with atreble linnen cloath, wet in the decoftion of red wine, 
with capital remedies, and preſſed forth again, and they muſt 
be faſtned with convenient Ligature, With theſe we muſt pro= 
ceed , unti}l the bone be covered with good flesh, and the 
wound be filled up with ic. Laſt ofall a cicatrize muſt be made 
with Epuloticks. This way of cure I foundto be the beſt in 
George Seiz, a Country-man of Idelhuſan, concerning whom ſee 
Gregory Hoyſlics his Chyrurgical Obſervation XX.

j* the crack gape, that the matter may freely come forth of it, 
we need not Trepan the skul , or dilate the wound with an in- 
cifion knife , which is only appointed for this reaſon, And 
therefore Chalmetew doth rightly judge that thoſe deſerve tobe 
cenſured and reprehended , who not only in a ſmall fiſſure of the 
Skul ( though it do not penetrate) butallo ina great fiſſure are 
yery bold toſet on the Trepan ; by which great errour the cuce 
isprolonged very much ; #0 thegreat damage of the Patient , and 
loſs of the Chyrurgian's reputation, 1am not certain whether theſe 
inconveniences ought to be aſcribed to the ignorance or cove- 
touſneſs of the Chyrurgian. When therefore a great fiſſure ad- 
mitsnot.of the Trepan , what muſt a cordial and prudent Chy- 
rurgiandoin ſuch a caſe ? Lec him follow exaRly the cure of a 
narrow fiſſure, after the neceſſary uſe of the Trepans ( yet omit - 
ting theTrepan as needleſs and hurtfull) let him let down a long 
lianen rag upon the hard membrane, atiſwerable to the magni- 
tudeof thefiſſfure, andtiedtoathread, and wetin oil of Ro- 
ſes, &c, Iohn cAnwander za Lighter.manof Kirchderf, who is 

yet 
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yet living, will commend this way of cure, in whoſe left ſideof 
the forepart of his head ( cAnno 1633, in Tanuary) 1 found a 
fiſſure (it was ſo broad that I could eaſily put in my finger next tothe 
greateſi finger) with a huge inflammation of the dura mater, 
which, by premiſing univerſals, and by the diligent application 
of oilof Roſes, applied warm withafilken rag , and of Hippocrge 
ics Cataplaſm, was taken away in three dates.

Sow upon a wound of the dura mater, witha crack inthe 
s$kull thitis wide enough , we muſt let down along filken 
Tag , tiedtoa thread, and wet with oil of Roſes: when good 
quitter appears , anew linnenrag muſt be anointed with mel ro- 
jarum , and muſt be let down upon the membrane, which being 
cleanſed, the wound of it muſt be incarnated by unguentum de be- 
tonica,, melted and poured in warm at the hole, But the bone, 
and the outward wound, muſt be dreſſed 4s we ſaid before for a fiſſure 
of the skull that penetrates, and gapes wide enough, But when the 
fiſſure is narrow , that topicals cannot be applied to the dura ma- 
ter wounded , then rhe wound muſt be duly dilated with an in- 
cifion knife , and the skull mnſt be Trepan'd ; and all other 
things obſerved, as I ſpeak before forthe cure of a narrow chink,

TH pra mater can hardly be hurt , and the brain that is under it 
not be hurt alſo. Wherefore wemuſt forbear the uſe of all un- 


Fions and hor remedies, byreaſon whereof the ſubſlance of the brain 


will eafily corrupt , 4s Authors write truly; Some alſo reje& mel ro- 
fſarum , by reaſon of its acrimony and hear ; and for that they uſe 
ſyrup of Roſes. Yet for theſe kind of wounds, I have uſed both ſyrup 
and honey of Roſes often , but never found any hurt come thereby, But 
before all other remedies, I cannot ſufficiently commend that 
unguent which Hierom. Fabritius ab Aquapendente deſcribes lib.2. 
of his Pentatcuch. cap. 20. and he oftentimes applied it with 


happy 
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happy ſucceſs: 1 a!ſo tried the vertue of it in Michael Schneiderus, 
of whom afterwards there 1s a fingular obſervation, We muſt 
look. to the vronnd and the crack, 45 1 admoniched concerning a vvound 
of the dura mater.

F all the wounds of the head , thoſe are the moſt dangerous 
wherethe temporal muſcles are hurt ; for they are covered, 

on the ourlide, with the Paricranium, which paſſerh abovethem 
and wraps theming burton the inſide of them they are naked, 
and lie upon the naked bone immediately, Wherefore, vve muſt 
obſerve very wwvell, if the Pericranium ( which wraps in the fazd 
muſcles, and hath its original from the internal thick membrane 
of the brain, by theſutures of the skul ) be but lightly inflamed; 
for this will preſently cauſe the thick and thin membranes, and 
the brain under them to conſent with 1t: Alſo the wounds of the 
remporal muſclzs are dangerous , by reaſon of the flux of blood 
from the arteries which are cut, and which the moſt choice 
aſtring2r:t can hardly ſtop. In the l:ikxe caſe I never found any 
thing better than Galen's plaiſter (the commendations whereof you 
Shall find in Zacutus Luſttanus, Prax, Med. admirand. lib. 1. ob- 
ſerv. 85.) madeof Aloes, Frankincenſe, and the flue ofa Hare 
well beaten together, and mingled with the white ofan Egg : 
with this the wound is filled coſtop the Arteries t If by this moſt 
precious remedy the blood should not be topped, which boils 
forth exceedingly by reaſon of drunkenneſs or anger , then four 
rains of ſpernto!;m compoſitum Crolliiare given, with very good 

\ 4mar ys and about the neck a plaiſter is applied ( whereof lohn-

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follows a violent pulling forth of the teeth , as lohan. lacobus Mayer 
a Weaver of Yima, and Galli Breiztingera Country man and Huck. 
ſter at Dornenſtat , can teltithe, The powder taken at the mouth, 
ſtops the boiling forth of the bloud. The plaiſter laid upon the 
wound, joins together the veſſels thatare cur ; and that which is ap. 
plied rothe neck, hinders the blood to run to the head This 
wound ( as alſo deeper wounds, yet without any hurt to the skull) 
when the blood is ſtopt, by the firſt intention mult nor be cured ; 
but contrary to Yeſahus muſt be filled with flesh, and aftcr that 
brought tocicatrize ; taking eſpectal care that inflammation come 
notuponit, which muf be kept away, and driven from it, by 
Hippocrates plaiſter. |

RY: when the skull is cracked under the temporal muſcle, itis 
not alwaies convenient to incarnate ; but the quantiay of the 
chink muſt be conſidered, whether it be broad, narrow, orlike a 
hair? If therift be like a hair, and the wound be narrow, then it 
muſt be dilated with littlepellets made with ſponge, as need is , if 
it be poſſible;bur if it be not to bed»ne, the skin muſt be cut withan 
incifion knife, as far as the skull bone ; yer warily that the weſſels,nor 
the fibraes of the muſcles be cut a croſs. If therefore the Chyrurgian 
muſt dilatea wound 1n the temples, wherethere is a cleft like a hair 
on the skull, let him preſently foreshew inflammation and con- 


vulſion of the oppolite part ( then let him make inciſion according 
to 
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tothe ſtreightneſs of the fibraes ( having firſt, in vain, tried to make 
dilatation by a ſponge) leſt the aforeſaid accidents, if they chance to 
happen, may be aſcribed to the artificial dilatation of the wound. 
Which Prognoftick, eſpecially in G-rmary , where Chyrurgical 
operations are not ſo common as they are 1n Italy and France, muſt 
be ditigently obſerved Wherefore the wound being dilated,accord- 


ing as the fibraes run,and the muſculous flesh parted from the bone, 


che rift diligently raſped, the Chyrurgian muſt proceed with 
thereſt, as I /aid before in the cure of a wound with a narrow, and

raſping tools , nor mu#t the 5hul be Trepand by the fide of thecrack: 
For theſe operations (for the reaſonsalledged before, concerning 
a great fiſſure) are not to be allowed in a great crack.

J7 is cured with, admirable ſucceſs, with the skins of beaſts new 
killed, eſpecially of a dog or mouſe; which being applied whileſt 
they are yet hot, and left on for twenty four hours, do wonder- 
fully diſſolve them. If the contufton be not wholly diſcuſſed with 
one 5kin, you muſt lay on another. But becauſe every mancan- 
not flea a dog, Ialwaies choſe a lamb skin, which may be got al- 
moſt alwaies, and is as powerfull to digeſt as any other. 
By this one and moſt expert remedy ( for it never deceived me ) 
I cured, befides many boys and young men , aCarperter's girl four 
yearsold , which by reaſon of a fall from a high place, had agreat 
contuſion on the fore-part of her head, which a certain Chyrur- 
gian would have opened witha raſour, unleſs I, being join'd with 
him, had diſſwaded him from opening it , out of Hippocrates ſe. x: 
aph, 7. 
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aph. 7. wherein he plainly teacheth, that no affection requires 
Chyrurgery , unleſs medicaments were firſt, in vain , applied toir, 
When therefore there were no {ſymptoms preſent to cauſe incifion, 
nor any topical remedy was yet applied in vain, he neglefting ma- 
nual operation , laied on a lambs skin, and had the wonderfull trial 
of it (not only on this girl, but afterwards often on people of 
years) and he oftentimes gave me great thanks for myadviceand 
alſiltance. Wherefore I exhort young Chyrurgians, ihat they shall ne. 
wer open contufrons or other tumours , unle(s they find thcm to refuſe help 
by topicals,

Ometimes the skul is preſſed down , only by reaſon of contuſi. 
ons , and the skin is wholeabove, nor is tkere any fiſlure inthe 
Skul; ſometimes there is a fiſſurealone , and ſometimes adepreſſi- 
on with a fiſſure, A depreſſion without a fracture, happens only 
to children; but oftentimes, in thoſe of years, there falls out a fil- 

ſure and a depreſſion together. | 
The $kull preſſed down in children without a fraQture, and where 
the covers are not hurt, ſo that thoſe that touch or look upon it, 
can perceive a ſmall pit (and which no ill ſymptoms follow ) Pa- 
raw lib.g. cap. 3, a cupping glaſs that is ordinary , will excellent- 
ly well reduce into the proper place. Our moſt ingenious Hilza- 
9, forthat purpoſe , invented two helps ; namely, a horn cup, 
anda plaiſter; andif theſe cannot prevail , he thinks we muſtpro- 
ceed to cutting of the skin, and raifing of the bone, by the piercer, 
upon his Triploides, Cent. 2. Obſerv. 5. Yet thfle two operations 
ſeem to be neither neceſſary nor fruitfull. They are not neceſſary; 
for ſuch depreſſions in children , that preſs upon the brain and the 
ventriclesof it, that the animal ſpirits cannot be made; and be- 
ing made, cannot be diſtributed into the whole body; are incurable. 
They are not profitable ; becauſe firſt , according to Hippocrates, fim- 
ple wounds of the head , and where the skin is only cut, make work 
for the Chyrargian, and bring danger to the Patients ; and without 
doubt that work and danger will be increaſed, when beſides the 
Skin, the Pericranum alſo, and the bone are cut of ſet purpoſe: 
Andſecondly , when theLevitor is faſtned upon the center of the 
depreſſion , zhepit inthe 5kul is eaſily made greater, And _ 
when 
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hen the ſcrew muſt be faſtned upon the skul , which 1s yet tender 
and ſoft as faras the Diplois, with force; truly it is to be feared 
ecauſe the Levitor of the ſcrew of the Triploides, is not the 
{ame with Abaptiſton ) leſt it should paſs through the innermoſt 
Table of theskull, and with the point hurt the thick membrane ; 
And fourthly. becauſe the tender bone 1s expoſed to the air, whence 
irgrows black , which isa ſign of corruption; which corruption, if 
itbe left ronature to make {-paration of it , oftentimes creeps to 
the inward parts , ſo that it will require a dangerous ſcraping of it 
off with raſps, or cutting out with Trepans; but manual opera- 
tion being neglected » the cure of the wound » with danger tothe 
Patient, is prolonged, Yet they that reſolve, with raſping tools, 
to ſcrape away the skul bone ſuperficially corrupted, muſt expect 
that the pitshall grow greater. Wherefore a prudent Chyrurgian muſt 
rather omit all manual operation, when he cannot ao any good thereby, 
than to lay an infamy on the rational adminiſtration on the eArt of 
Chyrurgery. : | 
I being convinced with theſe reaſons, where childrens skuls are 
preſſed down without any rift, or cruel accidents, uſe toabſtain 
from all manual operation; and being confirmed by frequent ex- 
perience, I cauſe the hair to be shaved off about the depreſſion . 
and I apply a hot lamb skin , with convenient ligature of the band 
called Cancer, anointing the parts about it, eſpecially the temples 
and the neck , with aſtringent oils , to hinder the flux of humours 
toit, and to prevent inflammation. Ifat the firſt application the 
«kin do not conſume the tumour , 11ay on one more, leaving that 
onagaina natural day. When the tumour is diſcuſſed, if the pit us 
found, by touching, to be ſmall , and thereare nogreat ſymptoms pre- 
ſent, which may portend any hurt of the parts under theskul,, I put 
under the lambskin, the ceratum diapalme of Galen, ſpread upun a 
broad linnen c!oith , to coroborate the part affeted. That this 
way of cureisthe ſafeſt, thoſe Chyrurgians will bear me witneſs, 
who have been often my aſſiſtants in the like caſes ; and amongſt 
the chief at V/ma, are the moſt experienced before others, George 
Redlin, and Nicolas Reutte, whom | thought to nominate for toteſtL, 
fie the fame. Alſo young Chyrurgians Shall find how, with medi- 
caments ſafely, and no great pains , they may cure great blows upon 
the skull, in Iulivs Ceſar Arantins , at the end of his moſt learned 
Commentary upon Hwppocrates his book De vulneribus capitis, &c.

JN people of years pitsare moſt ſeldom ſound , under the whole 
«kin , upon theskul, (namely, in thoſe only who have a very 
ſoft skull by nature ) but yet never withoura fiſiure; for if , after 
incifion made upon the skin, there appears no chink upon the out- 
ward Table of the skul, it is tobe feared that tne inward Table 1s 
crackt 3 whereby the matter can fall down upon the brain, but 
cannot come forth again the ſame way; Anno 1632. I oblerved 
ſuch a fracture , at Vima, in a Souldier of Sweden, who by reaſon 
ofa depreſſion of his skul, died the ſecond day after. 1, being 
defirovs toknow what was the cauſe of his ſo tudden death, did 
with a law divide hisskull; and1 found the inward Tabic nut cnly 
crackt , but alſoa little ſplint of a bone ( which doubtleſs did con- 
tinually prick the membranes of the brain ) that was come from it, 
and yetthe outward Table of theskull was whole. Wherefore, as 
oftenas in the heads of men grown up, ſuchapit is ſeen, 1tisa 
moſt certain thing that the skuil is cleft; for unleſs the sk ul were 
cleft . ſaith Hippecrates, the middle could not fink down. Yet ſup- 
poling , and not granting that there may bea depreſſion of a $kull 
more dry , and without a cleft, that muſt not be left only to Na- 
tures work (as Felix I/urts commands ) but the skin muſt pre- 
ſently be cut with an incifion koife, either croſs waies, or elſe 
triangularly ; the Pericranium muſt be parted from the skull, and 
the gaping wound muſt be kept with pellets open ; not only that 
the Chirurgian may be, wore certain whether the skull be cleft; 
but alſo that if there be a chink with the depreſſion ( which is very 
much to be feared) a Levitor, that is a convenient inſtrument, may 
be made uſe of, 
The next day after the inciſion of the skin, as far as the skull 
( if no chmkcan be ſeen mthe outward Table , nor by no end of the Probe 
with a knot can be found out , nor that awe ſuſpeF any fratture in the 
inward Table of the skull, by reaſon of ſymptoms, thus bemg whole) 
we muſt take the triangular part ofthe Trefine, noted with a ſtar

middle of the depreſſien , with a Piercer at the end of the Triploi- 
des; but muſt be opened with a Trepan on the fide of yhe depreſ- 
fion , that the matter which is fallen down, by the ſecret fiſſure 
of the inward Table , upon the membranes of the brain , may 
finda place to core forth ; and the skull that is fallen inwards may 
be raiſed vp with the necefſary help of the Levitor.

This way of curing wounds and fractures of the head, far excels 
that which Felix Wurts, lib. de cerat. varioy. wulnerum , Cap. 7, 8 &- 
9. ſo much commends, and our Barbers in Germany every where 
follow , as if he were e Mpolle's Oracle; yet oftentimes with great 
danger to the life of the Patients. And I wonder not that the cure 
doth oftentimes not anſwer expeRation , when as the place of 
Wurtzius that is quoted contains many errours; which young Chi- 
rurgians may obſerve, if they will take a little pains to compare the 
Short way of Hppocrazes, With that of Viurrs,

Where the ey-lids ſtick faſt to the coats of the eys, theedge of 
theknife (which is nothing elſe then the broader part of the Probe 
Table VIII. Figure VI. ) with great moderation mult be thruſt in 
between theey-lid and the coat of the eye, whereby thoſe things 
that ſtick together may be ſeparated, without doing any hurt, if 
poſſibly it may be ſo, taeither part. But if it be neceſſary to hurt 
any one part, let rather the adnaza of the ey lid than the eye,be cut. 
But when the eye is freed from the eye lids, a clean linnen cloath 
mult be put between them , that they may not be glewed together 
again.

But when bus 
oneeye hurt y and the ſound eye will ſerve ts ſeeqvithall , awe muſi not 
ſo rashly go about it ; eſpecially if the ſmall skingor web, be nos well ripe, 
ewhich ſometimes it will hardly be in three, four, five or more years, 
Nor yet muſt the matter that makes this web be any waies made 
thicker , as Iehar. Baptiſla Silvaticis, controverſ. 56, moſt ele- 
oantly decides this queſtion, And though moſt Authoursre- 
quirea little thicknivg of the humour, yer itis apparent by ex- 
perience, that the Cataract will be more eaſily couched , vthen 
24 us grovtn ripeperfettly.

Patient, as Mountebanks uſe to do { vwho are never ashamcd 
though theydonot perform i heir promiſes ſo theycanget by it ) but we 
muſt promiſeco do our beſt, 1, ro ſpeak the truth , never cried 
this manual operation, though I had the inſtruments ready by 
me; but [ ſawittwice performed by an Italian with good ſuc- 
ceſs, upon oneeye of acertain Nobleman of Pa1ua, andof a 
Monk of Verona, Butthe Artiit, who was of Padua, ordered 
his manual operation thus : 'T he Patient's body beino prepared, 
and God called upon for his afliſtance , he choſe a private cham= 
ber, where the I1ght was moderate ; and upona clear and quiet 
day, three hours before dinner, he placed the Patient, yer f:ft- 
ing, on aſeatnear rhe bed (at his back there was a bolſter or 
pillow ) ſothat he might look coward the light ; onthe fear 
that was oppoſite the Chyrurgian ſate, in 2a chair with his legs 
open, andthe Paticot ſitting berween his legs, and both his 
hands leaning on both tides upon his thighs; art the back of the 
Pariet:tan Atiiflant (holding the Patient's head firm and up= 
right with both his hands) covered his righteye, which was 
ſound, with cotron anda band ( ſee this Table Figure LV.) 
This being dene, the Afliftant laid ſome cnshions between the 
Chyrurgian and the Patient, that the Artiſt's arm might ſtand 
ſteady, See in Favritius Hildanus Cenr, IV. Obſerv. XVI. an 
inſtrument whereonthe Chyrurgian'sarm leans, aS upon a block 
or Pillar. This being likewiſe done, the Chyrurgian with his 
rizht thumb rubbed the cye that was 1ll, shutting his ey- lids, 
and then prefently opening them again ; and firſt chewing Fen- 
nel ſeed in his mouth, he did warm the eye with the vapour of 
it ; then he took a golden needle ( becauſe the Cataract to be 
couched was white, butafilver needle is requiſite , when the 
congealed humouris black, or ofany other colour ) which was 
tong and the handle ot it was chamfered and wound abour, that 
he might holdir the faſter ; and it was moſt sharp at the point , 
and was made leſs by degrees, Table IX, FigureI V: Where- 
fore hethruſt this in with hislefthand, near to the place of the 
eye, leaning uponthe outſide of the eye, ia the white thar is 
notfar diſtant from the ris, ſomeyvyhat above the middle of it ; 
and this he did not do violently, but winding it about by little 
and little, untill he penetrated the a cornea; Which

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r he Patient eaſily indured , with very little ſenſe of pains The 
_ needle thus thruſtia, he by and by dire&ed it tovvard the hole 
Of the pupilla, where the Web grevy ; and by degrees he brought 
ic to the innermoſt place of the skin ; which was done the more 
conveniently, becauſe the golden needle might be (een through 
the carnea, With this needle thruſt thither gently , and that he 
might remove the Web from the circumference of the hole, 
having turned it up and dovvn ſometimes ( for it doth not al- 
waies (ucceed the firſt time ) he'preffed it dovyn , and when 
the skin was freed in one part, hedid atlaſt ſeparate it with his 
nezdle, whereloeverit did yet ſticks and he thruſt it doyvn. 
wards jnto the lovveſt and obſcure part of the eye, When the 
«kin was come belovy the region of the pupilla, the Chyrure 
cian Shut theeyey and lefr the needle within it for a Quarterof 
:n hour, that the Web might ſtay in thelovver part, into which 
:tivas forced , which is known if the skin do not mount up 
2oain when the eye is moved, In the mean wthileheed muſi betaken 
: 0 couching a Catarat. vue do not cut it mto many parts; for 
thoſe pieces though they be prefied down , yet will they be ea- 
fly brought up again to the ſeat of the eye, and floting there 
will hinder the fizht, All theſe things beiog rightly perfor- 
med, the Ccouching of the Catara& ſucceeded well alſo; the 
black eye fight began to appear, and the Patient began to ſee. 
Artlength thruſting down the eye-lid , and Shutting the eye, 
he drew out the ncedle again :gently , leſt the matter which 
madethe Catara&t, should riſe up again to its fermer place, 
or the vitreous or cryſtalline humour Should be hurt. Nor is 
there any fear ofthe watry humour running forth , becauſe the 
hole made in this thick coat falls down again immediately fo 
ſoon as the needle is taken out, 

The operation being thus ended , and the eye being yyell 
and found , yet upon both eyes, kept shut for fix daies, he 
did daily three or four times Jay on cotton which was wet on 
one ſide with Roſe-water and Fennel-water , to which be 
addeda little Saffranand Fennel-ſeed in powder, for greater cor- 
roboration. But to prevent 1:flammation , he applied to the 
fore-head a linnen cloath moiſtnea with the white of an Egg 
beaten, on which were ſtrewed Galer's aſtringent powders ; 
and aboye the cotton and the defenſative , now mentioned, 
he bound another J1tnnencloath with aband, From that _ 
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the regiment of the Patient's diet was not large z5 but” he was 
alotted a very ſparediet, And that the ſight, not yetuſed to 
much light, should be overcome by it, he commanded that 
the Patient Should ſlay for a time in the dark , shutting the 
wooden windows all avout, and should by degrees uſe him- 
ſelf tothe light, And alſo that the ſpirirs might not be car- 
ried to the eye With any force , he did forbid all vehement 
motion, as Coughing , {neezing : crying Joud , and great 
training when the Patient went to ſtool; or to make water, 
He Jay on his back when he did eat or drink , neither did 
heriſe rogo to ſtool , bur he had a Cloſe-ſtool of wood ſer 
under him. And thus the Patient having regain'd his fore 
mer fight , by a diligent uſe of ProphylaRicks » and by an 
ifſve burned in his Arm, he lived ſafe and well many years, 
Alſo a notable Oculift N, Marianw, by birth a Roman, cou- 
ched a Suffution, very faitunately , in both eyes, according 
to Cel/us, when I ftood by in ima, 1637, in rhe moneth of 
December , for Mr. Tobias Neubronmerwus , and Miſttis Kazen- 
beckin, And theſe things $hall ſuffice concerning a Cata- 
rat h:ppily couched z which I have therefore brought out 
from my Shop of Obſervations, that ſuch as are ſtudious in 
Phyſick , if Mountebanks, who are moſt commonly truſtedtzo 
cure theſe Patients , $hall in their preſence not proceed as 
they oughr , they might be able to corretthem, Andfince 
that the manual operation for a Catara& is the moſt curious 
of all, Celſ Libr. 7. Cap, 7. De natura Oculorum & torum 
Suffufione, hath molt clearly ſet it down , to whom I refer 
the Reader; and ſhe that defireth more, let him read Plate- 
715, Or George Bartiſchthe Oculiſt at Dreſon. For the diſcuſſing 
of Cataracts fiiſt beginning , many deſcriptions of Cellyrium's 
arefound in Authours, to which they attribute moſt ſingular 
effects. 1] have tried that the gall of a Pike , with a lictle 
Sugar mingled together, after 1 had purged my whole bo» 
dy. , and had laied on a Veſicatory behind my ears , being 
dropped into my lett eye by my Brother's Son , it reſolved 
in one weeks ſpace 2 Catara& that was then beginning 2 A- 
drianw Spigelius ofcen uſed this remedy [uCceſſefully, who be- 
fide this did very much commend unto me the oil of the Li- 
yer of a River Weeſel ( concerning which ſee Foreflus Lib.

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and that other which is like to it, as being very good, and much 
uſed at Naples. This was deſcribed by 1ohn English in his pratice, 
which he calls the English Roſe, and Sennertus makes mention of it, 
Pr. L. 1.p r. ſe, 2. yetleaving out the deſcription, which is this: 
Take Fennel, Rue, Eybright, Vervain, Tormentil, Betony, Roſes, 
wild Endive, Maidenhair , Chickweed, Pimpernel, Swallow wort, 
Paper, Piony, Vine leaves, Smallage, Agrimonie, Honey-ſuckles, 
of each alike, bruiſe them ; and the n-xt day, put them thy 
bruiſed in white Wine; the ſecond day in a Boies wat:r who never 
knew Woman; the third day in Womans milk; aad the fourth 
day inthe pureſt honey ; at thisrime you muſt diftillthem, and 
keep it for your uſe. I never uledtheſe two waters , yet bclides my 
' Purpoſe 1 would propound them toſtudious young men, that they 
might trie the effects of rhem ) which were ſo much commended 
to me by a woſt tamous Phylitian, when they shall have occaſion. 

Fig. V. shews the hole jn the greater cauton of theeic, witha 
coat of the Impoſtume ; upon this hole is apipe ſet ( 7 Tablel. 
Figurel.) thatit may defend thecie ; and by pref ng the skin near 
to it, may dull the feeling, whileſt the naked or rotten bone is burnt 
with a red hot iron , made like an Olive (b Table XIX, Figure VI.) 
thruſt into the pipe ; then lay fine lint on the bone cauterized, un- 
till the ſcale part from the bones then the hollow Fiſtula muſt be 
join'd together , with a ſponge wet in Allum Wine, and preſſed 
forth , and kept down with an inſtrument with a broad head ; when 
it is glewed together , the wound mult be kept dreſt with Sarcoticks 
and Epuloticks, 

Fig. VI. shews theright cie faſtned witha ring ( cTable VIII 
Figure V. ) and aPolypus hanging down from the right noftril, 
and the cutting ofa tumour with a coat under the skin, riſen in the 
upper jaw: whoſe coat betng unawares broken with a Diamond (4) 
the matter being evacuated, Iſeparated it; as faras the root went, 
witha broad Probe, from the skin and the muſcles under it; which 
Icut out witha sharp knife ( Table XII. Figure [I,) andI touched 
the ſmall bone very well with an aQual cauterie ( Table XIKX. Fi- 
gure VII. ) this being done I brought the wound together, with 
Plaiſters ſpread upon linnen. 

Fig VII, repreſents a glaſs veſſel (e Table YIIT. Figure X.) 
bound to the ele, by the tunnel whereof collyrinous are dropt into 
the eic by drops; then it shews the way to draw out a Polypus out 
of the noſtrils, by an inſtrument invented by Hierom. Fabritins ab 
Aquapenaente ; allo the Polypus laid hold of by the Pincers, and 

placed 
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placed beyond them, Matthew Glandorp'us hath written a moſt 
elegant Tract of the nature and cure of a Polypus, which thoſe that 
will cure it «hall read with exceeding great profit. 

Fig, VIIL, shews how thecutting of a tumour with a coat, which 

rew amonglt the muſcles of the upper lip, as great asa Hen epg, 
did abſolutelie deform a moſt honeſt and moſt beautifull Matron , 
not without great pain , her lips, for the cutting forth of the tu- 
mour, were drawn one fram the other with hooks: Sce underneath 
aſingular Hiſtorie, 

Fig. IX. shews an excreſcence of flesh like aſponge in the fore- 
part of the Palate, riſen bchind the cutting teerh ; it was greater 
thana Walnut , and as often as it was touched with the finger or 
tongue, but ealilie, it would ſend forth a great quantitie of blood: 
Of which accident ſee underneath an eſpecial obſervation.

Of the cutting forth of the Upula corrupted ; perforation of the 
Sharp Artery; cauterizing the binder part of the Head ; 
and of the manner of making a ſeton , with ared hot needle, 
inthe nape of the neck,, and tip of the ear- 


F'*: IT. shews half the Uvula ſphacelated, which , before the 
corruption ſpread,and infect the whole Uyula and the parts about 

it, is tobe cut off with a thread put to it, and bound about it 
witha ring ( « Table IX, Figure VII. ) 

Fig. IT. The ring being prepared ( « Table [X. Figure VII. ) 
the Aſſiſtant muſt put down the tongue with a /peculum ors ( Table 
XI. FigureIV.) ( Table XXX VI. Figure VII. ) But the Chirurgi- 
an mult lay hold, with the ring, on that part of the Uvula which 
1s corrupted, and he hall draw ſtronglie the thread that is marked 
(6) either withthe left hand or with the right , and ſo he $hall 
moſt cloſelie bind the Uvula; when he hath made a knotby the 
Uvula, he muſt cut off the thread (c) with his cizers, and draw- 
ing out the inſtrument, he shall leave both the ends hanging cut of 
the mouth, untill the Uvula falls off the ſecond or third day. 

If the Uvula grow flaggie by reaſon of much phlegm running in- 
toit, the powderof raw Allum mixt with white Pepper, is uſed 
with excellent ſucceſs, blownuptoit, The way to blow in ſuch 
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powder, 1s chis : The tongue being thruſt down with ſpeculum orss 
( which the Chirurgian $shall hold in his left hand ) he $hall pre- 
ſentlie with his right handſet the ſpoon ( 4.) filled with this pow- - 
der tothe Uvula; then shall he take the other end of the pipe(e) 
in his raouth , and blowing $hall ſcatter all the powder in the ſpoon 
about the mouth and Uvula, See Guilhel. Fabriz. Hilaan. Cenz, 2, 
Ob/erv, 2, of the cure of the Uvula relaxed. | 

Fig. UI. Thesharp Arrterie,in affeQtions of theLarinx whichare 
readie to choke us, is molt fafelie perforated by a Chirurgian who is 
not ignorant of Anatomie, the way following: The Patient's bead 
being inclined backwards , not only that the sharp Arterie may be 
ſen plainlie 3 bur alſo that it may be made longer, and the mem- 
branous diſtinctions in it may appear more exactly, aline muſt be 
drawn with ink , by the middle and forepart of the length of the 
neck , almoſt as far as the hollow part of rhethroar. Then, with 
the finger, we muſt touch the head of the sharp Arterie ; next we 
muſt exa&lie , with the finger, ſearch out the end of the Larinx 
on the forepart ; this being found out , we muſt deſcend untill ſuch 
time as three or four rings of the sharp Arterie be paſt over ( three 
in thoſe that have but short necks, and four in thoſe that have 
long necks; which bounds we know either by ſenſe or by reaſon ; 
by ſenſe, ina lean neck ; but by reaſon, imagining and conjectu- 
riog at the largeneſs of three rings; in which caſe we muſt view the 
sharp Arteric of one that js well ) thatthere inciſion may be made; 
yet not iminediatclic under the Larinx, leſt inflammation , which 
eaſfilie follows after incifion , should be communicated to the La- 
rinx , that was before shut too much. The membranous place 
being thus found out , the middle circle , between two griſly cir« 
cles, muſt be marked with ink, according to the length of the 
neck : Afterwards the skin . with the fleshie membrane under it, 
here and there, being laied hold on with the fingers of the Aﬀiſtant; 
nawely, with the thumb and tore-finger of both hands, by the 
length of the line made from the Larinx to the throat (for ſo there 
is no danger that any veſſels, nerve or muſcle should be hurt ) it muſt be 
cut with a crooked knife (f) fo that the overthwart line be in the 
middle of the inciſion ; and the incifion muſt be made ſolong, that 
being dilated it may contain the thumbs breadth , and may admit 
the uſe of the double edyed Knife (g.) 

Fig. IV. Incifion being made, the lips of the wound muſt be 
drawn open with the fingers , and the blood muſt be wiped away 
with the ſponge (3 ) thatthe two muſcles which lie immediately 
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upon the sharp Artery, and are called Srernohyoidet , may appear, 
Then the muſcles which are diſtinguished by a certain white line, 
ate to be drawn aſunder, at length, with the haft of the knife ( 
that the body of the sharp Artery may come tobe ſeen. 

Fig. V. When the Artery appears, the diſtance mult be kept 
open with a blunt hook here and there, untill inciſion be made 
overthwart, between one and the other cartilage by the edge of the 
divided ſpatha (g. ) . But the knite muſt be thruſt in ſo deep, that 
it may reach the hollow of the sharp Artery; and this is the fign 
that ir is gone in ſo far, 1fthe breath come forth of the wound with 
a murmuring noiſe. Then a pipe of tilver (&) with holesin it, 
and crooked, that is exactly as big as the wound made in the Arte. 
1y » that isshort that it may not touch the inſides of the Artery , 
with shoulders that it may not be ſucktin with the breath, and tied 
with two threads that it may bedrawn forth and taſtned, muſt be 
put into the wound made in the Artery ; and there it muſt beleft 
ſolong as all fear of inflammation is paſt. Then the pipe muſt be 
drawnforth, and renewing , if need be, the wound of the skin and 
fleshy membrane by ſcarification, the lips mutt be drawn together 
and ſtitched ; and being ſo brovght together, they muſt be kept 
ſowith plaiſters ſpread upon linnen cloath, and with convenient 
ligature, 

Fig. VI. repreſents a ſeton burnt into the tip of the Jeft ear, to 
intercept the matter that ran thence continually, by a vein pricked 
through with a needle and burnt , to nourish and augment the ty- 
mour , which hanging by a thicker baſis from the neck, by reaſon 
of the angular veins, and the inward branch of the carotick Artery, 
can neither be cut off, nor yet ſeparated fromthe 5kin. TheEC- 
char being taken away with butter , Iput firſt into the ſeton a ring 
of lead, untill that was perfectly healed ; after that I put in a gold 
ring with arich pearl init, inſtead of the leaden ring , ſuch a one 
as your Arabian women hold a great grace to wear in the Japs of 
both rheirears : With this putting in of rings, not only then» 
creaſe of the tumour was hindred , but alſo by accident it grew fo 
ſmall, that the noble Patient, wearing a ſtomacher , could eafily 
hideit. See Table XX XV. Figure lI. of cutting forth and ampu- 
tating a tumour contain'd ina cover. 

Fig. VII. shews the cauterizing of the hinder part of the head, of 
peopleinyears, with a red hot iron that is round, where there is 
danger of an Apoplex and other ſleepy diſeaſes. But the hollow of 
the hinder part of the head ufeth to be cauterized with a red hot 
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iron , eſpecially in children new born , and thoſe that ſuck the 
breaſts who ar2 frequently troubled with the Falling-fickneſs , 
by reaſon of a cold and moiſt temper of their brain, For the cure 
and preſervation trom this diſeaſe > Phyſick hath found out 2 
reſent remedy z namely, to burn the hinder part of the neck ; 
which isas itis a moſt ſafe way, ſo1t doth moſt commonly make 
revullion , derivation and evacuation of the phlegmatick hu= 
mours, with apparent good which burthen the head. Hence 
ir is that cauterizing the nape of theneck is ſo commonin ſome 
laces ; that at Florence none or very few children are found, 

that are not ſo cauterized preſently after they are baptized. The 
hair therefore being shaved off, we muſt make an iron inftru= 
ment red hot , which is the oval and long fashioned ( Table 
V11. ) fitfor the hollow of the hinder part of the head, be= 
tween the firſt and ſecond vertebra of the neck - Wherewith, 
when the danger is ſmall in tender age , and when the paroxyſm 
is off, it muſt be touched only once lightly ; but when the 
danger is greater in riper ape, in the paroxyſm, and when for 

many daies the place muſt be kept open, the iron inſtrument 
muſt be thruſt on deeper twice or thrice, Afterwards we muſt 

apply to the place cauterized, either butter with Diapalma, or 

elſe Triapharmacum , that the Eſchar may falloff; which being 

takenaway , the ulcer muſt be kept open ſo long as need requi- 
reth, and muſt be let run with cer«z#m ſaerumor Diachylon. Laſt 

of all let it be brought to cicatrize with ceratum de Cerufla , or 

ſome other healing medicament, A Seton in the ſameplace 
made with three inſtruments; namely, with the Cizers, a red 
hot Needle, and a Seton, voids forth the humours that fill the 

head, by putting them back from theeysto the neck ; ir makes 
derivation of thoſe that fall down tothe jaws and throat ; andit 

intercepts thoſe which fall on the ſpina dorfi, and the joints of 
thelimbs, But ſince there s ſogreat benefit of a ſeton, I thought 
goed , for the help of Students, to ſet doWn the reaſon and manner hovy 

to makeit , both inwords and figures- 

The Partzent muſt (it on a low ſeat, and the Phyſitian with his 
forefinger muſt ſearch our the place fit for aleton , or that cavie 
ty which is between the firſt and ſecond vertebra of the neck, 
When he hath found this , the hair muſt be preſently shaved off, 
ard the place to be bored through muſt be marked long waies 
with writing jok , ſo that the line may be 1n the middle of the 
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hollow ; but that the ſaid middle place may not be miſſed, the Pa. 
tient muſt hold his neck ftreight to the Chyrurgian ; then the Chy. 
rurgian shall alſo mark both the holes, that muſt be made borh on 
theright tide and on the left, with writing ink, that the diltance 
between both marks may be.one finger and a hal? broad, more or 
leſs as the Patient's skin is thick or thin. ; 

Fig. VIII. The place being marked, and tli© ink dried, the Pa. 
tient mult ſo lean back with his head , that the skKin and fleshy Pan- 
nicle may berelaxed ; then the Chyrurgian shall fiſt with his fin- 
gers draw away the skin and fleshy membrane , from the muſcles 
that are underthem, and of the {aid covers, as much as may be 
done ( yct leaving the muſcles of the neck untouched, for fear of 
convullion and other ill accidents which may happen } wirh a pair 
of Pincers ( 1 or m Table VL. Figure I,i}, LI.) that are fir for it, 
he shall lay hold of them , draw them to him and bind rhem faſt, 
as hard as the Patient can well indureit, or rather untill it cauſeth 
Pain ; that ſo the nerves being bound,the part to be bored through 
may grow ſenceleſs almoſt, and the Patient may leſs feel the burn- 
ing inſtrument, whichotherwiſe is painfull enough : But heshall 
ſo lay hold of the Skin and membrane with his Pincers , that the 
line drawn before on the length of the cavity, and the marks of 
the holes, to be made on both ſides, may be ſcen through the 
holes of the Pincers exatly, Then he $hall thruſt in the needle 
(:: Table VII. Figure IV. ) very well made red hot, that it may 
paſs throvgh both holes of the Pincers in an inſtant , and shall ſud- 
denly draw it forth again. 

Fig. IX. After this, the Pincers remaining unmoved , he hall 
paſs a pointed inſtrument through it, whichat one end hath a wax- 
en little pellet, and at the other end a filken thread faſtned to it 
( Table VU. FigureV.) and he $shall draw this thread , wet inthe 
white ofan Egg , as far as the middle of it ſmeared with butter, and 
there shall he leave it. 

Fig. X, Theſe things being done, . he shall bring both ends of 
the falk to the foreparts of the neck, and to the breaſt ; and he 
Shall bind the part with a four double linnen cloath wet in Roſe- was 
ter and the white of an Egg, to hinder inflammation, and then 
wrung out again, and with convenient ligature, The dajecs that 
follow, commonly untill the ſixth day, before he doth draw the 
filk by degrees, ſometimes to theright hand, and ſometimes to 
thelett, he muſt anoint that part of the filk which mult be drawn 
nader the skin , with ſome digeſtive ; and on the outſide he _

1, 
obſer, 40, deſcribeth, and prefers it before the former way of

at the end of the probe made red hot, that it may be candenſed 
and the hairs may no more grow upon it. 2. The cutting forth of 
an Atheroma, which bred in the middle of the forchead, and was 
greater then a Walnut : In this Figure the skin 15 cut which covers 
the caſe of the Atheroma, overthwart with a crooked knife; but 
inthe fourth Figure long waies, that the whole Impoſtume may be 

taken forth with its coat. Effefts worth conſideration do follow 
{the incifion made on the forehead overthwart; for the fibras of 
"the muſcles of the forehead being cut overthwart, the ey brows 
hang down, and hinder the opening of the ey-lids; alſo there 
follows an incurable palſie of the ey-lids, by reaſon of the cut- 
ting of thenerves; whichthing was proved by Adrianus Spigeling , 
upon a {mall wound only on the nerveof the forchead, as he ob- 
ſerved in Fabr, corp, hum, lib. 7. cap,2. But becauſe this kind of 
Tumor aroſe in the middle of the muſcles of the forchead , and 
the overthwart incifion did hurt to very few fibras of the muſcles, 
there followed upon this no pallie or other inconvenience , which 
might hinder the eye lids to be lifted up. But that the cutting 
forth of this Atheroma may be better underſtood, | shall very 
drieflic ſet down the cure of Tumors that are covered with coats. 
+ Tumors with coats, as Meliceris, Atheroma and Steotoma , hang 
forth either as figs by a ſlender ſtalk, ( Table XXXII1IL. Figure ll.) f 
: qrelſe with a larger root they ſtick within any part. Thoſe thar 
- hang forth are not cut oat, butarecut off at the routs in timerous 
1” people, a thread being bound abour the part to ſtupific it, and 
left there till rhe ſwelling falls off; but in ſtout men they are cut 
way with a sharp knife. Bur if the blood ruos forth abundantlie 
after that the Tumor is cut away , or the thread leaves any part of 
the root behind, then, that we may not fear that it should grow 
| 25y more, the place mult be lightlie touched with a red hot iron, 
1 and when the eſcar is fallen, we muſt heal it up again. This way of 
'{ manual operation is moſt readie, and by reaſon the ulcer is but 
{ fmallandequal, the cure is ſvon done. Thoſe tbat lie upon the

by rexſon of yeins and arteries, cannot be taken forth, wherefore 
they muſt be cut off, But amputation or cutting them off accord- 
ing to Hierom, Fabrit. ab Aquapend. is done with Pincers, which 
receive and take fait hold of the whole Imnoſtume as far as the 
roots of it ; which afterwards to hinder the flux of blood, is cyt 
away with red hot knives with sharp edges, all above the pincers, 
(ſuch a pair of pincers as Guil. Fabrit. Hildan. de'cribes cen, 1, 
obſer. 2.) without drawing the skin from the bag. Then the place 
muſt be dreſſed with dig-ſtives, cleanſers, farcoricks and epu]c. 
ticks. The reſt are cut forth and not cut off; the curing of them 
forth 1s performed thus: Firſt of all the Patient muſt be placed as 
commodiouſly as he can be, either on a ſeat or on a bed oppofire 
to the clear hght and to the Chirurgian ; and »t it be a fearfy] 
child or woman, or one that is faint- heart: d , he muſt be bound 
with his hands behind him, left either being impatient of pain, 
he should divers wates with his hands hinder the Operator in his 
operation , or being frighted he Should toſs himſelf every way, as 
Marcus Aurel, Sevirin. out of Hippocrates de offc. Med. warns us I. 
de abſceſsib. anon, cap. 23. The Patient being ſeated , the hairs muſt 
be shavedaway, (if the Tumor be on the head, or c}ſe there is no 
need to do that) and with ink we muſt mark out the Jength we 
mean to cur, which muſt be as much as the tumor is in round. 
neſs; ſometimes the Tumor requires a double incifion, like to 
a croſs on theskin, and thenthe firſt incifion muſt be longer then 
the ſecond. There is made but one incifion upon a {mall and mean 
Tumor , eſpeciallie when it ſticks to the muſcle of the fore head 
or temples, leſt their fibras or veſſels should be burnt overthwarrt. 
A Tumor that is next to a wean, called a greater , requires to be 
cut liketoacroſs; and a Tumor that is covered with hair will ad- 
mit of the ſameincifionalſo: Yet in a tingle and crofs fashioned 
incifion, we muſt take care that the bag underneath the skin be 
not cut aſunder, eſpeciallic in Meliceris, for then the humor runs 
forth, andthe tumor fails, ſo that the bag can hardlie be taken 
out. And it is neceſſary that the coat which contains matter like 


tohonie, or to pap, shovld be taken out whole; for if but the. 


leaſt part of it be left behinde, it will be the occalion to make it 
grow again: But in Steatoma whereas that fattie tallow , or the 
more ſolid ſubſtance of the ſauet hardlic will run forth, there is 
not ſo great danger in hurling the bag; and if the tumor do not 
fall down , the coat may be pulled away very eafilie; wherefore the 


crooked knife, with whichonlie the sKin muſt be cut, muſt have 
an 
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an edge on the ontlide thar is turned back and blunted , (Fig. II.) 
inci:ion being made, either but onear length, or two like acrols ; 
the larger part of the prube (Table VilI. Figure VI.) muſt be thruſt 
in b-tween the 5kin and the bag, which hath another colour then 
the skin hath; and with this the bay laid hold on muſt be parted 
from theskiv whick will be eafily done, becauſe the bag doth 
not ftick very fait tr the sKin: Bur if the bag round about do ſtick 
more faſt torheskin, ir muſt be parted with the edge of the knife 
held ſlanting, . Table 11, Figure 1.) and it mult bc: feparared under 
neath with the handle of the knife, (Table XII. Figure IV.) whullt 
you do make this ſeparation, the blood that runs forth muſt be con- 
rinaallie wiped away with a ſponge, that it may not hinder the 
Operator in his work. If the Chyrurgian come to the bottom of 
the bay, he muſt cut the vein that brings nourishment to the 
tumor; with the edge of the knife overthwartly , that not ſo 
muci asthe levt part -f the bag may belefr, to breed the tumor 
again. This being done, and the bag perfealy drawn forth, he 
$ball join together the lips of rhe wound, (which if they be very. 
looie , Shew thattheskinis too much, and he muſt cut off the 5kin 
thatis ſup-rfluous, letting ſtirching alone at this time , by reaſon 
of ths grea: pains the Patient hath endured alrcady) laying plaitters 
upon lianen croſs wiſe. Thus did I moſt happily cure two Athe- 
rom , , that were as big as Gooſe-eggs, upon'the knee of a cer- 
taio Pri-ſ. 

But if the bag bealready broken, cither of itſelf, or by the 
careleſneſsof the Chyrurgian, then it is neceſſary that eicher the 
tumor grow agaia, or that there remain in that place almoſt an 
incurable and ſtinking ulcer, where we muſt conſider the time 
when it broke, It it be broken now , we muſt thruſt in between 
theskin and the bag thegreaterend of the probe, or handleof the 
penknife, untill ſuch time as the membrane of the tumour be 
torallie ſeparated. But if it break long before, it muſt be con- 
lumed with ſepticks in thoſe that are more fearful , or with red 
hot irons in thoſe that are more Rout hearted, This being waſted , 
the wound muſt be digeſted, cleanſed, and incarnated and cica- 
trized, See Aitius Tetrab. 4. ſerm. 3. cap. 7,8. and Celſus lib. 7« 
cap. 6, of the cure of Meliceris, Steatoma and Atheroma by manual 
operation, which he deſcribes in theſe words ; shaving firſt all the 
hairoff, jf they are covered with hair, you muſt make incifion 
through the middle, either long ways, or with a croſs; but the 


coat of Steatoma muſt be cutalſo, that what is within it may run 
K 3 forth, 
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forth , becauſe that coat is not eaſilie parted from the skin and the 
flesh of the muſcles under it; but in the r:t, namelie Meliceyis 
and Atheroma, the bag muſt be kept untouched and whole; byt 
forthwith, as the skin is cut, the white coat ſtretched out shews 
it ſelf; and then with the haft of the knife the coat muſt be parted 
from theskinand flesh , and muſt be caſt out with that is contained 
within it: Yet ifatany time the coat ſticks faſt to the muſcle on 
the lower part, that that may not be hurt, the upper part of that 
coat muſt be cut away with a pair of cizers, and the other part 
under muſt be left within; when the whole coat 1s taken forth , 
the lips of the wound muſt be joined, anda band or ſuture muſt 
make them faſt, ( if the fick can away with it ) and above all muſt 
be laid a glutinative medicament : when the whole coat, or half, 
which ſticks faſt tothe muſcle, orany part of the coat is left with- 
in, after corroſives, ora little fire, things muſt beapplied which 
cauſe quitter. 

Fig. III. Shews the relaxation of the upper eye-lid in the right 
eye, and the cure of the ſame in the left; which Hierom Fabrit. ab 
Aquapend, ſeems to prefer before the abſolute and cruel manual 
way Celſus uſed, in theſe words: ButTI, when the upper eye-lid 
covers theeye, lay ona glutinous matter , ( ora linnen cloth wet 
12 my glewing medicament , . 

Take Dragons Blood, 
Frankincenſe, 
Sarcocotta, 
Maſlich, 

Of each onedram, beat all with the white of an Egg , and 
minglethem, like to the thickneſs of Honie) bound on with two 
or three ſtrings all over the upper eye-lid ; and another linnen 
cloth like the tormer ( as for the ſtrings ) Ilay above the eye. brows 
on the fore head; then 1 tie both or all three ſtrings, drawn ſtreight, 
to the ſtrings underneath, and ſo the eye is held open : alſo it 
comes to paſs, that ina convenient ſpace of time, the eye lid re- 
Iaxed is cured, by means of the ſaid glew that dries and bindes, 
and contraCts both the fore- head and the'cye-lid. This way of cure 
ſucceeds ſingularly well, becauſe it not only dries up what moiſture 
!5run in, butitalſo hinders all new flux of humors ; which thing 
I tried upon a Noble- woman , witneſs Georgius Bamlerus, who would 
not believe it, till he ſaw the effe& of it with admiration. : 

Fig. IV, Repreſentsthe cutting of the fore-head in fashion like 
a croſs, above the bag of Atheroma, whereof I ha 55," 
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Fig. 1I. making inciſion upon theekin witha crooked Knife ; and 
if the Chirurgian cannot part the coat from the skin with this 
probe, he muſt part it with his knife , Table1I. FigureI. which 
that he may doas he should, he muſt proceed warily ; and he mult 
uſe the knife rather {lantinglie then ſtreight out , tor the ſtreight 
way will cut too faſt , and muſt needs hurt the bag. In the right 
eye adiſeaſe is repreſented called auyew@0xawe, ( that is when the 
upper eye-lid cannot cover the eye) and it is cured in the left, by 
an invention propounded by Aquapenders, which is is moſt milde, 
and if it be continued moſt certain : Let a linnen cloth wet in my 
glew be applied to the uppereye-lid, faſtened to three ſtrings, (1) 
and another to the cheek, ſo that it may be right againſt the upper 
cloth , withits ſtrings, (2) the glew being dried , and the cloths 
ſticking faſt tothe skin , their ſtrings muſt be bound faſt together , 
and be continvallie tied faſter: And if theſe two cloths do not 
ſuffice, a third cloth mult be laid on the fore: head above the eye- 
brow, with its ſtrings, (3) and a fourth to the cheek beneath the 
ſecond, and anſwering directly againſt the third (4) muſt be laid 
on, and theſe alſo ſtick faſt ; the ſtrings muſt be tied together , 
and knit with a double knot, ſo it will be, that the upper eye lid 
will be ſtretcaed , and drawn tothe Jowereye-lidy and will cover 
the eye. 1 never tried this wav of cure, but I have often ſeen it uſed. 

Fig, V. shews the cure of Staphyloma, which ſometimes hath 
a larger baſis (6b) then all the body of it beſides, and ſometimes 
a ſmallerthen the reſt, (4) and this is performed by tying of it , 
called conttriftion : If the Staphyloma be in the right eye, the 
Patient is moſt com modiouſlic ſeated at the feet of the Chirur- 
gian , andleaning back with his head upon the Chirurgians knees ; 
if the diſeaſe be in the left eye , the Patient mult fit on a ſeat UP- 
poſtteto the Chirurgian. 

Cel/is hb. 7, cap. 7. deſcribes the conſtriQion of Staphyloma that 
hath a narrow baſis: Theeye-lids being drawn aſunderat the very 
roots, through the middle of the baſis of the Staphyloma over- 
thwart , ( from that corner which is proper for the right hand to 
the other) a needle is paſſed , carrying with it two pieces of flax, 
or 4 double thread; the muddle of the double thread being cut 
aſunder, and the needle being removed, we mult ſtrongly binde 
together the two cnds of the ſingle thread upon the ſuperiour part, 
andthetwo ends of the other thread upon the inferiour part, and 
theſe cutting by degrees , do cut it out. But this manual operation, 
and that which follows , is ulcd not to recover the fight already 

K 4 loſt, 
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loſt (for that is impoſſible) butthar moderate comlineſs may 
be repaired to the Patient's content. 

Paulus Mgineta lib. 6. dere. med, cap, 19. ſers down the cureof 
Staphyloma that hath a broad bad, : Wherefore we mult paſs a 
needle without a thread , fromthe Jower parts upward, through 
the baſis of the Staphyloma » and ancther needle drawing after 
ira double thread , we muſt paſs from that cauton of the eye 
which is tothe right hand, to the other, through the bottom 
of the Scaphyloma ; and the firſt needle ſtaying in, which was 
chruſt through without a thread , we muſt cur rhe thread inthe 
middle by the needleseye ; and the needle being taken away, 
we muſt, by the threads , bind onepart ofthe Sraphyloma to the 
upper parts, and the other toward the nether parts, Hyrercm, 
Fabrit, ab Aquapend. in both Staphyloma's uſcth a filken thread 
not twiſted but ſingle ; and red , becauſe the colour helps well 
both for conſtrition andfor ſeftion, The thread being tied to- 
gether in both diſeaſes, the white of an Egg muſt bc beaten, 
and wool dipt in it laid uponthe eye , to keep off inflammation, 
Thenextdayafter the taking off the ligature, the eye muſt be 
dreſſed with gentle medicaments, untill the threads , together 
with the Staphyloma, fall away. 

Fig. VI. shews the cure of Proryginm , which growing firſt 
from rhe internal avgle of the eye, extends it ſelf beyond the 
ficht of the eye, and hindring the ſight requires manual opera- 
tion ; Which being perfoimed by tive hands ſucceeds excellent- 
ly well, 1f it be performed that way I now $shall shew you. The 
Patient, as Iſaid concerning Staphyloma, beitg rightly pla- 
ced , the Chyrurgian $hall apply a glewing linnen cloath both to 
his upper and under eye-lids, both of which $hall have a 
long ftring at the end , which the Afſiſtant's hand , being 
far from rheeye , $hall lay hold of, ands$hall draw it to himſclf, 
thar the eye-lids may be drawn aſunder; and being ſo drawn 

 aſunder , may be kept 1n thar poſture without any inconvenience 
to the Chyru191an 1n his operation. Another Afliftant shall 
put the ring, Fable VIII. Figure V, upon the eye and hold it firm. 
Theeye-l1ds being thus drawnaſunder , and the eye being held 
firm by the ring , the Chyrurgian very carefully shall put under - 
his ſmall h-ok with thepoint of it a little crooked, Table VIII. 
Figure IX. co liftup the Pterygium about the middle of the fight 
cfrheeye, thathe hurt not the cornea; then he $hall thruſt a 
| - needle 
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needle 2 little bent , which hath in it a ſingle filk thread, of a red 
colour , under the Prerygium which is lifred up by the hook 
put under jt ; and he $ha'ltake both ends of the thread in his left 
hand , and he shail ſeparate the Pterygium ſtretched forth by the 
thread , by iittic and little, from the middle as far as the end of 
ic, With the hafr of his knif?, Table XII. Figure TV. held 1n 
his right hand, This being done ler him tzke away the thread, 
and with his hook lay hold on that part of the haw thar is ſepara- 
ted z and having laied hold of it, let him ſtretch it our, and fo 
conrinue the ſeparation of the haw with the hafr of his knife, un- 
tillhe come to the great cauton of th» eye, where the haw mult 
be ſoacurately cut forth with the knife, Table XII. Figure ll. 
thatnothing may belefrof ir , which being ulcerared will hard- 
ly admit of any cure, noryer any part of the.caruncle may be di- 
, minished , leſt the diſeaſe of the eye called 'qvas be. cauſed there= 
by, This manual operation beiog performed, driers muſt be 
applied tothe eye , concerning which ſee Sennerrus , Fabrit. ab 
Aquapendenteand Celſus, 

Fig. VII. repreſents a wound of the right cheek that was 
made by acut ; and theupperlip was cur as faras the fore-teerh 
in the micdlelike to a hareslip. 

Fig. VIII. shewsthe cure of the aforeſaid infirmities : The 
lips of the wound are brought to touch one the other, and being 
ſo brought they are keptſo by emplaſtick linnen cloaths , vneill 
they be healed : Butthe hare-lip muſt be helped the way here 
following, The cloyen lip muſt be taken hold of on both fides 
with ſma}l hooks , and muſt be ſeparated from the gums with a 
fit knife, Table IT Figure. theo a linnencloach muſt be thruſt 
in betwixt the lip and the gums, that they may not grow toge- 
theragain; andglew on both ſides with ſtrings that muſt be ap- 
plied : this being done the lips of «the fiſſure muſt be renewed 
witha pair ofcizers; and being renewed they muſtbe brought 
to touch onethe other with ſtitchings, which will not ſo ſoon 
break forth again , but by the ſtrings drawn together with the 
gleware kept ſo, until] the lips may grow perfealy together 
by the help of Spanish Balſom. |

Is. I, shews how hollow and rotten teeth, to ſtop the rotten: 
neſs, are burnt with red hotirons , (fetcht out of Table XIX.) 
and thruſt into them, 

Fig. II. shews how a tooth bred out of itgplace, and offending 
the cheek , is cut forth with an iron Inſtrument, Table XI. Fig, 11, 

Fig. III. repreſents the Tunnel applied, deſcribed and pictured 
Table X. Figure XI. whoſe narrow end is put between the out- 
ward gums , and the broaderend receives the liquid nourishment, 
and lets it through the narrow end to the throat of thoſe whoſe 
teeth are very cloſe shut together. . | 

Fig. IV. $hewsa Palate eaten away with the French Pox , ſothat 
the hole paſſed through into the cavitie of the noſe, and hindred 
the voice from being articulatelie pronounced; this 1 ſtopt with a 

olden Inftrument, to which a ſponge was faſtned , whereby the 
Patient ſpake his words plainlie and diftin&lie. After the uſe of the 
decoction , I touched that hole with red hot irons, which nature, 
after that ſome ſmall bones were caſt off, filled with flesh; when 
the ulcer was filled with flesh, I brought it to cicatrize with Gar- 
gariſms and drying Errhius. 

Fig. V. admoniskesthe young PraQitioners in Chirurgerie, that 
in curing the diſeaſe of the ears, they should rather gentlie drop 
in any liquors convenient, than to caſt them in violently by a 
Syringe , leaſt the membrane of the Tympanum break , and there 
follow incurable deafneſs. 

Fig. VI, draws aſunder, with a dilating inſtrument, (Table IX. 
Figure IX.) teeth that are cloſed faſt together, that the ſick may

Fig. VII. shews the application of jpecr/nm ors, very neceſſary 
to ſearch the diſeaſes of the jaws, Table XI Figure lV. For the 
foreſaid inſtrument not onlie deprefſes the rongue, but it alfo 
keeps the nether jaw preſſed down , untill ſach time as the place 
affeced be more nearlie ſearched out, medicaments may be ap- 
pliedtoir, with the ſpatula ſet on the fide thereof, and perforated 
with many holes; ſometimes only the tongue is put down, that 
the faults of the mouth may be ſeen ; The more thick excremenrs 
of the tonguz are ſcraped away with the crooked fide of the 
Spatula, which has an edge, and theſe in very hot burning feavers 
commonlie ſtick faſt tot, 

Fig. VIII. shews the way to cut the ſing under the tongue 
that 15 too ſtrait , and as ſome think hinders mens ſpeech ; which 
Midwives every where tear aſunder with their nailes, and our 
Barbers imprudentlic rend it with a lancer , oft-times with a great 
flux of blood, and pain , which afterwards proves the cauſe of 
other mickiefs ; which thing Hrerom Fabric. ab Aquap. relates in 
theſe words following , annexing withal how we ought to perform 
this manual operation : Beſides the depreſſion of the tongue, and 
{craping of it, there is a third way of manual operation to be 
performed about the tongue, when the ſtring under the tongue 
1s cut ; of which before I ſpeak, I would give you warning of 
the rashneſs of Midwives every where, who in all, making no 
difference, cut the ſtring under the tongue in every new born 
child, with the nails of the fore ſinger, which they ever keep 
ready and $sharp for that purpoſe; which office if they should not 
perform , they cannot believe that the childe will ever ſpeak ; as 
if by nature (O the wonderful and not ſufficiently to be lainented 
iSnorance of almoſt all Midwives) a man could not ſpeak , who 
hath by nature ſpeech given to him as his proper faculty, without 
any help of any foolich woman to afliſt her, And Ifaw achilde 
new born, whileſt he was kept 1n longer then he might ſtay for 
the ſecondines, he neither cried nor felt any trouble ; but after 
that the Midwife unwiſely cut rhe ſtring of his tongue with her 
nail, he preſently fell to crying for pain that he endured : But 
this is the ſmalleſt matter, that truly is of moſt concernment, 


namely , that becauſe of that cutting with the nails, oft-times in- 
fants 
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fants cannot I:y hold of the nipple of the mother ornurſe, nor yet 
ſock th: milk, but Gie for want of ir; or elſe breafls ſwell that 
give ſuck, or which is yet far worſe, the parents impute the fault 
hereof cither to hard labor in childe-birth, or coming before the 
time, orelſeto the weakneſs of th2 childe only to lay hold on the 
nipple» or to any other cauſe, rather then to the fault of the 
Midwife; which being it is the true cauſe, I much wonder that 
there is not a proviſional Law made to hinder the death of children, 
which isoft-times procured by Midwives: wherefore I admonish 
you , that you forbid Midwives to touch the tongues of yours or 
your friends children with their nails. And if perchance that ſtring 
under the tongue be greater then it should be, it may be cut at any 
ape, which yetſeldom , and very ſeldom indeed , happens to this 
ſtring 3 becauſe Nature would not have made man fitto ſpeak, un- 
leſs she had made and granted unto him fit inſtruments for that 
purpoſe: And if of an hundred thouſand children one child is born 
with agreater ſtring , where manual operation is needful , there is 
no difference whether it be cut preſently, or afterdelivery, orafter 
the childe is we2ned, or inlongertime, ſoit bedone by a skilful 
Chyrurgian. If this happen , weuſe ro command the Patient to put 
his tongae beyond his teeth, wich Celſzus indeed laies hold on with 
the roothed part of the pullers, but we do it with the pincers; ſome- 
times we cannot lay hold of the tongue either with pullers or pin- 
cers, aSin infants and children, who either will not or know not how 
to put forth their tongues; for theſe we muſt make them cry; then 
putting a thin and rugg-d linnen cloth between two fingers, name- 
ly the fore-tinger and thumb of the lefc hand , whereby the tongue 
mult be lard hold on and pulled forth, and may be pull2d upwards 
and laid crooked, that the {trings may appear , which after this we 
mult cut with the ripht hand : And taking (not the lancer com- 
monly ufcd by the Barbers, unfit for that purpoſe) but the penknife 
that is moderately hooked about the point, we cut the ſtring of the 
tongue, if it be greater then it should be , overthwart, once, twice, 
and again, until it beall cut, taking great care that the veſſels under 
it be not hurt,w hich cannot happen where the Chyrurgian is skilled 
in Anatomy , who knows exactly the veſſels under the tongue, and 
avoids them with the crooked knife. Thus far Hier. Fab. ab Aquap. 
Fig. IX. teaches how a tisgh-bone, or a bone with corners, or 
any thingelſe ſticking in the throat, while(t we eat, and not going 
down into the ſtomach , may be drawn forth with convenient In- 
ſtruments, orelſe forced down into the ſtomach: Theſe ftrange 
things 
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things are drawn forth divers waies ; if they lie in ſight , they are 
laid hold on with the right pullers, Table IV. Figure I. and are 
Pulled out of the throat, putting in the Speculum oris in the mean 
time; and if a thorn or bone, orany other things, when the mouth 
is open , and the tongue is preſſed down by the Speculum oris , can- 
not come to be ſeen, when they are ſunk down deeper into the 
throat , then being laid hold on with the crooked pullers, Table X, 
Figurel. they muſt bedrawn forth with the Inſtrument, Table X, 
Figure IT. thruſt into the throat , and hitting againſt them. Others 
after meat provoke the ſtomach to vomit , putting their fingers, 
or feathers anointed with oil of ſweet Almonds, into the throat, 
that together with the meat, athorn, or any ſtrange thing, may 
be caſt out of the mouth. But ſince oft- times the putting forth 
of bones and thorns is in vain attempted by the ſaid waies or In- 
ftruments, Hierom Fabrit, ab eAquapend. takes a candle of white 
wax , as great as a mans little finger, and ſomewhat crooked , 
which he delivers to the Patient , that he may thruſt that into his 
own throat, untill ſuch time as the ſtrange bodice may, being 
forced , go down into the ſtomach. 

Others for the ſame purpoſe command us to ſwallow down great 
gobbets; ſome tie a leaden bullet faſt to a thread, and they ſwallow 
this often, and pull it forth again , and ſo what ſticks faſt in the 
throat, is thruſt into the ſtomach ; when any thing ſticking in 
the throat can neither be taken forth at the mouth, nor forced 
down into the ſtomach, Fabrit. abe Aquap. from Paulus and Leo- 
niaes, leaves the whole buſineſs tonature and time,

I cured a 
Tailor at Padua who kept the houſe by reaſon of an oZena from 
the French pox , which atter the inward uſe of the decottion of 
gnarcum, for two whole years was dreſſed by a principal Barber 
of chat place, with medicaments prepared with Antimony and 
Mercury, But when thefe could do no good, the Patient by 
the Chyrurgian ſought the advice and help of D. 5, Spigeling ; 
but Spigelws at that tyme was fick and could not go forthto ſee 
the Patient , wherefore he joined me with that Chyrurgian in 
ordinary, and hecommanded mie to makea rent of fine lint. and 
that I should thruſt that into the noſtril that was il], and that[ 
shouldleave itthere for a natural day, that ſo we mightiearn 
the ſcituation, quantiry and quality of the ozzna; 1 obeyed his 
command 3nd pulled forth che tent, which ] found near the 
point, andon the right fide, foul with around ſpot, and ſtin- 
king exceedingly , and | shewed+this to Spigelins, who ſo ſoon 
as he ſaw this, [zidthat the ulcer was in the ſupream part of the 
noſtrils; namely upon thegrifly part , and that oo the right ſide 
not very great, butit wasjoin'd with corruption of the bone , 
which required cauterizing. When. asked him the reaſon of 
what he hadſaid , hegave this which follews; becauſe the tent 
is foulalmoſt at the point , theulcer hath irs ſcituation in thetop. 
of the neſtril ; andbecauſethe tent is only ſpotted outwardly , 
of neceflity the left fide only is affected , yet with no very great 
ulcer, becauſetheſpot 1sſmall ; but the bone is alſo corrupted 
withit, becauſe the tent 15 black and ſtinks exceedingly ; there 
is necd of :manual operation, becauſe foro Jong time, untill 
now , ſuch medicaments have been apphicdin vain, which had 
not the bone been corruptedalſo , would have brought the ulcer 
to Cicatrize long ſince. He left this manual operation or burn- 
ing the noſtril through a pipe unto my care, as being very eaſic 
and the firſt of my manual operations ; wherefore 1 choſea pipe 
( for Spigelizs had divers ) fit for the purpoſe ( namely that 
which had a hole in the ſide, deſcribed Table V1. FigureIV.) 
and | wrapt that in [int preſſed out with shatp black wine to de- 
tend the parts that wereſound ; this ] thruſt into thenoſtcil that 
was uicerated , thatthe hole of the {aid pipe might equal the ul- 
cer ;. the pipe being thus prepared and thruſt into the noſtril, I 
cook the iron inſtrument , Table IX, Figure VI. made very red 
hot , and thisI thruſt through the pipe unto the place affected » 

and 
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and I drew the ſame preſently forth again 3 and thus I didpulling 
the red hot-iron our, and pucting It 10 again , four or fhyeteimes 
ztche moſt ; but I did thy very ſuddenly, and therefore 149 red hot 
jrons are requifite , 41 admonished in the place quoted, After cau= 
terizing > Nature, ( the painbeing firſt abated , and the eſ: har 
takenoff) being helped by medicaments , ſeparated the ſcale 
from the þone 1n fourteen daies ; and the ulcer, with drying 
things applied to 1t, was brought tocicatrize, 

I cried this manu3l operation afterwards,1n many, with happy 
ſucceſs ( thovughthe Germans , and chiefly thoſe of Ulma, do 
exceedingly abhor all caute1 izing by fire } alwaies cloſing both 
the Patieut'seys with cotton and a band over it , to hinder them 
fromthe fight of the red hotiron. 

An Ozzna of the noſtrils be ic with or without ſuſpicion of 
the French Pox , but without any rottenneſs of the bone, if it 
cannot be cured with medicaments , requires a pipe that 15 all 
folid, Table I X. Figure V, which, toſpeak the truth , Inever 
uſed myſelf, neither did I ever ſeeany man elſedo it. Buta 
certain Student of Millan told me that Hierom. Fabrit. ab Aqua» 
pendente > did With moſt ha py ſuccels cauterize him witha red 
hot iron thruſtthrough a pipe tha wasall ſolid. 

Without doubt the way he went was that which the Authour 
hin ſelf deſcribes. Aniron pipe muſt bechruſt in( that is all (0. 
lid, TableIX. Figure V. not wrapped uv inlint, bur ſmeared 
over we!l with the white of an Egg bearen rogether) it mult be

I, Thenwect the year ; Hippacrates bids us avoid the Win- 
ter and Hummer * oIftices, becauſe inthoſe times there 15 made 
the greateſt aud almoſt ſudden charge of the Air; orelſe when 
akvaieSafrerincifion nade, ſome air paſſeth intothe Thor's ; 
but eſpeci«l.y when the matter comes forth by the newly t ade 
wound, the atorelaid times muſt be avoided as much as pollibly 
may be. 

[{. The Forces: For unleſs the forces ſtand firm or mode- 
rately good, this manual operation muſt be on-itted fora time, 
ſt chis noble remedy of opening the Thorax otherwiſe z might 
be defamed ty . ne death of the Patient. Now Phyſicians com- 
monly meaſu!e the Patients forces by the Pulſes, which ycetin 
this caſe may deceive them, becauſe ſuch matter col!c@ed in 
the T horax mikerth the Pulſes ſmall, quick, frequent and unor- 
diate ; but the moſtcertain (ign of forces remaining, 1s whin 
the f1ck ca: 12 07 walk by the help of natures ſticogth, or with 
the help of aſtzf*, 

Iv. The Quantity : for if there be but a ſmall quantiry of 
matterin ths Thorax, we liave no nced to open it, for varure 
will either digeit it, or cle ſend it forth by the urinary paſſagec, 
or ſome oth:r waics, bur if tnete be mich matter, we muſt 
preſently withour any delay fall ro make inciſion , leſt the fick 
should be choaked with quantity of m2tter , or the Luvgs Should 
bz corrupted with the iliquality of it, 

Butar what time? Hippocrates ſcems to have intimated that 
unto us, Lib. 6, epid, ſet, 7, text. 9, we muſt preicntly open 
thoſe whoſe T horax is lydropical 3 but we muſt preſently cau- 
teriz:, with hotirons, thoſe which are 10 Confimprons, In- 
tpreters have interpreted both words, _ wand 4onxe to (10- 
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nifie preſently ; but 950» here , fignifiesleſs; as if Hippocrates had 
faid, that thoſe that are hydropical muſt not be fo ſoon opened or 
cauterized ; but thoſe that conſume niuſt be preſently opened or 
Cauterized. The reaſon is, becauſe where men are hydropical, 
the matter is colleted in the Thorax by little and little , and thete. 
fore there is no need to make incifion preſently at the beginning ; 
for ſo at length that colic&ion will do hurt when it 1s tn great quan. 
tity Butſuchas are in Conſumptions, having impoſtumes in 
theirLungs, doas it were at one time collc&t all rhe matter when 
the impottume breaks, wherefore the Thorax mult be preſently 
orened. x. That the Patient may not be choaked by reafon of 
the dijating of the Lungs , hindred by the quantity of the corrupr 
matter. 2, Leſt that from the corroding corruption , any ulcer 
Should breed in the Lungs or other part of the Thorax, which can 
hardly, or not at all , be cured afterwards. 

In what place? The place muſt be ſuch wherein inciſion may be 
ſafeiy made ; now the places are many, before, behind, on the 
fides, aboveor below ; but neither before nor behind 1s the open- 
ing of the Thorax good or ſafe, by reaſon of the muſcle of the 
breaſt, and the muſcles of the back, which are full of nerves, 
whi: hare very dangerous to be cut ; wherefore it remains that the 
opening mult be made on the fide, and that below or above, for 
on the fide the muſcles do not tick ſo fait to the brealt, yet before 
ſometimes; namely on the region of the Sternon; if the matter 
be coll:Red between the mediaſtinum, apertion is wont to be made, 
Wherefore Pauly 1b. 6, cap. 4, opens the Thorax in the upperpart 
of the fide; But Hippocrates lib. 2. de Merbis, in the lower part, 
In the upper part between the fifth and lixthe&ib, counting from 
above; (Table XXXVIL Figure Il, ( p:) inthelower part, be- 
tween thethird and fourth rib. counting from the lower ribs (Ta- 
ble XXXVIL Figurell. (Y..) 

Paulus found his place by numbring the vertebraes of the Tho- 
Tax , beginning from the uppermoſt, between the fifth and ſixth 
vertebra, he putsa thread un the point of the /pima dorſ7; and he 
brings it to the nuddle of the ternum: then he takes the third part 
ofthe thread, which he meaſureth from the fernum to the ſpina 
ao; and whither the end of the threefold thread reacheth , that 
Place he marks with ink ; which being {v marked makes a rightand 
P-rpendicular line with the nippleof the brealts ( T:ble X% X VII. 
Figurelll. ©.) 


Hippecrates openeth the breaſt between the third and fourth rib, 
Coun- 
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counting from the lower ribs ; and the reaſon is, becauſe by this 
means the matter and other things contained in the Thorax will 
run forth the better; and he chuſes the place where taere is that 
eminence and binding of the ribs, to which the muſcles grow ; but 
not upon it, or backwards towards the back, becauſe th: nervous 
muſcles there, hinder the opening of that place; bur it muſt be 
done a little forward, or toward the Sternum; ( Tab!e XXXVII. 
Figare Il. 2) There feems indeed 1n this place to be danger , by 
reaſon of the Diaphragma, leaſt rhat should be hurt; yet there is 
nodanger, becauſe the Diaphragma, where it flicks tothe ribs , 
doth not riſe ſo high , ( for it 1s kept down by the matter) that it 
cannot be hurt ; but where the matter is collefted, there we muſt 
attempt to open the part. If it be on the left (ide, let the Thorax 
be opened on the left {ide ; if it be onthe right ſide, openon the 
righr fid-; if on both, open both ſides. But of theſe places 
mention*d, that of Hippocrates is to be choſen ; becauſe the cor- 
ruprion of ſtrange matter collefted in the Thorax , by reaſon of 
the more declining hituation of the part opened , will come forth 
better then it will where Paul appoints the orifice to be made z 
yer this is not ſimply to be deſpiſed, for if the matter be more dilt- 
gently conſidered, and the orifice be to be made on the right fide, 
the place Pauſus appoints 1s better then the place of Hippocrates ; 
becauſe on the right tide, the liver with its gibbous part drives the 
Diaphragma upward ; but on the left fide the place of H ppocrates 
is beſt made choice of, becauſe the Diaphragma, by reaſon of the 
more low ſituation of the ſpleen, and plenty of matter, may be 
thruſt down towards the lower parts; wherefore Hippocrates ſaith, 
L.2. de Morbis, It were to be wished,, that the matter would alwaies 
liedown on the left fide to be evacuated, or lower then Paulus his 
place, namely, betw-en the ſixth and ſeventh rib, (© Table 
XXXVII. Figure ll. ) for the Diaphragma doth not aſcend ſo high 
in thoſe that are living , as in thoſe that are dead; wherefore in 
theſe places, the Thorax is opened without offence done to the 
Pericranium, Lungs, or Septum Tranſverſum. 

But the way is this; The opening of the Thorax is performed 
either by inciſion, burning or perforation. Hippocrates makes 
mention of inciſion and burning , S##. 7. Aph. 47. when he faith, 
Whoever are impoſtumated , muſt either be burnt or cut, &c, but 
he ſpeaks of cauterizing, L. 2. de Morbis. In all theſe three waiess 
we muſt conſider the Patient's Iying down , his breathing, the ins

Figurel. and that inftrument 
which 1s ca-led Sratha , bur Pauls opens the Thorax with a Wood- 
co. ks bill; ramety, withalong l:ttle ſword, and ſomewhat crouked 
at the point, (Table XiI Figurel.) but rhe new PraCtitioners uſe 
both knives. For cauteriz:ng Hippocrates uſeth along iron inſtru. 
ment, and nor very thick; beca::ie that after cauterizing, the 
hol. may be made larger then the rlicknelſs of the inflrument was; 
H:procrates alto perforates the fide with a hollow pizrcer, made 
with a {crew fashioned, ( not one 1hit 1s ſolid, ſuch as Coblers 
uſe when they mike holes in shooe ſoles to draw their threads 
through.) Theſe three operations muſt be, uſed according to the 
aivertity of the matter contained in the Thorax; for fince one 
kind of matter is thick, and another is thin , that requires a greater 
Lo!e to come forth by , and this alefſer; wherefore in thick matter, 
wh n the corruption 1s collected, incifion muſt be made ; but 
wierethe matter is thin and watry , as where there is a droplie of 
the Thorax , Paulus and Hippocrates both think that the breaſt muſt 
Þ- opened , either by burning the muſcles or perforating the fide. 
The latter Praftitioners prefer incifion before cauterizing or per- 
foration , which they make leſs for a dropſie of the Thorax, and 
ereater tor an Impoltume, and greateſt of all where there is a col- 
Ic&iva of phiegmatick matter. Incifion of the Thorax is per- 
formed thus; The piace being found, and noted with ink, the 
fick muſt be placed in a middle poſture; then with a pen-knife

But if by reaſon 
of the coldneſs of the Ayue, or any other cauſe, it be not con- 
venient to Jet out the matter onceor twicea day, we mult puta 
ſmall ſponge into the pipe , found in this Table Figure W. D, and 
the ſmall cap (of this Table W. C) muſt be put uponit, that the 
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matter a/ſmoſt every moment may ſweat through the holes of \ 
by degrees, and without any loſs to the Patient*s forces. 

Fig. V, repreſents the dilating of wounds of the Thorax , and 
of the Abdomen , which muſt be performes with «harp knives. 

A wound upon any part of the Thorax , either pcnetrares and 
perforates the Pleura, or it doth not penetrate nor prick rhat ; 
Again, it is either a narrow woundora broad ; and both of theſe 
either with hurt done to the parts within, or with no hurt done 
to them. 

A wound of the Thorax received below the ſixth rib, and pene- 

trating into the cavity, and not hurting the inward parts, yet is 
broad enough, it muſt never be ſtitched or cured by the firſt in- 
tention , leaſt the paſſage for the matter to come forth, which ig 
run intothe hollow of the Thorax, may be ſtopt up , with danger 
to the Patient's life ; but firſt a tent muſt be putin , made of ray 
lint, tied to a thread, (leaſt when the breath is drawn in, it be 
fuckt into the "Chorax) and wet in ſuch things as ſtop blood , that 
the wound may remain open; on the ſecond and the daies folloy- 
ing, the wound muſt be digeſted with-a tent made of a linnen 
cloth a little worn , and anoinred with medicaments that move 
corruption ; and ir muſt be kept open, that the matter colleed 
within may freely come forth. 

And if the matter colle&ted in the Thorax be groſs, and not fit 
to come forth by the wound, it muſt be attenuated by injeQing 
lotions for ſome daies, made of the deco&ion of Parly, Raiſins, 
and Hony of Roſes, and a filver pipe muſt be put into the wound, 
(of this Table Figure IV. B) anointed with a digeſtive, and ſtopt 
witha ſponge, (of the ſame Table Figure IV, D) and covered with 
alittle cap C, of the ſame Table , that the matter and the decoftion 
caſt in may be purged forth by little and little; when the corrupt 
matter is conveniently purged forth, inſtead of rhe filver pipe with 
Shoulders, atent muſt be put in made of waxed lint, and hollow, 
and wet with a ſarcotick medicament, which muſt every day , as 
ſaid before, be made leſs and shorter, that it may not hinder the 
breeding of theflesh; when the ſaid wound is narrow , it muſt be 
preſently dilated with the sharp knife, (E of this Figure ) to let 
forth the matter. A wound piercing in above the fifth rib of the 
Thorax, beit large or narrow, muſt be kept open witha tent wetin 
deficcating medicaments, and tied by a thread, that the ſame day or 
the next, the blood which is not yer congealed in the Thorax , may 
be let forth by a pipeputinto it , of this Table Figure IV. A. 
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Butifche matter , by reaſon of its thickneſs or higher ſcitua- 
tion of the wound , cannot come forth by this pipe, we muſt in 
timepropound the opening of the Thotax ; and when the Pati- 
ent, or his kinsfolk that ſtand by , yeeld unto it, ir muſt be 
done afcer the mannerdelivered more at large in theexplication 
of the Figure IlI, and LV. of this Table, T his helpof manual 
operation being not preſently admitted ; when the matter cane 
notrun forth by the hole , eicher of it ſelf Groad enough, orin 
vain dilated with an incifion knife, we muſt try , foreshewing 
the davger of che Paricnt's life , to void it forth by diureticks 
given atche mouth, rather than to expeRorate it by loholtes, 

In wounds of the Thorax with a ſmall' incifion of the Lungs 
or Diaphragma inthe fleshy part, we muſt not only artempt to 
drive out the watrer by the woundzeither of it ſelſlarge enough, 
or dilated by an incifion knife, or by ſome new hole made, or 
by the urinary paſſages; bur we muſt pour into the Thorax , by 
a ſyringe , firſta decoction that binds the bleeding veins : Se- 
condly, one that attenuates the thick matter: Thirdly, one 
that cleanſeth the inward wound : And laſtly in the fouth place 
one that will heal it. 

Wihena wound pierceth into the Abdomen, the caul or the 
inteſtines ſlip forth ; if the caul be ſlipr forth , we muſt conſider 
whether it be yer ſound or corrupted; if it be ſound, then it 
muſt be preſently washed in hor wine, and be gently put 1n 
again with ones fingers ; then the lips of the wound muſt be 
d:awn together again till they touch one the other; and being 
ſodrawnit muſt be kept ſo with ftitcchings, deſcribed Table 
XX X1IX. Figure V. Butif the Siphac be corrupred ,it muſt 


| bedrawn forth, and muſt be tied very ſtrongly witha fingle 


rediilk; and then the part that is corrupted, that is bound, 
muſt be cut off above the thread, with a sharp knife ; butthe 
reſt which is ſound muſt be washed in hot wine, and muſt be 
gently reduced into the Abdomen, the long thread hanging 
forth without ſide ; then the wound muſt be joined with ſutures 
now mentioned ; yet ſo that ſome ſpace may be left where the 
thread hangeth forth: but if the Inteſtines be come forth , they 
muſt preſently, before they be filled with wind , be thruſtin 
again gently with the fingers, without violence, and ſobe hid 
under the Abdomen, ]fthe hole or wound of the Abdomen 
be narrow , andthe inteſtine is fallen forth , and by long ſtays 
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' ing without the belly , by the cold air coming toit, it be filled 
with wind, andſo 1woln thac it is impotffible to pur it in again 
with our hands , then ler it be long fomented with a ſponge 
wet in hot wine, and preſſ:d forth again; or with a bundle of 
raw flax boiled ina ly chat is sharp , that the winds may be dif. 

erſed ; then letit bereduced, an\ let the wound of the Ab. 
domen be += 0” ers. Webs be. If by this means the 
inteſtine cannot be rMuced, the wound mult be dilztediith a 
knife , called Syringotoma, (GandF) thar the inreftine may 
belet in, andthe wound, dilated according to Galen's rule, may 
be ſewed up again, 

Fig. VI. H. But ifundera wound that pierced into the Ab- 
domen, the inteſtines be wounded by cutting, thea rt/1"y muſt 
be gently drawn forth , and ſewed theſame way that Furriers 
ſew cheir skins , leaving behind a piece of the threak ſpun from 
flax, that ic may hang forth withnut the wound of the Abdo- 
men ; after that let them be washed with warm wine, and be 
gently put back into their own place. Laſtly, on the ſutures 
of the guts put in again, you muſt ſtrew powders of Frankin- 
cenſe, Miſtick,, Pellitory of Spain, &c. and the wound of the 
Abdomen muſt be united with latchets. 

The nipples of thoſe that give ſuck (T) are oftentimes fo 
hid within the breaſts, that the Child new born can neither 
take hold of them with its mouth, nor ſuck any milk out of 
them, Inſuch a caſeler either the childs nurſe ſet either the bot- 
rom of the glaſs (pi&tured Table X VI. Fig.I.) to the nipple that 
lies hid, and lay hold of the mouth of the pipe with her mouth, 
and draw forth the nipple by ſucking; or one that is of years 
Shall ſt the long glaſs (K) to thenipple, and with a band 
Shall bind it faſt to the breaſt; and when this is done, ler 
her take the narrower end of the plaſs between her lips, and 
drawing as before, let her ſuck forth the nipple that lieth hid. 
«Amatue Lufitans filletha glaſs with a narrow mouth L with 
fcalding water > which he poureth forth agaia when the glals 
js made very hot with it, and he preſently claps the mouth of 
the glaſs to the nipple ; for this preſently ſticks faſt to the nip- 
ple, anddraws it out fo forcibly, that the Child may eafily 
lay hold of ic with its mouch. Moreover theſe inſtruments 
not only draw out the nipples, but milk alſo. Bur if there 
be no need to draw forth milk with the nipple , a m— 
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ſtall made of Ivy wool, is moſt ſafely feton to draw forth the 
nipples.

Fig, IIT, shews a Canker cut from the breaſt , weighing fix 
Phyiical pounds, 

Fig, IV. shews how the Chyrurgian , after the cutting off 
of a breaſt ulcerated, doth lightly cauterize the place with a 
red hot iron , ( ſee underneatha fingular Hiſtory ) at lcaſt to cor- 
robora'ethe part, 

Fig, V. isthe inſtrument of Hierom, Fabritims ab Aquapendente, 
wheicwith a Fiſtulaof rhe Thorax 1s perforated, which, from 
the ipa:e above between the ribs , doth inlinuate 1t ſelf under 
one or two ribs or more ; namely between the Plcura and the 
ribs, untill ſuch time as it ends in ſome ſpace of theribs under- 
neath. The point is thruſt into a filver pipe that is crooked ( a ) 
as far as the bottom of the Fiſltula , that it may look outwards ; 
then through the pipethruſt into the Fiſtulaalong needle is for= 
ced (b) which far from the point hath an eye and carrieth a 
thiead withit , that the bottom of the Fiſtula may be perforated, 
andthe thread may come forth at the upper and lower end of the 
Fiſtula ; when the bottom of the Fiſtula is perforated, let the 
needle be taken forth by the new hole made in the Fiſtula ; and let 
the ends of the thread be ticd together, that the holes _ _ 
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Fiſtula may be kept open , andthe corrupt matter mayrun forch 
beneath, untill ſuch time as this Fiſtula under the ribs maybe 
either alled up with flesh, or be made grow toge her. Concer« 
ping _ Filtulacs of the Thorax,ſee undernath Tab, XXX1X.

't 19. V1, is SeFratws his band, which is moſt convenient where 
the breaſt is affe&ed with any diſeaſe thatrequires binding. Galen 
lib, de Faſeiy, cap 81. d: {citbes this; it is moſt convenient where 
we defire to bind che middleof the breaſt, or the back, or ſides, 
or Thorax ; e/pccially for a wound of the Thorax, or frafure of the ribs: 
wherfore we caſt two tmall bands, three fingers broad,and of a fit 
length, overthe upp cr pointsof the shoulders , and we ſuffer the 
two1ightends of them to hang down ; then with the band fol- 
dedtogether , orwith one end we bind the whole Thorax » and 
the ſidesthat they may be covered; and we tie the end of the 
band wich a knot 5 buttheends that hang down both before and 
behind , are to be ſewed to the circumvolutions of the band z 
and if chey be too Jong, Weturn them upwards andthere gather 
them together where the throatis join'd with the broad bone ef 
the Shoulders. 

Fig, VII. shews how Celſ#s cured the ſticking forth of the 
navil by manual operation, lhe body of the Patient beinglaid 
upwards (that whether the inteſtine or the caul , or both be ſlipt 
forward by the navil oftentimes dilated, it may be put inagain) 
he t.kes hold of the navil witha pair of pincers, and draws itto 
hi, and he paſſeth quice through ic, ac the baſis, aneedle that 
draws after it two lingle fitk threads uncoloured; then hecuts 
off thethreads, by the needleseye , w:th a pen-knife, and tying 
rogether the ends of both the threads, he binds the root of rhe 
ravil, lifred up, veryſtrongly; thitthe part of it, above the 
band, may dieand fallaway. Yet becauſe the fick will not fo 
eatily admit of the ſaid manual operation of Cclſws,there is a more 
gentle way. found out by Hierom. Fabrit, ab Aquapend, which I 
have often proved, which he performs witha medicament and 
atruls of the followivg figure. 

Upon th:s occafion 1 thought fit to inſert , not undeſervedly, 2 
moſt :arerclaxution of che. navilin aninfanr; anda preternatural 
falling to1 ward of the inteſtives hanging forth of the body , by 
reaſon of a ludden 1mpietflon from the Mothers imagination z 


which 1 recerved the 14. of January, Anno 1643. from the moſt 
famous 
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famous Door, Dr, lohan, Georg Cocklius , ordinary Phyloſopher 
to our Republick, and diligent Phylitian , and my molt honored 
Colleague; A certain Countrey woman of Berenttate, (1o the 
words were )in the juriſdiction of Vina, wite to Iacob Hicker , in 
the time of harveſt before, but in the firſt months of her beiog 
with child, whileſt she followed her buttneſs in the Country , and 
gathered the gleanings of corn that were ſcattered up and down 
the field, under one of them she ſuddenly perceived a heap of 
vipers creeping , and clapping her hand upon hernavil, sRedid fo 
ſtrongly imagine concerning their motion and shape, that al- 
though she was well all the time she was with childe, yet yeiter- 
day about twilight in the evening , she bro»ght forth a aaugh- 
ter, chriſtened preſently by the name of Barbara, and lively 
in all other-reſpets ; but by reaſon of that imagination 119- 
printed in her, she was not well formed ; for all the inteſtines of 
this childe, which naturally vtherwiſe, should be hid 1n the lower 
part of her belly, here preternaturally, by reaſon of the navel 
relaxed, ſtuck without the body, as hid in a great wailet, and 
were covered only with the peritonzum, and 1 were apparcnt 
to be ſeen; which moreover, being now placed out of the belly, 
( and wanting the natural and preferring heat) were hurt by the 
cold air that came to them, (and ſo bound up) that neither by the 
help of a warm ſtove , nor by warm clothes, nor yct by any help 
of the Phyſfitian, could be kept in their natural ſtare; wherefore 
two daies being palt, the next Lord's day, having ſcarcely ſeen 
the world , she departed to the place of the bleſſed. 

Fig. VIII. A. isa truſs for the navil, made of a double cotton 
Jinnen cloth, which on that part E, which covers the navil, wasa 
buckler, made like toa hard cake, in the centre whereof there 
was a little reund knob of lint wrapt together , which goes into the 
dilatation of the navil, that it may hinder the inteſtine or.caule, or 
both to come forth again ; but firſt there muſt be laid on a binding 
cerat , ſpread upon ſoft leather, after that, the truſs being ap- 
plied, the Abdomen muſt be bound ; ſome to the girdle for the 
navil A, add the bands to paſs over the shoulders B. C, which muſt 
be faſtned together with three overthwart ſtraps D, and ſo they 
faſten the girdle of the shoulders that it may not fall down, but 
may ſtick faſt upon the region of the navil ; but they are not ne- 
ceflary , becauſe the hanch bones hinder the girdle to fall down- 
wards , and the ſtraps underneath F,G, willnot let it riſe upwards.

Fs I. chews the girdle for the navil, of the former Table Figure 
VL. applied toa man, with which alone bave cured many 
navils ſticking forth, where they did not come forth very inuch, 
both in men and women, children and others of full yeais, and[I 
hindred theſe tumors from growing any greater. 

Fig I). and III, shew the place, the manner, and the inſtry- 
ments fur to uſe the paracentefis, performed upon the Abdomen 
of hydr«pical people. Alſo about this manva] operation there are 
four thit:gs to be conſidered: 1. Whether ir be to be done? 2. At 
what time? 3. Jn what place? 4. After what manner? Whether it 
be to be done, is fignified by the diſeaſe and the forces of the Pa- 
tient, whether the diſcaſe be Aſcites only, or water be mingled 
with rhe other kindes of droplics; namely, if the tumour of the 
Aodomen , eſpecially from the much drinking of water, came in 
a short ſpace toa huge magnitude, and medicaments given at the 
mouth hcIp not, becauſe the vertue of them» cannot be brovght 
into a, the natural heat being oppreſſed with the plenty of humor. 
The forces mult be firm , which may be known when the fick can 
ſtand upright , or tit on a ſeat and finde no inconvenience ; there- 
fore where the diſeaſe isold, and the forces are weak, (the judi- 
cations whereof are old age, child hood,covghs, ſcouring, cachoxia, 
a burning feverpreceding , and a ſchirrus , and corruption of the 
bowels) manual operation hath no place there. The time is pre- 
ſently ; namely, before the humor shut'up in the Abdomen, hath 
brought any notable hurt to the bowels and other inward parts. 
The place where Paracenteſis is made, is either in the navil or 
under the navil, three or four fingers broad of the Patient being 
put between , andthat on the right fide or left fide, but never in 
the middle of the Abdomen by a white line ; where the navil is 
ſo relaxed or ſwoln, that between the outward part, and the in- 


ward cavity and water, only a very thin skin pafſeth, which is 
perceived 
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perceived by the touch alone, or by preſſing it with the finger , 
and by the clearneſs, there the Abdomen is moſt conveniently 
op. ned in thenavilz bur if that loofneis of the navil appears not, 
then that part of the Abdomen under the navil, on the right fide, 
muſt be opened where the ſpleen is faujty , and on the left tide, if 

aſcites grew from the fault of the liver. : 
The manner comprehends the fituation of the Patient , the in- 
firumentsand reaſon of the operation : The Patient, who by reaſon 
of water hath his paunch much ſwoln and ſtretched forth , muſt 
be laid in his bed upon his back , or elſe muſt fit upon a low ſeat, 
The inſtruments wherewith the bellies of hydropical people are 
woſt commodiouſly opened, are of two ſorts; namely , either the 
inſtrument conſiſting of a pipe with shoulders, H, and a needle, I, 
Table XII. Figure XVII. to perforate the navil with , or the pens, 
knife K alittle blunted at the point,and having an edge only on,one 
fide , /Table XII. Figure I. to open the Abdomen below the navil. 
The navilis molt ſately perforated , if the inſtrument with a pipes 
Table XII. Figure XVII. be ſewed to a band, and that bethruſt 
intothe middicof itL. untill it come ro the ſtar marked upon it 3 
after this rhe ncedle muſt be taker, forth of the pipe, and the pipe 
muſt bethruſt into the Abdomen as far as the shoulder of it , and 
muſt be left there, Incition when it is needful below the navil 
varieth much: F allepius makes his inciſion thus; firſt he cuts the 
$kin overthwart the Abdomen an inch broad with a crooked knife g 
andthat is blunt on the other fide; this being cut, he cuts thereſt 
warily witha pen knife, wherewith the Germans open a vein to 
let blood , namely with a common lancet. Hierom Fabrit ah A- 
quapend. uſcth rhe ſame knife Fallopius doth; bur he puts that into 
theskin a little flanting, untill he penetrate as far as the hollow 
region, and have alſo perforated the peritonzum, That the Knife 
peretrated as far as the hollow part, not only is shewed by the 
water coming forth, but it is known by a Chyrurgian exerciſed 
In opening impoltumes, whenas nothing reſiſts when he preſſeth 3 
when incition is made , he pulls forth his knife, and puts in 2 
{mall pipe of filver well polished , with shoulders, and with holes 
In the fides of it, longer the firlt time ( and afterwards shorter Ns 
which may only g& into the cavity ) at the end ſlanting, exattly 
fitted tothe knife, and tied to a band , that it may not ſlip out of 
the hole O; by this pipe he lets out the watry humor , not ailat 
one time, but ſo much as the Patient's trenprn will ſuffer, which 
3 known mott perfectly and certainly by the pulle. The watiy 
M humoc 
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humor being let forth in a due quantity , he doth not draw forth 
the pipe, but leaves it in the Abdomen ; and be $huts it witha 
tent of lint P , that he may again let forth the water afterwards, 
Hydropical perſons perforated , muſt be kept moſt diligently, that 
the band may not'belooſed, they not being ſenſible ot it, and the 
pipe fall out , and ſothe water run all outat one time, and kill the 
Patient, for ſo this only remedy of ſo great a diſeaſe may be dif- 
graced, Following Fabritins, An. 1625, on the7, day of Anguft, 
I epened the Abdomen of a certain noble Virgin at Ulma, who 
was ſick of an Aſcites, Anafarca, and Tympany , and $he lived one 
yearand a half very ſound after this perforation; afterwards $he 
died fick only of a perfet Tympany. 

Fig. IV. repreſents the incifion of a Fiſtula of the Thorax, which 
was done ſuddenly and almoſt in a moment , with a Syringotomug, 
which at one end hath an edge Q, Table XIV. Figurel. and the 
point of it was wrapt about with a ſmall button of wax R, that when 
it wasthruſtin, it might not rend theflesh ; then ir is thruſt into 
theFiſtula, and when it comes to the bottom of it, its forced 
through the skin and flesh above, with the right hand ; ſo that the 
bottom of wax remaining in the ulcer, the point of the knife 
may come forth by the hole made , which being laid hold on by the 
fingers of the left hand, the diſtance between both holes is cut 
aſunder at one ſtroke, It shews alſo a wound of the Abdomen 
dilated to thruſt in the inteſtines, which is the next Figure, ac- 
cording to the opinion of Galen, L. 6. Meth. Med. cap. 4. is ſtitched, 
namely the Peritonzum with the muſcles, and the muſcles again 
with the Peritonzum. 

Fig. V. shews the manner how the lips of the wound of the Ab. 
domenare brovght to touch one the other ; and being ſo brought, 
are kept ſo by ſtitching or claſps. The inteſtines being put in again, 
the Affiftant $hall take hold of the lips of the wound with his 
hands, and he hall draw forth ſo great a part of the wound to the 
Chyrurgian, asis neceſlary to be ſtitched ; but heſticks in a needle, 
(1) which draws after it a twiſted flaxen thread, from the lower 
and outward parts, (s) inwardly through the skin, ( a) andthe 
muſcles (5) that lieunderir, as far as the Peritonzum , (c) after 
this the Peritonzum being not touched (c) of this part, he 
thruſts the needle through the Peritonzum of the other part, and 
alſo through the muſcles, from the inward parts to the outward ; 
then taking forth the needle, he ties both ends of the thread, and 


makes apoint ; then (z) leaving a ſpace of a fingers breadth, he 
thruſts 
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thruſts the needle through the Abdomen of the ſame part , from 
the upward and outward parts (x ) inwardly, not touching the 
Peritonzum ; after that he thruſts the needle through the Peri. 
tonzum, the muſcles, and the skin, from the inward parts out- 
ward, and he makes apoint, and ſo hegoes forward, ſometimes 
perforating , ſometimes skipping over the Peritonzum , untill 
there are made ſo many ſtitches as are neceſlary in ſewing the Ab- 
domen. This way of ſtitching is alſo to be obſerved, when the 
Abdomen, after the Czfarian birth, -is tobe united with claſps. 

Fig. VI. isatruſs, or a ſtay for a Hernia, to be applied to the 
left groin of people of full growth. The girdle of the truſs ( a) 
and the under band ( b ) perforated with many holes, that it may 
beshut and opened again, it is made of thin leather, or double 
cotton Jinnen; the truſs (y) is filled with goats hair, that it may 
be pretty hard , and way hinder the falling forth of the inteſtines 
or the caule ; let it alſo have a faſtning before, leaſt the under 
band paſſing through may waver from it. 

Fig. VII. isa truſs to be applied to children, and itis made of 
the lame matter that the former is; but it differs in this, becauſe 
the girdle of this is not to be faſtned on the fide, nor the under 
ligature before ; but both muſt be faſtned behind , that children 
may not ſo eaſily untie it. 

Fig. VIII. repreſents a truſs applied to the left groin. All things 
being put 1n again that ought tobe put in, and a convenient cerat 
being applied upon the part affeed , the target, or cushion, muſt 
be (tuft with goats hair, orwool, two or three fingers length, and 
applied; which that it may tick faſt, and may not eafily be re- 
moved from its place, it is preſſed on with a girdle before to the 
groin, which comegabout theloins, and is faſtnedon at the fide, 
(a) and alſo with the broader under band, (b) (which being 
behind faſtned to the girdle, and drawn downwards , and ſo coming 
under the twiſt is turned up again ) paſſing by the middle of the 
cushion , and that knitting before, which is therefore joined to 
the cushion, that the under band may not flag from it, and 
paſſing through, it is bound treight to the girdle before. 
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The way to cure a Rupture of the Tnteſtine, very often pro. 
yed by me. 


His conſiſts in three things: r, Putting back again of the in. 
teltine within the Abdomen. 2. By keeping of it fo put 
back , that ic may not again , by the groins, fall into the ſcrotum. 
.. By faſtoing the Periconaum relaxed , orhealirg of it if it be 
broken, The Chyrurgian who 1s experienced, $hall moſt di. 
ligently conſider, before he put inthe inteſtine , whether thery. 
pture be oreator ſmall? whether it be new , or fallen to inflam. 
mation * andalſo whether the inteſtine beyet Jank , or elſe tilled 
up with ſome matter ? 

" If the rupture be {mall and new, and the inteſtine be lank, 
itwyll beeaſily reduced ; if the Patient be laid on bis back jn his 
bed , with his kead ſomewhar low , and his feet lifted up ; for 
thus the inteſtines falling to the midriff, they draw afcer them 
that which deſcended to the Scrotum. 

- But ifthe rupture be greatiand new, the Chyrurgian muſt, 
w1: h his fingers, handle the inteſtine that is ſtretched forth with 
no mitter ;#and he muſt, by degrees, ſoftly turn it about , the 
Patients head being firſt laid fomewhar low , ſo long rill by lit- 
tle and little 1t go inagain within the Abdomen. And if the 
Chyrurgian be weary with his hand, he ovght to have an able 
Atiiſtant, wel! informed in this operation, who may help him, 
and may likewiſe handle the11:teſtine, 

- Wheninflammation is joined witha rupture, whichis known 
by pain , heat, anda Feaver, or winds, the ſign whereof are 
rumbling; and pain extending without any weight ; or excre- 
ments whichare known by not going to ſtool in two or thiee 
Gaies , by great hardneſs of the icrorwm, and moſt grievous 
; Fain ; then wemulſt deft from 1educing the inteſtine, untill 

ſuch timeas the inflammation is over , the excrements are one 
forthand the winds diſperſed, This following Cataplaſm is 
proper againſt the inflammation: 

Take Barley meal, one pound, 
Wheat bran, halt a pound, 
Compleat oil of Roſes, three ounces, 
Red Wine what is ſuficicnt , mingle them, 


This 
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This being laied hot on the ſcrotum and groin will very much 
digeſt , moderately repells the humours, and moſt effetually 
ſtrengthens the parts. If the inflammation be not gone after 2.4, 
hours, the Cataplaſm muſt be ſo often renewed and applied , as 
$ha!l ſeem n*edfull to cure the inflammation. When the Carta» 

laim is over dried by the vehement heart, andſo ishard trocome 
off, we muſt pour on Wine and Oilhot, Allo the place inflze 
med, with rhelike good ſucceſs, is fomented with a hot lixi- 
vium , as Fallopius appoints, made with Beech ashes boiledin 
it: Take therefore two buniles of raw thread ( which hath nos 
yet loft the dig:fling quality of it by Fullers washing ) put them into 
the kettle , and boil them with half a handfull ofCummin-ſeeds 
inasharplixivium ; then take one of the bundles out, and crush 
it out berween ewo dishes, and layit broad very hotabour the 
ſcrotum, as hor as the Patient\can ſuffer 1t; when it grows 
luke warm take icaway , and a the other; anddo this, 
changing them ſo often, until] the inflmmation be quite gone, 

When great pain accompanies the inflammation, then addetothe 
Cataplaſm or fomentation, ſome, 0r a great part of Oil of Roſes. 

[ft with inflammation there be excrementsjoin'd, which hin= 
der the inteſtine from being put back toitsplace; this is truly 2 
moſt deſperate caſe . yet (omitting Purgatives given by the mouth, 
which cl{e would cauſe a preater flux of humours to the part affefted , 
and haften the Patients death, as Fallopius reftifieth) we muſttry 
to bring forth the excrements with baths or fomentations that 
looſen diftention , and by linitive Clyſters caft 1n in a moderate 
quantity, In the mean time we muſt prevent generation of ex- 
crements, giving to the ſick meats of good juice, and few exCre= 
ments, ſuch as are thin flesh broth, rere egs and (uchlike. 

Alſo very often winds » without inflammation , fill the inte- 
ſtine; in whichcaſe there is nothing better than a fomentation: 
that is made of a deco&ion of a Sharplixivium , withCummin- 
ſeeds and raw thread, and by adding a ſmall quantity of ſtrong 
Mallagewinetoit. The inflammation being cured, andthe 
excrements voided forth, andthe winds diſperſed, let thein-' 
teſtine be thruſtback into its properplace, gently , by little and 
little, thruſting it in with the fingers, Aﬀeer the inteſtine1s 
thruſt in, byreaſon of the relaxation of the Peritonxum , fipt 
into the Scrotum , lay on a binding plaiſter commended by 
ber” ” »bvit, ab Aquapend, Which is this :

Spread this upon a thin ſoft piece of leather, as great as the part 
affe&ed, thatit may not be much too big , and layit on ; firſt 
Shaving away the hairs from the groin ; and never renew it un- 
leſs it will no longer ſtick to the skin, The plaiſter being laied 
on, lay over it the Truſs, Figure VI. that it may bird cloſe to 
the groin , Figure IX, that it may preſs upon the hole of the 
Peritonzum, through which the inteſtines fall down, 

If by reaſon of the breaking of the Peritonzum , the inteſtines 
fall down into the Scrotum , we muſt mingle glutinatives with 
aſtriogents : 

Takethe binding Cerate of Hierom. Fabritius ab Aquas 
pendente, 
Emplaſtrum Apoſtolicon Nicolai, of each equal parts. 
__ Mingle them and temper them with Oil of Maſtick. 

Spread this on leather , and witha Truſs lay it rothe groin, to 
keep theinteſtine in its place, and to heal the breach through 
which the inteſtine finds a way to: the Scrotum, For the prin- 
Cipal cure conſiſts inoui ward remedies , and an exquilite T ruſs 
to bindit. | 

Whentheſe things do not help, there is: need co purge the 
whole Body , eſpecially from watry and ph|Egmarick humours, 
which hinder the conſolidation or binding gpgether of the Peri- 
tonzym. broken, or dilated, which of ielf is hard tocuret 
Addeto this, that ſince it is neceſſary not only to uſe binding 
remedies outwardly, bur alſo.inwardly ; if omitting the preſcri- 
bing of univerſals , the. body should abound with excrementi- 
tious humours, the Patient, by the obſtruftion of the Bowels 
ariſing from thence , might fall into Feavers or other diſcaſes, 
then wemuſt purge with. gentle remedies. Premiſing univer- 
ſals we muſt flie co binding remedies both internal and external :

Aſter this lay ona new plaiſter, andlet it ſtay on until it will no 
longer ſtick to the skin ; and this changing of the plaiſter, and 
formenting of thepart affeted, muſt be ſo often renewed, until 
the dilatation, or ruprure of the Peritonzum be bound up, and 
glewed fait together again, 

But all theſe remedies, both eutwardand inward, will do no 
good, it there be not a right dier obſerved ; wherefore the ſick 
muſt avoid all ſweet meats, windy, and of ill juice, of which 
number are all raw h-rbs, pulfe, ſummer fruits, milk meats, 
and ſuch like; he muſt uſe toeat bread well baked , with Aniſced 
or Cumminſeed in it; he mutt alſc feed on dry meats tobind, and 
clammy to heal ; for the firlt purpoſe, Thrushes, Blackbirds » 
and Partridg-sare good; and forthe ſecond, Calves flesh , Gees, 
and Ducks feet and wings, rather boiled then roſted, His ordinary 
drink muſt be Wine, not ſweet nor white, but red and aſtringent, 
or at leaſt of a taſte between both, But meat and arink taken in ſmall 
quantity doth much conduce to the timely recovery of his health. 
The fick lying on his back, wich both his head and feet raiſed , 
muſt keep his bed at leaft forty daics, and muſt take great care of 
his truſs, and mult never riſe without it, be the time neyer ſo 
Short ; much Jeſs muſt he go to Rool leſt the inteſtines falling 
dowa, should open again that which is newly bound and healed. 
Alſo care muſt be had, that the belly be daily looſe, leaſt when 
the excrementsare hard, and are voided by ſtraining, that ſtrain- 
ing should do very much miſchief. To looſen the belly that is 
too much bound, Prunes of Ausburg are very good, if four or 
five of them be eaten an hour before meals. And it will do no 
hurt, if oncea week the ſuperfluities of the firſt region be purged 
forth with Pills of Aloes, preſcribed by Hierom Fabris. ab Aquap. 


the weight of a ſcruple taken one hour before ſupper, or by a 


Clyſter caſt inin theevening , which if it be made of a decoction 
looſning and cooling, Hony of Roſes, Lenitivum , and Oyl of 
Chamomil , it will Keep thebelly looſe for many daies after; when 
forty days are paſt, the ſick may rife; but let him continue his 
Plaiſter and truſs, untill they may be ſafely taken off, Though 
none of thoſe that geld men, think that ſuch as have ruptures 
can ever be cured , without that moſt dangerous cutting forth of 
the Teſticle , ( Table XL. Figure IX, &c. ) but that there 'will be 


a fear left that it may come again; yet I haye cured multitudes, 
CY | | whoſe 
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whoſe Sirnames I willingly conceal, inalong time, and with 
great Care by the ſaid remedies and reſtored them to their for= 
mer health by uſing a good Diet , and a good Truſs : Bur ſuch 
as I could not Cure perfetly , by "ack the greatneſs of the 
diſeaſe , or the long. continuance of it ; yet I preſerved them ſo, 
that the diſeaſe did notincreaſe upon them. 

Fig. IX. shews how the urine ſupprefſed is drawn forth by a 
Catherer 5 Which manual —— is eaſie toa Phyfitian thar is 
Skilfull ; andon the other (ide hard and dangerous enough to one 
that is'ignorant, Celſw deſcribes this L.y. C.26. but ſometimes 
Weare conſtrained toattetnpt to bring forththe urine by manual 
operation, whenthe ſick cannot make water , orelſe by age 
the paſſage of it is fallen. down , or becauſe the ſtone, or ſome 
clotted blood are in the way, Alſo oftentimes a (mall inflam. 
mation, ora Caruncle bred in the urinary paſſage, will not ſuf- 
fer itto be madenaturally, Andthis isnot only neceſſary for 
men, but ſometimes alſo for women ; wherefore brazen, or ra. 
ther ſilver, prpesare made , which they call Catheters ; which 
that they may ferve for all great and ſmall bodies', the Phyfitian 
muſt have three ready for men, and two for women. For men 
the greateſt is fifceen inches, the middle ſize is twelve, and the 
leaſt nine inches. Of thoſe for women the greateſt is nine inches, 
and the leaſt ſix, They muſt be crooked ; namely , thoſe for 
womenalittle, butfor men much more, and they muſt beall 
very ſmooth, and neither too thick nor roo thin. Then the 
Patient muſt beplaced on his back upona low ſeat ora bed ; and 
the Phyfitian , on the right ſide , with his left hand muſt hold 
the man's yard ; and with his right hand he muſt gently thruſt 
into the urinary paſſage a ſilver pipe E anointed with o1l; and 
when it comes totheneckof the bladder , he muſt incline the 
Catheter with theyard,. and ſathruſt it into the bladder; and 
when the water is made: by it, take it forth again. Thus far 
Ce/ſus. In this manual operation great care muſt be had, leſt in 
chruſting in. of a filver pipe, the fleshy folding be not hurt 
which shuts theorifices of che ſeminal. veſſels, that end about 
the urinary paſlage » which is knawn by the difficulty of thruſt- 
Ing it it,. thepain;, and blood, coming forth.

theter , withthe wool at the end of ir; and ſo they draw forth 
th. urioe, as by a ſyringe. Bur neither the cotton nor wieris 
neceſiary, Nor thecorton becaulethe urin. comes freely forth 
by the Catheter that hath holes on che fides : Nor the wier be- 
cauſe, for the reaſon now mentioned, it hinders more than it 
profits: For whilcſt they d aw the wier out of the pipe , of- 
tentimes they pull ferth the pipe alſo, with more difficultyto 
be thruſt inagain, when the urine is ſuppreſſed by reaſon of in- 
flammation of the bladder , it isnot witaour danger tothruſtin 
the Catheter ; for the neck being coin ,theinflammation is aug = 
mented;and when that ceaſeth, there follows almoſt an incurable 
voiding of warer, which the ſick cannot hold, Wherefore it is 
better with a ſmall wax candle, Table XIII. Figure IX ſome- 
what bended , andanointed with common ol], to attempt ma* 
nual operation at firft , than to exaſperare the diſeaſe by the uſe 
of the Catheter. Alfo where there is difficulty of making wa- 
ter , which comes byreaſon of the kidneysin faulr, theCathc.ter 
and wax cand!'eare uſed in vain, becaule the urine is not con- 
tained in the bladder.

| Ss shews theplacing of the fick troubled with the ſtone, 
tor in this caſe they ſearch forthe tone of the bladder, thruſt

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ing the Catheter A through the conduit of the yard, and put- 
ting the torefinger into the fundament, 

Fig. II. shews, beſidesthe way of ſearching for theftone, 
the incition of the Perinzxum B, upon the Dire&or C, thruſt 
into the bladder, performed by the pen-knifc© (Table li. Fi- 
gurell.} Incifion being made the Stone-cutter draws out the 
Directors, and hethruſts in the Catheter by the wound made 
in the Perinzum , thatthe Dilator, or Speculum Veſiczaboye 
the pipe > may come into the bladder without any hurt. The 
Dilator being applied he draws forth the Catheter, he dilates 
the neck of the bladder , and laying hold of the ſtone with a fit 
inſtrument he pu'ls it out, &c. Read Ambroſ. Parew lib, 17, 
from chap. 3 F to 48. concerning the drawing out of a ſtone 2 
and thar exquiſite Treaty of Gull, Fabrit. Hildan, of cutting for 
theſtone inthe bladder. 

Fig. 111. aſtoneis taken forth of the urinary paſſage withoue 
cutting ; becauſe if the tonecame out of a more narrow place z 
namely out of the neck and orifice of the bladder , it will much 
moreeaſfily be taken out ofa Jarger place, as 1s the conduit »f 
the yard. I take the Probe of CAgquapendens, which atthe end 
is mace hollaw like a ſpoon D, asan ear picker, this Ithruft 
into the pafſage, ſo that it may paſs beyond the ſmallſtone E, 
and may ina manner comprehend it in its hollow place; then 
through the pin of the Probe that is hollow, I pour in oil of 
{weer Almonds into the urinary paſſage, and I draw the Probe 
gentlyto me, for ſo theſtone 15s by degrees drawn forth ; both 
prefling of it with the fingers, and drawing it with the Probe 
ſee Table XIV, Figure VIII. Alſolhave often obſerved ſuch 
tones that are fallen into the urinary paſſage, to come forth of 
themſelves , without cutting or help of the ſpoon; if the Pa= 
tient fir frequently-in an emollient bath , and take medicaments 
thatare moderate te break the ſtone, or will ſuffer them to be 
dropped into the conduit of the urine. 

Fig. IV. doth aſſwage the heat of urine, which ina virulent 
Gonorrhza is ſo vehemenc when a man makes water, that the 
Patients h:d rather die than make water, Whentherefore ſuch 
heat and painis felt in making water, rhat it cannot beaſſwaged 
by any medicamentstaken at the mouth , or poured in , the Pa- 
tient shall puta filve: moſt ſmooth pipe into the palſage of the 
yard, tied by threads (F) which he muſt hold in his _— 
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leaſt the pipe by force of the urine coming forth, should be 
driven out again from the urinary paſſage ; but that it may ſtay faſt 
in, until the urine run forth through it without pain , not ſo much 
as touching the conduit of the yard, 

Fig. V. Oftentimes a caruncle is bred in the urinary paſlage 
from an ulcer, and it ſometimes grows fo great , thar it ſtops the 
water, This is taken away and cured by manual operation, and 
fit medicaments that have a corroding power; but that no other 
parts but only the caruncle in the paſſage may be eaten away, or 
the water should wash away the medicaments that are applied, 
Hierom. Fabrit. ab Aquapend, invented an inftrument, by means 
whereof nothing but the caruncle is eaten off, andalſo it hinders 
that the medicament applicd to the caruncle, is not washed away 
by the water that is frequently made. Forapipe (G) is made of 
linnen, ſmeared over with white wax , ( in length a fingers breadth, 
and ſo broad that it may be equal to the filver Cath«<terI) which 
hatha long thread hanging at it. This pipe, firſt ſmeared with- 
out with a convenient medicament, as for example z 

Take Hony calcined to ashes, 

Tutty prepared, 

Fresh Butter washt in Planten water, 

Turpentine ſo washt alſo, 

Yellow wax , of each half an ounce, 

Burnt Allum, half adram. 
Mingle them and make a Liniment; which, as T have found by 
common experience, will conſume the caruncles of the urinary 
paſſage without pain,- or excoriation of the parts that are ſound, 
Some highly commend the experiment of Rochus Cervierus ; 

Take powder of quick Sulphur, 

Mercury precipitate, 

Verdigreas 4 

Crud Antimony , of each three drams , 

White Wax, oneounce. 
Mingle them according to att in aleaden Mortar, to the form of 
an unguent. The pipe being anointed with one of theſe medica- 
ments , it muſt be fifted to the wier H , that comes forth be- 
yond the ſilver pipe; and together with the filver pipe and wier, 
it muſt be thruſt into the urinary paſſage, until it meet with the 
caruncle; and when it is come to the place of the caruncle, the 
filyer pipe with its wier muſt be drawn back ; but the pipe made of 
linnen, ſmeared over with wax and put in , muſt be left in the 

paſlage 
. o 
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ſage, that the urine may cowe forth by it; and this alſo hin« 
ders, that the medicament applied to the caruncle cannot be 
washed away by the urine. 

Fig. VI, Sometimes it happens that infants are born without 
any hole in the top of their yard to make water by ; this muſt be 
preſently cured with a sharp knife that hath a narrow point, The 
fick muſt be laid on his back , and the yard muſt be taken hold on 
nearto the glans with the left hand, and with the knife held in 
the right hand, the hole that is shut muſt be opened ; when this 
is done , a tent of lead muſt bethruft into the hole, that is ſmall 
and ſolid , and anointed with ſome healing medicament ; which 
muſt be taken forth when the fick makes water, and then thruſt 
in again , and this for three or four daies, until the lips of the hole 
be skinned. But if children be born witha very narrow hole in 
the glans, that muſt be preſently enlarged by thruſting in a ſmall 
tent, ( made of the pith of Elder, and anointed with unguent of 
Roſes) that it may ſwell by rhe moiſture it drinks in , and being 
ſwoln may enlarge the bole. 

Fig. VII. shews pocky excreſcences of flesh in the glans and 

rxputium , and the way to cure them, which is done moſt com« 
modiouſly by binding; for ſince that theſe caruncles have a nar- 
row baſis, they are tied witha ſingle ſmall red coloured filk thread, 
and they will fall off in two daies; ſometimes they are touched 
moſt profitably with Oil of Antimony or Logadorum ; ſometimes 
they are as well laid hold on with the pullers, and are cut off with 
a pen-knife ; after that the place is cauterized with a very red het 
Iron , that the blood may not taint the parts near unto ir. 

Fig. VIIL, IX, X, XI, XI, XIII, XIV. repreſent a moſt horri- 
ble Chyrurgery, wherewith at Nurſfum, in my time, the moft 
famous Gelders of ltaly did cure Hernias of the Inteſtines. The 
ſick lies on his back , and is bound upon a table; then the whole 
dilatation in the groin is marked oblixely with ink ; the Aſſiſtant, 
at the bottom of the Abdomen, preſſes together the Inteſtines , 
that they may not come forth; then the Chyrurgian, with 3 
crooked knife , making an oblike inciſion of the skin, Figure VIIE. 
(that the progreſs of the Peritonzum may be ſeen, Figure IX. ) 
he cuts the Peritonzum with the ſame knife, Figure X. and by 
the hole Figure Xl. he forces the Tefticle out upwards; after this 
with his fore finger he pulls away all th: membranes, and ſepa- 
rates them from the Scrotum ; and firtt of all he draws forth the 


sheath membrane dilated, Figure XII. * and the teſticle with it; 
then 
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then he laies hold of the ſpermatick veſſels, and the sheath coat , 
with a convenient pair of pincers, and he faſtens them together; 
then he cuts: forth the teſticle above the future with a knife, and 
caſts that away ; ( others tie the ſpermatick veſlels and the coatin 
two places, and laying bold of the ends of the lower thread, t hey 
cut forth the diſtance wirh a pair of cizers, and catt away the 
teſticle ) but be cauterizes with a red hot iron all the veſleis that 
bleed, and puts themin, leaving a long thread hanging without; 
and laltly he puts in an iron inltroment (L, Figure XLV. } by the

Fig. XVI. The membranecalled hymen , which hinders copu- 
lation , but it 1s perforated above, to let forth the menſtruall 
blood, witha crooked knife (Table XII. Figure ll. to whole point 
a little button of wax is faitned ) it is cutajunder, rhat the woman 
may be made moſt fit for man. And if that little skin do alwaies 
cover the sheath of the matrix, Paulus lh. 6. cap, 27. cuts it with 
Celſns his Spatha, Table II. Figure. 

Fig. XVII. Teaches huw H:ierom. Favrit. ab Aquapend. where the 
lips of the womb cleave together , uſes manual operation according 
to Pauly : He laies the woman on her back, ( in this manual opera- 
tion , and that of the precedent Figure) ſo that her legs are drawn 
up as high as her belly , and her thighs before (tradling wide ; be 
alſo purs her arms under her hams, and binds them to her neck 
with fitligature; then with a knife made to cut fiſtulas, either with 
a Syringotomus sharp at one end, ( Table XIV. Figure I ) or 
with a Woodcocks bill , Table XII. Figure I, 11, 111, and V. he cots 
the lips that grow together , being firſt marked with ink all the- 
lengih of them. The lips being parted, and the flux of blood 
ſtopts a leaden pipe is anointed with ſome healing medicament, 
and thruſt into the matrix, till the cure be perteed, that the 
lips may not grow together aguin. 

Fig, XVI1E. treats of the matrix falling forth without the Ab- 
domen, which thing happens towomen, when the membranous 


ligaments of the womb are either ſtretched or broken, The cure

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of this diſeaſe requires rhree things ; the placing again of the 
womb, fallenforth, inits proper place z thento keep it there 
inits place 5 andlaſtly, ro Kait or conſulidare the [11gamenas. 

Before we repoſe the wombinits place again , we mult con» 
ſider whether the falling forth of the Mitrix vefingle, 01 whee 
ther there be not inflammation ora cold humour joirn'd with it 3 
for whentheſle appzar we muſt not attempr to put it back to ts 
place, untill ſuch timeas thediſcaſes be gone. A Garaplaſm 
or lump of r:w flax boiled inasharp lixivium, and w: ung torth, 
will ſtop the inflammition ; conceraing whichſee the cure of a 
rupture of theinteſtines, Table XX XIX. Figure VIII, A fo= 
mentation of the decoftion of Mallows , Mars[- mallows , Ca- 
momil flowers , &&c. will diflolve a cold tumour, The ſaid 
tumours being cured, andthe belly excrements voided by Cly= 
ſter, and water being made ( that the Mitrix may be free from 
all compretlion) the Chyrurgian , or ſome experienced Mid= 
wife, muſt lay the woman on her back, ſo that her hips may 
liehigher , and her hams may bebended inward, an. her legs 
may li: ſtradling ; then he muſt take the Candle O (which muſt 
have a baſis) made of Wax and Aſa fxtida, and is as thick 3s 
the sheath of the Matrix z and with this, notuſtog any violence, 
he muſt thruſt inward all that which fell dowa, untill the who's 
lump be reduced into its place, 

This being done the Patient shallfaſten the candle with a three 
double cloath dipped in red wine, and preffed forth again , and 
withtne band, TibleXLI. Figure III. for eight or nine dates 
et herlie with her legs ſtrecched forth andjoinedcloſe togethcr, 
ſothat one may lie upon the other ; let her bud an Eagle ſtore 
toherarm, andlet her put ſwect{melling things to her noſtrils, 
unleſs she be ſubje& ro ſuffocation of the womb.

7 om fiſtulas of the fandament are of two ſorts; ſome riſe from 
an ulcer of the right inteſtine, which hath divers cauſes, as 
falt legm, sharp chaler, and the French Pox , (eſpecially in hotter 


. Countries) which by corroding produce filtulacs in the fundament; 


others riſe trom ſome knor ( by riding or by ſome fall) breeding 
outwardly about the fundament, and coming to {uppuration ; and 
if the quitter of it cannot find a way out, it will make a deep hole. 

The Antients either cat away the right inteſtine, and withal 
they perforate the four common covers, that ſo the corrupted 
matter, or rather bloody atter may come forth outwardly by the 
xxin, orel{etheyrelt abagthe muſculous parts, andfuchas are 
next the skin. Alſothe Ifter Chyrurgians perforate the inteſtine , 
orelſe they proceed only tothe outward coat of the right inteſtine. 

Aquapend. L. 3. Pentateuch cap. 12. dothrexa&tly handle the figns 
of the iftulaes ſpoken of. T have ſcen all theſe fiſtulacs cut with 
iron inſtruments neatly , and happily cured, by the moſt excellent 
Phyſittan and Chyrurgian, Adrian Spygelius, my molt honoured 
Maſter ( whoſe Anatomical Preparator | was, and whoſe Aſſiſtant 
I was, in performing manual operations, for ten years) :forſeven 
years, namely from the year 1616, to the year of our Lord 1623. 
I praftiſed in the moſt eminent and famous Univerſity of Padua, 
vhich is held to be almoſt the principal of all Univerſities, not 
only in 1raly, but alſo in Europe and elſewhere, by reaſon of the 
ſplendor of moſt famous Doors, the authority of the moſt an- 
tient Studies, and the rare Monuments of all Learning and all 
Vertues. Nor are there wanting to me men of great name, who 
vith great courage following the wars, were troubled withfiſtulaes 
inthe fundament coming from the French Pox , theſe I cured in 
my own Country, relying upon the frequent experience of my 
Maſter, by the way following. |

F there happen to be a fiſtula in the fundament , which had its 
| crigtnativeck 3n ulcer of the right inteſtine, and yet hath not 
perforated the common covers: I take in my hand the probe (kh) 
which at one end hath a round head, and a holeto put a ſilken 
thread through ( 7) at the other end, for to make incifion at the 
bottom of the fiſtula, itis sharp, like to aneedle with three points, 
to the top end whereof you mult falten a little wax pellet (2) 
whereby the top of thz inſtrument findes more tree acceſs into the 
bottom of the fiſtula, and there isno fear that ir may hit againſt 
the tides of it, to hinder the operation and cauſ- pain; wheres 


fore having prepared wy probe , with the wax put on it, I ſearch 
N 4 tor 
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for the bottom of the ulcer of the inteſtine, and when I have 
found it, by thruſting the probe hard 1 perforatethe 5kin, (Fig, 
II. ) and 1 draw it all through the fiſtula, the filken thread hang. 
ing down at both holes (o) Figure V. when the hollow place is 
perforated , Cornel. Celſus hb. 7, cap. 4. de ani fiſtuls, and others 
that follow him , bind both ends of the twiſted thread, ( ye. one 
of filk, that were ſingle and of a red colour, by reaſon of its 
{1malneſs and tin&ture, would ſooner cut it and eat it away) and 
they twilt it with an overthwart ſma'l ſtick (» Figure V. ) very 
ftrezght, and fothey cut all the fitula witha thread; yet becauſe 
the ivcifion and cure of the whole filtula bya thread ( Figure V.) 
proceeds ro» ſlowly , and there is continual pain with it, ( becauſe 
every operaticn ought to be done quickly and ſweetly) Hrerom 
Fabrit. ab Aquiperd deſervedly rejects it, and faith there is no 
Place for this way, but only tor fearful people who are afraid of the 
Iron inſtrument, whercfore 1 do ſo demean my ſelf, The fiſtula 
being perforated with a probe, and with holes (by the help of a 
fi]ken thread ſtreight twiſted with a ſtick for two dajes ) for the 
uſe of the Syringotomus, ( Table XIV, Figurell. ) which *t one 
end hath a thicker head ſufficiently dilated; Iremove. the {tick (7) 
and the filk, ( Figure V. ) and cut the fiſtula after that fashion as 
I have deſcribed it before Fig. I, and Il. Thus Jatter way of curing 
filtulaes by a thread and edge of the knife, joins into one the 
opinions of Celſus and the latter Chyrurgians ; and by experience, 
which is a molt faithful witneſs, it is better then {imple incifion 
performed bya thread, and more tolerable, but eſpeciaily when 
the orifices are too far aſunder, by reaſon of the length of the fiſtula, 
If this operation alſoſcem to be too flow, the Chyrurgizn $hall 
fatisfie all conditions of good operation, if he preſently cut the 
fiſtula with that knife called Syringotomus , which cuts at that 
end where it hath a little button betides. I {tt forth this inſtru- 
ment before, Table XIV. Figure I. and I applied it , Table 
XXIX. Figure lIl. If ſuch filtulaes grow from outward knots, 
and ſuch as impoſtumate, they require the ſame cure , proceed- 
Ing as I faid Figure IV. Noze, the ſphincter muſcle, according 
to Hippocrates de Hemorrh. may bs ſafely cut any way, without 
any hurt done to its functions, if only ons eighth part of it be 
left untouched ; otherwiſe there would follow an excretion of 
the excrements againſt a mans will, and at laſt death it ſelf. 
Fiſtulaes in old people, that have run long , are not fately cured , 
unleſs an 1fſve be made before they be healed up, three or four 
fingers aboye the Knees, on the infide, to evacuate the _ 
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that is daily collected, The Emrods that require manual ope- 
rations, are either external or internal , which firſtof all the moſt 
Skilful in Anatomy , Hicrom. Fabrit. ah Aquapend. learnedly de- 
monltrated in operat. Chvrurgic. titulo de Hemorrhod. 

Theſe appear at firſt Gght, bur thoſe , unleſs you preſs the Ab- 
domen , and hold your breath, or go to ſtool, cannot be ſeen : 
If they need manual operation , they both do either ſwell, or run 
too much, 


The cure of the Emrods that ſwell, by manual 
operation. 


COmRng pain, or inflammation, is joined with the ſwel- 
ling of the Emrods; and then the cure is performed rather 
by medicaments internall and externall, namely , with the uu- 
guent of wilde Flax of Horſt, Lip. 4. Obſerv. 42, or other un- 
uents, ( the baſis whereof is Scrophalaria, which onely clean- 
ſed from filth, and hanged about the neck, ind worn next 
the naked body , deth almoſt miraculouſly aſſwage the pains of the 
Emrods, See Tabern, lih.2. fol. 431, and Craton. conſ. 207,) ra- 
ther then to exaſperate this Diſeaſe by any manuall operation 
whatſoever. If they ſwell much , without pain or inflamma- 
tion, and lie ſecret, 1 take the broad iron tool (p) (fetched 
out of the nineteeth Table) and when it is very red hot, I ſo 
burn the Emrods, yet not touching them , that is, that they 
may onely feel the heat of the fire, as the Patient can well 
endureit: If the Patient, as oftentimes it happens, fear manual 
operation , with good ſucceſs alfol ſet on the Leeches prepared , 
and 1 draw forth plenty of blood ; after that I put vp into the 
fundament lininentum ſmplex with a tent ; and I apply a new 
ſponge, wet in black sharp wine, wherein aſtringents have been 
boiled, and preſs it forth again, by this means to corroborate the 
part. 

Hippocrates, for the ſaid manual operation , requireth an 1ron 
inſtrament with a round head, ſuch an one as that is, which is 
lively ſet forth Table XI X, Figure V. and in the following 
Figure, letter q is the mark for it ; with this he drieth them 
all up, one after another; yet I think, that a broad head is 
more effectual here , dc the operation is ſooner ended with 
this ; but that of Hippocrates is beſt, when cither of the _— 

that 
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thar (wel, runs ; becauſe this eaſily paſſeth by thoſe that bleed; 
but the broad one dries up all that 1un with thoſe that are bling, 
not without great ure to the Patients ; which 1 would needs 
warn you of from the obſervations of Spupeling. 

Sometimes the Emrods ſwellfo, yer lie ſo high in the inte- 
ftines , that they can by no means be ſeen, aud much leſs be 
touched by any hotiron beitround or þ1oad. Then if avy help 
be ſought for by manual operation, that pipe is neceflary todry 
th:mup, whichispictu:ed above Table X VI. Figure II, It 
is put cold intothe fundament , andic is heated with a1ed hot 
pin ( Table nowquoted, Figure[V.) oftenth- uſt into the pipe, 
that being heated , it may bydegtees dry up the Emrods.

T Hen they bleed too much, they muſt be touched one by 

' one with thar poinredinſtrument ( Figure VIII.) leaving 
only one by which the blood, thac is ſuperfluous, afrerwards 
may runfor h. Their bleeding ſometimes isſo violent, that ir 
5s unpo:Hble for the moſt «ki full Phyfitian to Rop it though 
he uſe revulizon and aftringent medicaments, as well taken by 
the mouth as outwardly applied. I hadexpericnce of this vio- 
lence at {/enice, ( where I practiſed Chyrurgery a whole year,and 
the Emrods come often there to the Phyſicians tobe cured) up- 
on 4 certain noble Venetian, who was of the houſe of the Conta» 
reni, 4yourg manof 26.years old , of aſanguinecomplexion, 
in the Spring time , it being the firſt time that ever he was trous 
bled wich che outward Emrods . leeding too much, T being 
called, lopznedrhe 1award vein of his 1ight arm, and I com- 
manded toupply dry cupping glafles to his back , withour ſcari- 
fication ; I gave him old conſerve of Roſes with Crocus Maitis, 
to take by the mouth (nor negleRing the binding of his upper 
parts ) and applied to the part aff. &ted medicaments that had 
g:eat force of aſtringency , tempered with the white of an Egg, 
and ming'ed with burnt cotton; yet for all this the vehement 
bleeding continued ; and the Patienr, otherwiſe very red , chan. 
edto look very pale, [o that he wasin danger of his life, | pro-

ment will cure , that the 1ron inſtrument cannot, thoſe rhe fire 
can; and of purpoſe left our thoſe words , 1hat the fire cannot 
cure, # incurable ;, leſtthe Patient Should take occation to doubt 
of his recovety. But the Patient , when he ſav dearh hard by , 
gavecredit toourold Author, and raking me by the hand , pro- 

miſedto me and to the ſtanders by, that he would admit of cauce - 
rizing, fince there was no other means left. Whereupon | made 
haſt home and furnished my ſelf with inftruments needfull ; 
namely , with pointed inftruments ( Table XI X. Figure VII, 
VIII and IX,) andcoming back, I delivered them to the ſer- 
yant of this noble Patient, that he might make them req hot ; 
when they were very red hot, I touched ſeveraliy the ſmall ori- 
fices of all the Emrods that bled, and made a hardcruſt upon 
them , beginning with the uppermoſt, leſt the blood, running 
forth of thoſe that were not touched.should quench the hot iron.

The blood being ſtopped by manual operation, and the beſt 
regiment of reſtoring diet being obſerved , that roble man was 
reſtored to his former health ; and I adviſed him thar every three 
moneths, he Should (et on four cupping glaſſes to his shoulders 
and back, with (carification ; thar nature might not ,for the fu- 
ture , be accuſtomed ro ſend down the ſuperfluous blood to the 
Emrod veins, Theſe things being rightly gbſerved , he lived 
ten years free from any bleeding of the Emrods, Butif Nature, 
before this, had been accuſtomed to open the veins of the funda- 
ment 19 this noble man ; and been uſed to ſend the ſuperfluous 
blood thither, I had Jefe one of the Emrods untouched by the in= 
ftrument, which afterwards should have been ſRtopr with em= 
plaſtick and aſtringent powders ; that it might,either of 1ts own 
accord, orelſe byart, be eaſily opened; and that the blood , 
daily abounding in the body , which is wont to beevacuated at 
ſec times z might be thus purged away , leſt thoſe diſeaſes may 
follow ( which Hippocrates mentioneth /e#. 6. aph, 12. he that 
15 cured ofthe Emrods that have laſted long , unleſs one of them 
beleft, is in danger ofa Dropſizor a Conſumption 3 and Epi=- 
dem. lib, 6./6#, 3.text, 33 and 34. They thatare wont to bleed 
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atthe veins of che fundament , are neither troubled with inflam. 
mation of the Lurgs, noreativg uleer, nor with fellons, nor 
Ittcle {wellings , which are called Termintht, from the likeneſs 
of Ciche Peaſn ; andperhaps not with the Leproſic, nor other

E shews the lp ulcerated, and bound with the fling band 
according to Galen's mind, Tie Patient was Gallus Simms 2 
Country man of Langenavia, inthe Juriſdition of Vimz. who 
had an ulcerated Canker in his lips ; who when , to his g'ict, he 
perceived, by many Skilfull Chyrurgians, that he could not be 
cured of that miſchief, unleſs it were cut forth by the roots: 
Being a poor man » he defired humbly from the fimous Sena: e 
of that Republick where he lived , that he might be taken into 
the Aoſpital ; and chat the Canker might be cutforth, with an 
iron inftrurent, by che hand of the well experienced Chyrur- 
gian George Rredlin; when 1t was cut off with the pincers , and 
the ulcer was 2imoſt Cicatrized » It gIew up again. i he firnous 
Senate b-ing better informed of this growing of it azain, com= 
mittedtize Par:ent tomy care, T his man, by tezſon of the pains 
of his head and limbs1in the night , Was much ſuſpected by me , 
and ſo was carried to the Hofpital appointed ir thole that are 
fick of the French POx. He drarpk the decoction of Guaicum , 
whereby the pains of his head and outward parts ceaſed, Burthe 
Canker, being diefſed with ropical remedies, did yer pirifully 
afflitthe poor may. LThenl thought titzocoo] his body with 
drinking Goats whey claithed , becaufe it was over heat w:th 
ſweating medicauents; and then to purge hi from rmelanchos 
ly humovurs, by temprivg of them Withthis Magiſtral decoction 
following :

The trained liquor is divided into nine doſes, that one doſe mult 
be ſeven ounces , each of them was kept in aglaſs, oil being pou- 
red on it to ſwim a fingers breadthaboveit; and it was given cvery 
other day carly in the morning ; after which the Patient lay in his 
bed, welicovered , untill his body grew moiſt; andan hour after 
he took ſome broth, and becauſe of the Coloquintida the porion 
was ſomewhat bitter ; preſently after the taking of it, he ſwallowed 
a little ofaroſted apple, or haifan ounce of Raifins. This Purga- 
tivedoth eaſily attract, notonly the humour that may flow toit, 
bur a!ſo that which is already come thithezr, And note that by the 
frequent ule of this deco&tion , many have b-en freed from Can- 
kers ulcerated ; and more have been cured that were not ulcerated, 
Thus much by the by concerning thisdecodion. 

His body being prepared, I was ſo won with the Patient's intrea- 
ting me, to cut off his lip, that 1 did it, at firſt fight, with very 
good ſucceſs; but the next diy Tobſerved a ſmall knot, which the 
Pincersleft, which is an inſtrument very inconvenient for ſuch ma- 
nual operation. 

I attempred to conſume this knot with that cauſtick powder , 
which e Aquapendens got of an Empirick, and deſcribes it Lib 1. 
Pentateuch ; but this would do no good: Whereupon l began to 
doubt of any certain cure, and to fear that the diſeaſe would come 
again, being there was ſo great appearance of it. But the Paticnt, 
as I commanded, fell to drink again of his purging decuCion, every

but that ſmall knot) by a good regiment of diet, and well pro= 
vided with outward and inward remedies, havirg great hope © 
a ſudden cure , he returned homewards with great joy. But 
that which I feared before, when half a year was paſt, came 
indeed ; namely , a new relapſe, a miſchief far worſethan the 
former. But I think this relapſe is to be imputed unto the 
Pincers only , whereby I performed the operation; for this 3n- 
ſtcumert wasthe moſt untic for this operation. Wherefore if a 
Canker be run over thewholeltp ; let the Chyrurgian , taught bymwie 
and Riedlinus his errouy, take heed that he cut it not off with a pair 
of Pincers ; for it #5 almoſſ impoſſible but 1hat it will Igave ſome root 
behind , from whencethe diſeaſe will grow up again. 

Iremember that I have ſometimes heard the moſt excellent 
Adrian Spigelins give this caution in his publick Lectures, yet1 
regardedit not, unrillſuchrimeas 1 found theexperience of tt 
inthis Country man and another; thar this'caution not being 
obſerved, the Patients are in danger of their lives, and the 
Chyrurgian toloſe hiscredict. The fick man being theſecond 
time fallen toarelapſe before, now comes the third time to de- 
fire my heip in manualoperation ; and { had performed it acCor= 
ding to Agrapend, his dicetion , with a peeceof filver money z 
12ving a very $sharp edye,and dipt in aqua forss, unleſs the vellcls 
round about had been ſorextreamly ſwoln, that I had cauſe to 
thinkthis would be | ut labour in yain.

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B is the uſe and application of that Inſtrument which I deſcribed 
before, Table RX VII. Fig. Il. and cauſed the picture of it to be {et 
down. | have found this to be rhe motit uſeful in wounds , or rather 
for pricks of the Arteries of the wrilt , which caſily happen in a 
duel, for to ſtop the bleeding, as it shall be made appear under. 
neath by a fingular obſervation. Others take filver mon: y, which 
they binde over the wound ; but becaule that ligature muſt be 
very ſtraight, ( for it it be too looſe 1t will not ſtop the flux of 
blood ) by reaſon of a gangrene ready to fall upon the end of rhe 
hand, and ſphacelus upon that, ( for the veſlcls are fo preſſed 
down, that nourishment and vital and animal ipirits cannot come 
to them) it ſeemeth to be very dangerous, whercfore I think 
they would provide better for mens faf-ty , if al] Chyrurgians 
would have ſuch an Inſtrument in readineſs, to uſe when neceflity 
requireth it. At Padua, where the uic of Anatomy and Cly- 
rurgery hath been in great eſteem, and flourisked for many years, 
in my time there was a mcſt experienced man to open an Artery, 
who for the cure of the moſt bitter pains of the head, by per- 
{waſion of the Phyſitians, oftentimes cut the Artery uf the wrilt, 
and making an evacuation of as much blood as he was ordained 
todo, he preſſed the wound ſo cloſe with the forelaid Inſtrument, 
that not one drop of blood could come forth again{t the will of 
the Chyrurgian, nor yet any ſymptome otherwiſe to be fcared 
followed upon this compreſſion. 

It often hapned at Ylma, that by unskilful Quackſilvers, and 
men not worthy of the name of Chyrurgians, the Artery that 
accompanieth the vein Baſilica, was opened by miſtake inſtead 
of it, whence oftentimes there was made too great evacuation 
of blood, or a great aneuriſma, which ill cured cauſed death: 
 wherefore if hereafter accidentally any ſuch errour happen, for 
the remedy of it ( beſides that remedy the moit famous Colledge 
D. D. Gregory Horftirs propoundeth in the firſt of his Chyrurgical 
Obſervations, which is molt worthy to be read) ſuch an In- 
ſtrument, which by preſling the Artery, will ſtop: the bleeding 
of it, that it may be applied to the Artery of the arm being hurt, 
1n my opinion would be very convenient. In Helvetia they hap- 
pily preſs down the Arteries of the temples, tiat are broken or 
cur by chance or by Art, with the convex part of the middle shell 
of the Walnut.

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his book of burnings) ſerving to extend the knee contracted, 
Iacobus Murdel, Son to Iohn Butcher, being but five years old , ſtum- 
bled and fell upon the earth paved with flinrs, as he ran after his 
Father, and he walked up and dowa afte. wards, and never com- 
plained of any pain unt'll the fourrh day after, when he began ro 
halt, and tv complain of his knee that was ſame; his Mother, 
careful enough of the boy , ſendeth four a Barber, called lohan. 
Anareas, who pretently applied a Cataplaſme againit bleeding of 
Felix Wurrs nis prefcription, and the next day ( to {iſcuſs as I fup- 
poſe ) he applied a three fo.d linnen cloth wet in hot wine and . 
preſſed forth again, The boy thus dreſt, fell jntoa moſt sharp fever, 
which by convenient remedies rightly preſ-r1bed by a Phyfitian , 
ended un ſome critical day z by an lmpoſtume in his foot that was 
afte&ed , namely an Ervhipelas inflammatian, which went over 
all his leg and thigh, alfo as far as his groin, that vehemently 
afflicted the childs with heat, redneſs and pain. The inflam- 
mation being cured, there remained upon th= knee that was 
bruiſed b. fore the Fever came a huge ſ{welling, which when it re- 
ſited all reſolving means, they tricd to bring it to ſuppuration , 
and they opened the knee both on the outſide and infide with a 
caultick medicament, and no matter, or elſe very little came 
forth. The bulincls being thus , the ordinary Phyii:ian departed, 
and left all the bulinels of the cure to the Barber Aud. :as; this man 
drefſ.d the childe with the bett skill he had, and healed up the 
ulcers made with the cauſtick , and hardned the tumor exce-dingly. 
The Mother being now more careful then ever, and finding the 
good man not fufticient for this cure, and alſo doubrrul, shu ſent 
for me to ask my counſel, Theſe things were by relation, but 
when I came, 1 found the tumor in his knee not unlike to that 
which they call Gliach ſwam, and the boy ſocontracted, that he 
could not extend his knee. Having raade this prognoſtick , that 
this diſeaſe would be doubtful and of long cure, I began the bu- 
fineſs thus: To ſoften and diſculs the tumor, I did daily, for a 
quarter of an hour, foment the part with a ſponge vet in the fol-

D. Table XVIII. Figure V. sheweth the uſe of the Ine

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ſtrument ; for as for the extenſion af thearm, there is nothing 
better then to carry a heavy ſtone ina mans hand, ſo to bend it by 
degrees ; I have found nuthing better then this Inſtrument. The 
Patient was a Souldier's boy , who had his arm out of joint, and 
by rexon of ill fituarion he could not bend it ; thi: boy , as 1 did 
the others before, I daily anointed , applying the Sparadrap, and 
I bade him wear the Inttrument, and he grew well within two 
months; and he could for his need bend his arm without any 
pain or hindrance at all. Wherefore let young Chyrurgians take 
heed, that they place broken members as they should be placed ;

E. iAn. 1626, on the 19. day of Nevember, my brother Mar- 
tin called me to his father in law, I8hn Wolventer, a Mariner of 
I':ma, and moſt skilful to fail in the Danow:; This very man, 
whom my moſt famous Colleague, D. D Greg, Horſtiu, cured in 
his Chyrurgical Obſervations IX. shewed unto me a Fiſtula in his 
lefr thigh, (which from a contuſion was brought to ſuppuration , 
and being care efly dreſſed, came to this pais ) and asked help 
from me, | rrying the bigneſs of the Fiſtula with my probe, 
found it to b» only ſuperfical, and long and broad enough : But 
becauſe theſe ſloping Filtulaes are very f-ldom made to older to- 
gether , as it is wcll known, the next day I attempred to cut it 
with the cizers called De-eptoria, ſpoken of before Table VII. 
Figure I X. ( not being at that time skilled in the Inſtruments 
ca led Syringotoni, deſcribed Table XII. Fig. I, IL, NT. and Table 
X1V. Figurel.) when the Paticnt was Not aware of it, think- 
ingtofili it upwith fleshafrerwards : But when that operation pro- 
ceeded too ſlowly by the cizers, the Mariner, perceiving the In- 
ſtrument, removed his thigh, and with his hand thruſt off my 
right hand; whereupon, layingaſide the cure by this Inſtrument, 
I bound up rhe Fiſtula, a little dilated (as you may ſecin the Figure) 
with the white of an Egg beaten , and ſome carded flax ; when the 
blood was tto:ped, every third or fourth daiesI ſyringed it with

with theſe medicaments, thar have an hugeglewing quality , and 
the mnaner of ligature, my Brother's Father in law was molt 
luckily cured in one week: And from that time I never uled any 
manual operation, unleſs edicaments to cure were uſed firſt in 
vain; and never after that time did 1 uſe thoſe deceitful cizers , 
called Deceproria, b<cauſe they deceive the Chyrurgian and not 
the Paticnt. 


F $heweth the place for Ifſyes on the arm. Fontancls are made | 
in divers places, but thoſe that are madeby cauſtick on the arms 
areth<b.it, and ſcem to bz maſt convenient;—and therefore Phy- 
ſitians make choitle of them before the other , namely to make 
evacuation of all thoſe humours which may offend mans head ; 
becauſe theſe have the middle place exactly between the parts 
above and the parts below, and they hinder the riſing up of the 
humours unto the head ; and th:y moſt commodiouſly makere- 
vultion of them, and derive them thatare flown up tothe head, 
by reaſon of their convenient diſtance: and they do not onely 
help much for the difeaſes of the head, eyes, ears, noſtrils, 
-mouth, jaws: and throat, but alſo for the diſeaſes of the thorax , 
heart and lungs. And though theſe Iflues forthe ſaid diſeaſes do 
helpmuch, and are moſt commcdious for the ſick, and that the 
rather, becauſe they can look tothem, and dreſs them with their 
own hands; yet there are multitudes of men who condemn all 
Iſues, dcſpiting their own healths, becauſe theſe Iſſues require 
care and labour; others hate them becauſe they ſtink; and ſome 
are atraid to have them burned , becauſe they fear the fire. I 
anſwer theſe men, that they cannot put off and on their clothes 
evening and morning without labour and care , nor can they void 
their cxcrements without ſtink ; but asthis or that is neceſſary for 
mans life, ſoare Iſſues for ſome people to live in health , and enjoy 
their lives moſt needful: And as no man repenteth his labour 
to put off and'on his clothes, ſo no man complaineth of theſe 
Iflues, but taketh great pleaſure to dreſsthem , either from the 
delight they finde when they itch, or becauſe from day to day 
they clearly ſee the evacuation of the matter , which was bred by 
errours Committed, and being kepr in the body would produce 
much hurt; or rather becauſe hereby men regain their healths 
which they had loſt: and therefore oftentimes men are not con- 


tented with one Iflue, but will have twoorthree, or more made,

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as they finde cauſe. Add to this, that Fontanels, if they be 
gvided by Art, do not ſtink, and made ina convenient place will 


Cauſe no pain. 


The place for Iſſues requireth four conditions. Firſt, That 
the Patient can ſce 1t. Secondly, That it be fit for ligature, 
Thirdly, That it may havea vein. Fourthly ,. That it be made 
between two muſcles, to prevent pain , whcrewith motion 15 cafily 


hindred. 


This place is eafily found, if the Chyrvrgian doth variouſly 
turnand bend, and extend the Patient's arm , untill he finde the 
duc ſeparation of the muſcle Deltoides and Biceps : Mary make 
the Iſſue upon the Deltoides ir ſelf , ſome at theend ct it , others 
on the upper part of it; but I, for the ſaid conditions, make 
choice of the place marked with the letter F; namely, the diſtance 
between the muſcles Deltuides and Biceps ; and that rather on the 
upper part, which is leſs ſenſible, then on the lower part , and the 
humourruns in short time to it, 


Having found the place for the Iſſue, the way mult be.con- 
fideredon; fora Fontanel is made with a lancet , a potential or an 
actual cautery : But fince a red hot iron is moſt uſual with the 
Inventours of this manuall operation, I do not like potentiall 
cauteries, becauſe they work ſlowly, and oftentimes with great 
pain ; nor are they ſo lafe, becauſe we do not exactly know their 
force in working ; but ſometimes, beſides our expectation , we 
finde them weaker or ſtronger then we imsgined. Allo I refuſe 
a cutting Inſtrument, or lancet, for the reaſons now alledged; 
towhich | add, that curting of anIfſue will make it bleed, and 
many cannot endure to ſee their own blood, The Antients, with 

reat dexterity , uſed the red hot iron which was crooked, and had 
a long handle, ( deſcribed Table I. Figure I. ) But when they 
found that that Inſtrument did not only burn the flesh , marked 
before by the Chyryrgian , but alſo heated the parte that are near 
toit, they invented another Inſtrument beſides this, that had a 
pipe to it that defended the parts adjoining , ſer Table 1. Figure. 
through this pipe, not heated, and thruſt hard upon the «kin, 
they thruſt in a ſolid red hot iron, that it may enter as far as the 
Chyrurgian will have it, ſometimes deeper, ſometimes not fo

I is the place for iſſtes in the Thigh { which muſt be ſought 
for four fingers breadth above the knee, between the mutcle 
gartorim 3nd Vaſeus Internus } moſt fit for [:9iture ; and bee» 
cauſe the vein Saphena joins to it, where an if[ue 1s moſt pro= 
fitably made tor hyſterical paſftiuns , to make revulſion and 
derivation, I have cured Women this way, whoſe names I 
conceal , who by the Ropping of their Courſes , weretrou- 
bled with Furor wterinus and other ſymptoms ; and more that 
had ulcers upon their shins hard to be cured ; there by revul- 
lion, but here by intercepting and deriving, 


K is an inſtrument that I made moſt happily , about the 
beginning of the muſcle GaFrocnemins, againſt the pain of the 
hip, Tranly the moſt excellent Phyſitian «Adrian Spigelins , 
Lib. 5. Cap. 9, in Human. Corp, Fabric. commendeth the ma=- 
king of an iſſue, in the Calf of the Leg, with an actual cautery, 
by reaſon of the paſſage of the Ham vein ; or for the meeting to= 
gether of the beginnings of the muſcle GaFterocnemins ; which 
Daniel Bucretis, upon Iulins Caſſerius Placeutinus his Anatomical 
Tables ( wich 1 bought , with Spigelius his money , from 
the heirs of Caſſerius) marked LT, 1, Table 2, withthe Greek 
Jetter x.

Where- 
fore if hereafter , for ſuch continued pains of the hip ; out- 
ward and inward remedies be uſed to no purpoſe : by my coun-

Which I am certain was Writ moſt ex- 
atly (according to the mind of his Maſter 4quapendent ) yet 
in [talian , being worthy to be turned into Latine,

N sheweth the uſe of the ſaid Pincers, and the way to ap- j 
ply it, which is this: Pull forth the wimble, and Jet down the * 
outward pipe toward the ſpoons, ſo that theInſtrument may be 
Shut, and may reſemble the form of an Inſtrument , printed 
Table XIV. Figure XI. This being done, the outward pipe muſt 
be anointed with Oil of Roſes, and the Inſtrument muſt be gentlie 
thruſt into the wound with the Chyrurgians right hand, untill 
fuch time as the toothed end of the ſpoons lay hold of the bullet; 
then the Chyrurgian $hall hold the Inſtrument between his fore. 
finger and thumb of his left hand, and with that he $hall preſſe 
againſt the bullet as hard as the Patient can endure ir, that ir may 
not fall off from the Pincers; after this, with the fingers of his 
right hand , he shall put in the Piercer by the hole of the round 
cover, ſofaras to the bullet, and he shall turn that about, and 
by degrees faſten it in the bullet : But ſo ſoon as the Chyrurgian 
knoweth that the Piercer ſticketh faſt in the bullet, he shall by 
little and little draw up the outward pipe, and shall prefentlie put 
It down again, that the ſpoons opening may take in the bullet, 
and by holding it faſt when it isin,, may help the Piercer to bring 
tt forth. Theſe things being rightlie performed, the Piercer 
and both Pipes, and the whole Inſtrument , with the buller ſtick- 
rng and received in, muſt be drawn out by the way the Figure re- 


preſenteth unto you. 


Note, that many make mention of and commend the Inſtru. 
ments,w hoſe Figures you find pictured before Table XV by which, 
if the bullet falleth off, a nerve, vein or arterie is eafilie hurt; 
wherefore they that have not at hand thoſe two Inſtruments, 
Table XIV. Figure X, XI. (which for above twenty two years, 
during the German wars, I happily uſed in curing many Souldiers) 
Shall do excellently well, who fur other Pincers uſe the right 
Cranes bill, Table XI. Figure VI. or the blunt one with an angle 
beat backwards, Table IX, Figure XR. for with theſe the Chy- 
rurgians at Padua do freguently take forth bullets our of wounds, 
not doingany hurt. Read the moſt exad Book of Francis Plazzon, of 
wounds male vuith Gun Shot. 


O 5heweth 
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O sheweth the cutting of the melancholy veins called Varices, 
according tothe minde of e Fqxapendens , which yet though it be 
horrid tv our Germans, ſo ill ſymptomes may eaſily ariſe trom it. 
Whileſt I ſtudied at Padua, I ſaw a Country-man in St. Frances 
Hoſpital , endure this manual operation with great profit , under 
the hand of the moſt excellent Spigelins. 

I once, in imitation hereof, tried the like manual operation 
in my Country ; but by an error of the Patient ( who ſlirred too 
much, whereas he should not ftir at all ) there followed great in- 
flammation and vehement pain, which forbids me to ule it, be- 
cauſe the event did not anſwer my deſire; and the Patient and his 
Parents wished that I might be taken and tormented with the like 
inflammation : Having once ſuffered ship-wrap of my credit, 
ever afrer I dreſſed theſz varices upon the extream parts, with 
only topical means, laid under ſtockings made with dogs skin. 


P shewzth a wound made very deep in the thigh witha Perfian 
dart, and it is united with four ſtitches or loops, and in the moſt 
ſloping part of it, having a hole, into which 1s thruſt thetentQ, 
to keep it open for the matter tocome forth, 

R sheweth how to ſcrape away the rottzn shin bone with raſps, 
deſcribed Table VI. 

6» Marsin Schmid: of Oellingen, aboy of eleven years of age, com- 
plained of a moſt vehement pain in his right shin bone, and that by 
two holes the ftinking matter ran forth ; one of theſe was about 
the inward ankle-bone. and the other about the out ward ankles 
bone. This fore was dreſſed by the ordinary Barber of that Village, 
for a diſlocation of the foot. In the year 1640. upon the 16. day 
of December , the ſick boy was taken into the Hoſpital at YVhna ; 
and I, atthe command of the famous Senate, did vifit him; and 
I preſently found, that this infirmity was nodifſlocation , but the 
corruption and eating away of all his shin-bone, which 1 intended 
tocure, The firſt day therefore l preſcribed him a good regiment 
of diet, and this following potion. 
Take Syrup of Roſes ſolutive, one ounce anda half. 
EleEtuary Linitivum , {ix drams. 
Decodtion of Flowers and Fruits what may ſuffice. 
Mingle all fora ſmall potion. 
By this he had five ſtools of very watry matter. On the 22. 
of December 1 cut his leg with an inciſion knife, from the head 


of the shin-bone as far as the inward ankle-bone , doing no burt 
| to 
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to any vein, artery, nerve or tendon ; and with the nails of my 
fingers I ſeparated the Perioftium from the bone; and I bound 
up the wound with Hemp hards, ſpread with an aſtringent medi- 
cament, made of the white of an Egg beaten with Rofe-water, 
and the aſtringent Powder of Galen, and with a band having two 
ends, On the 23 day, when the blood was ſtopt, I unbound the wound, 
and looked into it, and I ſaw that my judgement did not fail me in 
it; for not only the fore part of the shin-bone was corrupted out. 
wardly , but the hinder part was corrupted as far as the marrow of 
it; and after that I preſently took forth ſome pieces of tae 5hin- 
bone corrupted with my pullers, and I bound up agiin the wound 
with my medicament and ligature, by reaſon of the vehement 
crying out of the Patient. On the 2.4. day I ſcraped the corrupted 
bone with my ſcraping Inſtruments , and | found the lower end of 
the shin bone very much corrupted and ftinking: whercfore 1 
purged the shin-bone with Decoctum Divinum, and I ſtrewed 
upon it the Powder of Birthwort, and Orris Florentiae, and I 
bound up the wound covered with Ceratum Diapalma, On the 
25. and 26.daics, I ſcraped the bone by reaſon of the great cor- 
ruption, and 1 drew forth with my pullers many pie-es of the 
rotten bone. On the 29. day, I cut off with my cizers, Table XX, 
FigureI, from the lower and inward end of the shin bone, a great 
part that was rotten. On the 3o. day, the ſtink of the bone did 
ſomewhat abate, by the uſing of Decotum Divinum, Onthe zr. 
day, after that the pain of the foot and ſtink was abated, 1 fed the 
Patient with glewing diet, to breed a callous; and I laid upon the 
wound Ceratum Divinum to bring it to cicatrize. From this time, 
untill the 4. of 1anuary of the year 1641. from the lower end of the 
Shin: bone, or external ankle-bone, rotten matter ran forth. On the 
6, day there appeared ſolid flesh about this hole. On the 7. day the 
wound was handſome ; and Nature wholly ſeparated the shin-bone 
from the lower part unto the middle of it, where it was rotten; 
when the bone was ſeparated , the wound grew wel! in a moneths 
time.

But if for all the uſeof this remedy , they continually ake, and 
aren't viſculled, it 15a moſt certain ſign that the bone under the 
knot is corrupted , and therefore it is neceſſary to make inciſion 
upon the node, along theshin bone, with an inciſion knife , 
Table il. Figure I. and the bone being uncovered , muſt be 
ſrraped away with ſcraping tools where it is corrupted. Such 
knots as they ſeldom happen in Germany , ſo the manual opera- 
tion for the Cure of them 15not admitted , but tothoſe only that 
defire 1t 10 their moſt bitter torments ; But in 7caly moſt fre- 
qnently and happily , men are cured by manual operation 3 
Wherefore though ]had many, both noble and ordinary peo+- 
ple, under my hands to cure, who were tormented with nodes 
of the French Pox , yet I was ſuffered to uſe manual! operation 
upon very few of them, Buit becauſeat Padual have ſeenthis 
operationſo often, where multitudes are alwaies complaining 
of pains in their shin bones, there T often uſed it ; and I would 
needs inſert, ve'y briefly, into this work of ours , the way 
uſed Dy thoſe of Padnain performing this operation, that Stu- 
dents in Chyrurgery (for whoſe ſake I write this } may know 
how (ſpeedily to help their Patients thatearneſtly deſire manual 
operation from ticm, when there is no remedy almoſt left.

N the Year 1536, On the eighteenth of November , at nine in the 
morning, A Country-man ot Idelhavſe , ot a hot and moiſt tem- 
peramen: about the thirty ſecond year of bis Age : for I know not 
what conteſt had before a Judge concerning the limits of a Fic) , 
was ſtruck by a Smith with a Mattock, upon the right-fide of the for:- 
part of his Head, fo that he not only fell backward to the ground , 
and the blood guſhed out of his Noſe, but he lay there as a de .d Man, 
withour ſerfſe ur motion ; at ten of the Clock the Wife of him that 
was wounded , fetched a Chyrurgion of Olme, who bound up the 
Wound with Gales's Aſtringent Pouder, and the white of an Egg ; 
when indeed conſidering the cauſe, which was fo violent, he ſhould 
have dilated it crcſs-wite, On the nineteenth, at four in the Aﬀer-

\ Country fellow, very ſtrong, and who had never been fick in 
A his life ; about furty years ct age hyhting with others at _ 
cuffs, ſuſtained a great number of violent blows upon his bare head : 
this was done on the 11th of November, 1630. he did not much regard 
this; and for ſme days went abour his ordinary imployment, although 
he felt no {ma]l pain, Upon the 1 8th day h2 began to be weaker, and 
to feel his pains mcre violent ; the motion of the lower Jaw was fo 
dithcult that he could fearce open his mow h, or put in meat z andat 
length, without prefing the Jaw down with his hand he could not 
at all, A Country Barver being ſent ter, began to cure him with L 
cannot tell what Remedies ; bur all things growing worſe, an experi- 
enced Chyrurgion was called after tour days : viz, upon the 224 of 
the fame month, from one of th: Neizbbouring Towns, He applyed 
divers outward difcufling Remcdics, and did lomewhat mitigate, but 
not remove the pains : which did more and more ſtile themlelves all 
over the head, and back-part of the neck, and grew fo violent, that 
he could neither move his head, nor litt up his eyes; befdes theſe, 
ziddineſs, want of ſleep, ſometimes. aving, and the weakneſs et all 
parts did fo affli&t him, that he could fca.ce tand upon his feet, 
much lcfs walk, and tom-<times not fo much as litt up his hands to his 
head.

This was perfermed by a Chyrurgton then preſent, and the $kin 
cut creſG-wif2 with a Rafor, the Incifion being made down to the 
Pericranium, black bloud congealed, and fome water , flowed our, 
By this opening of the skin, the Symptoms were in ſome meaſure mi- 
tivated, and much cf the pains of the head remitted, Concerning 
this, others, eſpecially ( thoſe who had done him this injury ) be- 
2an to ſpeak il}, and as if the Incifion had not been neceti.:ry, and 
that it had done the head mach hurt : at which, the Phyſitia:: jome- 
what moved, who knew him to be in no ſmall danger, by the ſere: ity

Ccurſions, and ſmall Parties, in which they come to Fand-blows, 
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was ſtruck, by a $wediſb Horſe-man, two great blows, with a Battle. 
Axe, on the hinder part of his head; in fach ſort, that being oyer- 
come, and thrown down to the ground, he was taken Priſoner by: the 
contrary Party ; and the Sign being given for their retreat, he, with 
other of his Fellow-Souldicrs, was brought in, half dead, unto the 
Hoſpital at Vime. 

All theſe being put into the hands of the Chyrurgions, and Phyſjti- 
ans appointed by our Senate for the benefit of the Pk ; among whom, 
D. D. Goekelics was one who was preſent, were fo well jooked atter, 
and provided with neceſlary food, and with inward, and outward 
Remedies, that many of them returned home ſafe and we)! : but our 
Patient, of whom we are ſpeaking, being bruiſed ( but without any 
bloody wound ) without any Fiflure, or any conſiderable deprefſion 
of the Skull ; about nine weeks being paſt over, when he ceu]d both 
go and ſpeak very well ; felt no longer any pain from the Contulicn ;

Head of one of my own Sheep, which dyed of the like Vertigo, 
and taking off the Skull, I examined the ſubſtance of the Brain 
with a.l its bruifings ; and preſently on the left-fide, as it were of the 
backward part of the Head, under the Dura Mater, I found a Bag of 
the thickneſs of a Fithes Blader, filled with Water, and little Worms, 
ſuch as are bred in Cheeſe:for it began to putrifie at the bottom, This 
Coated Tumour being bigger than a Hens Egg, had fo infinuated ir 
ſelf into the ſubſtance of the Brain, that it did ſomewhat preſs upon 
the third Ventricle, This Sheep, as the Shepheard reports, turned 
her ſelf round about towards the night all that day ſhe dyed, Thar 
which hapned to Sheep,may happen to Men, and women. I obferved 
together with Fohn Buraus Barber, and George Riedlin Chyrurgion, 
the ſame effeft in the Brain of Maris Schmarhmaeunen , who aſter 
a Contuſion of the forepart of the Head which I cured, for a whole 
ye: r complained very much only cf a giddineſs, And one time fit- 
ing at Supper, ſhe was taken witha violent Apopreny, and dyed 
orgy - Her Parents defired me that I would open the Skull, 
either tor the taking away, or elſe for confirming the ſuſpition they 
had conceived, that one had poyſoned her. The Skull being opened, 
and the Brain looked into, I found a Tumour on the lefe-[tde, both 
as toRs coat, and matter contained in it, not unlike the former 
deſcribed,of the bigneſs of an ordinary Hens Egg, and partly com- 
reſling the third Ventricle, I gave this anſwer to thoſe, who deman- 
ded what might be the cauſe of this Tumour centained in a coar, and

N the Year 1635. Aichsel-Schweider, a Souldier of Vtme, and be. 
longiog to the Przfident of Elching, was wounded with a Broad- 
Sword, by a Souldicr of the Emperor's, on the top and back-part 

of his Head:; the wound on the back-partef the Head was ſimple , 
but that on. the top of the Head, not only with a Depreſſion and 
Fiſlure of the Skull ; but alſo with injury to the Dura Mater, and 
Falx, which receiveth- the branches of the Carotical Artery, and Ju. 
gular Vein, Theſe two Wounds an unskilful Barber, dreſſed atter 
his faſhion, and cured accerding to the firſt intention ; but what 
becomes of it > the miſerable Patient trom hence ſuffereth moſt herce 
pains; accompanicd-with a Phrenſy, a Convulſion of all- parts z and 
at length an Apoplexy, Things. being thus, fix weeks after he was 
hurt, I was ſent for by his Wife yet living, and-found him perfectly 
in an Apoplexy : the cauſe of which depended upon the obitrufion 
of the Nerves, from a great quantity of Matter, which ought to have 
been purged through the Weund : and fo great was the Maſi of 
black and ſtinking Matter , that forcing a paſlage through the Noſe, 
and Palatz the Apoplexy went off, and gaye me certain Indicati- 
on of the hutt and Fifſure of the inward parts : feeling with my 
Finger upon the ſolid parts of the top of the Head, I tound a great 
hole, evidently demonitrating the depreſſion of the Skull ; giving my 
Prognoſtick therefore, that the Patient was in a-great deal of dan- 
ger, I cauſed a Lenitive Glyſter to be given ; andafter that had 
done working, the Cephalick vein of the Arm to be opened. On the 
ſecond day I opened the skin, and the Pericranjum in the form of a 
Croſs with-an Incifion Knife, Tab, XI.

the Median Vein of the right Arm was opencd, and four ounces of 
bloud taken away ; in the evening he was bettzr, On the 14th he 
ept little by reaſon the Stove was cojd, for Wounds on the head re= 
quire a moderate heat, and coldnefs of the air is an cnemy to them, 
On the 15th, the lips of the Wound newly made, appeared red with- 
out pain, but the Fungi larger : for the crying up the Fungi, I uſed

Oathe 21f, boti, the Fungi apyearcd white, and the Skull 
black and blew, On the 2:4, the Patient loſt his Speech. began to be 
Apoptectical, and kis right arm was mcyed abcut by Convulfive 
moti2ns, The : 3d at nine of the Clock in the forenoon the Patient 
dicd, On the 24th I looked upon the Wound, and the Fungi were 
tallen fo flat, that I coold eafily put my Ring-finger into the Fiflure, 
I opened the S:vil with a Saw; the inward Superticics of the Bone 
was ſo corrupted, that the whole bone of the back part of the Head 
as far as the Lambdoida]l Suture was thinner than the 0s Petroſum, 
It is aifo to be noted, that when there is no depreflion of the Skull,

Being fent for, upon the 
zoth of March, in the Year 1641. 'I looked upon the part: afteQed, 
and touching the bottom of the Excreſcence with a Probe, the bloud 


preſently flowed out : confidering this, it was manifeſt that the origi- 
nal of this eyil, came through the forementioned hole 3 and therefore

S the gth of February, 1633. the Noble Nicholas Dietrick, Sir- 
named Sphererter, received two Wounds in a Due], from the 
Generous Ritywein, a Swediſh Serjeanr Major 3 the firſt of which was 
on the lefr Wriſt, running down to the hand, the Veins and Tendons 
being hurt. The other upon the right Breaſt, a tingers breadth below 
the Pap, which penetrated into the cavity of the Thorax, hurt the 
Intercoſtal Veſſels, and cauſed ſpitting of bloud, By reaſon of theſe 
dangerous Symptoms, and faintnets eſpecially, he was carried: home 
in a Coach with four Horſes, where all things requiſite for the 
Wound were propoſed : amongſt others, I judge this worthy to be 
noted, before the firſt binding up of the Wound, fome our of that 
great throng of ſtanders by ſaid, they would ſuck out the bloud which 
was within the Thorax ; and being permitted, they did ſuck indeed, 
but it was not bloud, but rather Gold ; and one while he was ſucking 
ſole privately a Diamond Ring trom off the Patients finger, but be- 
ing com out, he reſtored it again, Being ſent for, I looked upon. 
the Wound on the Breaſt, and putting a blunt Probe through the

Of a Wound on the Breaft, requiring the Paracenteſis. 


= the Month of April, 1622, Anthony the Waggoner of Padea , 
was wounded in the Back, the Sword piercing as far as the right 
Breaſt, fo that there was two Wounds : which cauſed him to fall to 
the ground in a ſwound, Toofing his voice, being in a cold ſweat, 
with an intermitting pulſe, and vomiting cf bleod : which gave ſuſ- 
pition of the Heart, vr Stomach being Wounded, I bound up the 
Wound on both fides ; but firſt I Dilated the Orifice in the Breaſt, 
with a hooked Knife, 72ab, XXXVII, Fig, V. E, and pur into both 
of them a Tent of Hemp- Hards, dipped in the white of an Egg, and 
faſtned to a String 3 and omitted nothing that was neceſſary to be 
done to ſuch Wounds, The Wound being bound up, by reaſon of his 
preat weakneſs, the uſe of Wine was granted him: and yet for a whole 
day, I could not perceive with my Fingers, any Pulſe of the Arteries 
in his Wriſt.

N the Year 1630. an Officer of the Emperours being deſperately 
Wounded, three fingers breadth below the right Clavicle, and 
almoſt cured at the ſign of the Plough in Vime ; upon ſome er- 

ror committed in his Diet, was troubled with an Inflammation, 
which ſuppurated, and degenerated into a large hollowneſs under the

four Fingers breadth from the Back Bone 3 which Penetrated into 
the Cavity. A Chyrurgion otherwife not . unskilful, ( whom the 
wounded Perſon ſent for immediately upon his being hurt, ) dreſkd 
this asa ſimple Wound ;, and as if it had not Penetrated : fo that the 
blood flowed out of the Intercoſtal Veſſels which were wounded, in- 
to the Cavity of the Breaſt, and cauſed ſuch a ſtreightneſs , that the 
Parents ordered them to ſend for me. About twelve a Clockat 
night, I unbound the Wound, which by reaſon of the Figure of the 
Sword, the Poſture of the Breaſt changed, and the applying of 
Aſtringent Medicines, was fo narrow, that we could neither come in- 
to the Cavity with a Probe, nor inje&t Medicines to ſtop the blood, 
through the Siphon, nor apply them upon the Tent, Wherefore 
declared to the Parents and the ſtanders by, the danger the Patient 
was in; and propoſed the Paracenthefis to be made withour d:lay, in 
the place aſſigned by Hippocrates, Tab, XXXVII. Fig. IT. Y. which 
mzght give a Diſcharge to that matter, which did threaten certain 
Suffocation ; But ſeeing that the Parents would not admit of this 
( without doubr ) neceflary operation in this Patient, and the matter, 
by. giving Diureticks, could nor fo ſuddenly be evacuated by the Paſ- 
ſages of Urine; the Patient being choaked up, dyed en the fixth

_ Jud be taken outz but ſ:cing that the Body wanted Blood by rea- 
jon of its extenuation, 'we doubted how we could bring it to Cica- 
trize again: and it we ſhould upon the Patients deſire, remove the 
corrupted part, by ſcraping or burning, yet we might attempt this 
inyain, if the novriſhment were deficient which the bones receive 
from the Marrow, and Blood ; tur a bone ſcraped or burnt, without 
nouriſhment, can neither be covered with fleſh, nor throw off Skales;

WW Hen I ftudied Phyſick at Padoa and praftiſed Chyrurgery, a 
Gentleman who was a ſttudent there was, troubled fur 
ſome Months with an Oecdema on the left hand , which upon 
the uſe of very good outward and inward Remedies, was not at all 
diminiſhed, bur began to be Ulcerated in the palm of the hand : and 
therefore we called into conſultation the moſt excellent Spigeli«s,who 
atter he had (earched the Ulcer with a Probe, and touched the ccr- 
ruptca Bone, he preſently pronounced it a Spina Ventcſa, which is 
an incurable diſaſe, and requires the amputation of the part effe&- 
ed, it proceedeth from an humour, which by its hidden and MaJig- 
nant quality, corrodes the Bones without any hurt cr pain to the 
perioſtium , and then cauſeth angſedematous tumour, which is 
not painful], but after fome Months Ulcerates the part, having ob- 
tained leaye of the Patient, I cut off the hand above the ends of the 
Cubitus and Radius, with a hooked Knife and a Saw, Tab, XXVII. 
Fig, XI. XII & XIV, And having bound up the Arm, 
with Bolſters, a Bladder, and Rowlers, Tab, XXVIIL.

Of a great Excreſcence on the Thigh. 


Ohagnnes Ferher of Hamburg, a Swediſh Souldier , about the 24th. 
Year of his Age 3 had 2 (welling aroſe in the inward part of his 
right Thigh; which in the ſpace of two years, grew to ſuch a big- 
neſs : that it was as big ay three Mens Heads, and hindred his going, 
This Excxeſcence, acertain Empitrick, corruded with a Caulftick , 
that the matter might get out , ; ar ir do afterwards to Conſolidate 
rhe Ulcer ; but firding no fluid matter, the Empit ick fled away, and 
left rhe Paticnrt deftjrute ot all he]p, In the Year, 1634. The Pa- 
xient -:me to Vime, and defired help of Fohannes Georgigas Bauler, 
2 Chirurgion 3 who when he could not Conſolidate this foul Ulcer, 
CI ; — with 
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with any Medicines, By my advice, and the advice of George Riedlin, 


he took hold of the painful ulcerated fwelling, with the Pincerrs, and 
cut jt out with a Knife red hot, and the Eſchar coming out, the 
Ulcer was fairly Cicatrized with the Ceratum Divinum, ſee, Tab, 
XXXV, Fig, II. Looking imto the ſubſtance of the ſwelling cut off , 
which was fleſhy and full of Veins, and Arteries, We enquired of 
the Patient, whether he were naturally ſo lean, or no? he anſwer 
that before the riſing, and encreaſfe ot this ſwelling, he was rather full 
Lodied, whereby we were infcrmed, that this ſwelling had received, 
and detained, moſt of the Aliment, which ſhould have nouriſhed 
the whole Budy. Being recovered and about to leave Vime, I ad- 
viſed him to uſe a ſlender Dyet ; and every month to apply fix 
Cupping Glaſſes to his Back, with ſcarification : till by degrees, the 
habit of the Body might be accuſtomed to affimulate the blood to it 
ſelf , which before Nature was accuſtomed to tranſmit for the nou- 
riſhment of the Tumour, The young Man obſerved theſe dire&ions 
diligently for half a year, and lived in good health to the Year, 1644; 
At which time, being in the Bavarian Army, he viſited me, and gave 
me many thanks for my advice,

broken bone, or by a Billet of Wood, informing them that 
this was very material] to know in the Cure of his Thigh , 
and it might be known by his Breeches, for if they were rent the 
Wound came from without,if not from within : but there could be no 
hole found in his Breeches, ſo that it was evident that the Wound 
was made by the broken Thigh-bone ; and therefore I compoſed the
